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THE TISDALE CASE 

In 1911 an Alaskan miner, George C. Tisdale, took part 
in a miners’ brawl in which a man was killed, Tisdale sum- 
rendered himself to the local United States marshal, for 
criminal justice is administered in Alaska, as a territory, nat 
by locally chosen officials, but by the United States Depart- 
ment of Justice, was trièd and sentenced to the Federal Peni- 
tentiary at MeNeil Island. 

After two vears’ residence in this prism Tisdale was 
transferred to Saint Elizabeth's Hospital for the Insane in 
the District of Columbia an recommendation of the prison 
alienist. Whether this recommendation had a sound hasis or 
not 1 do not know. It is a noterious fact that inmates of Fed- 
eral prisons who are too persistent in their attempts to secure 
their liberty, or who knaw too much about inside alfairs, aud 
who thus make themselves annoying to er feared hy the of- 
ficials, are frequently gotten oul of the way by sending them 
to Saint Elizabeth's fur observation” as to their sanily. This 
serves a double purpose; it proteets the prison officials from 
exposure, and it enables the asylum authorities, who are in 
collusion wilh the penal powers, to say that the prisoner is 
“dangerotisly insane“ and sa ta hold him incomunicado and so 
prevent his telling tates to his friends or taking legal neasnres 
for his relief. Any little eccentricity, such as jnelinulion to 
doubt the infallibility of the ceurts, is enetigh to alford a 
plausible pretext, plausible enough for a prison deetor unter 
the thumb of the warden. You won't believe that possible, 
but it is a fact, and yau shall see presently, 

Tisdale wus still at Saint Mlizabeth's department for Lhe 
criminal insane on Oetoher 4th, 1921, the date on which his 
original sentence lor murder expired. One micht hive ecx- 
pected, therefore, that he wauld be discharged in the usual 
manner as with other prisoners, and allowed Lo go hene, pr, 
at least that the usual discharge would take place, but that if 
‘he was really insane, he would be temporarily held until a 
court order of commitment as a lunatic could be secured, as 
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e law requires, a process which would involve definite proof 
ot insunily to the satisfaction of the court. Iven if that were 
lone, he should be renwved from the noisome Howard Hall, 
the walled prison within the precinets of Saint Elizabeth's, and 
given such restricted freedom as other non-criminal inmates 
#lijoy 

Nothing of the sort happened. Tisdale was not released; 
he uns not brought into court for a hearing on his mental 
condition; he was not transferred to the status of a non- 
criminal patient, No, he was just held and treated as a erimi- 
mal, despite the fact that lis sentence had expired, 

Vor four years this unui, who had paid the penalty of his 
crime, jf erime it was, was held under the status and all the 
disabilities of a criininal. Meanwhile another person, a tol- 
low prisoner in Toward Uall, who was just as sane as you 
oy T, had made the acquaintance of Tisdale and learned of the 
predicament in which be was, thousands of miles Iront home 
aud without a friend, This person was more fortunate and 
had managed to seeure his liberty, He interested others in 
Tisdale's case, and n local welfare worker, Mrs. Eldred, at- 
tehipled to secure a wiih of habeas corpus Tor Visdale, the 
effect of which would have been to have him brought into 
court, and the asylum authorities required to show why they 
were detaining him. Not only was the writ dismissed by the 
local court withoul a hearing, at the instigation of Dr. William 
A. White, the superintendent of the usylum, but an ordet was 
issued prohibiting Mrs. Widred from entering the institution. 
A steohd tine an application for a writ was made, this time 
by our friend don A. Sayage, who actually succeeded in hav- 
ing Tisdale brought into court and freed on the ground of 
sit commitment and illegal detention, and as being uf sound 
nd. 

But the Saint ilizabeth’s people were not through with 
hin. Disregarding the action of the court, bullies were sent 
from the asylian, who prabbed Visdale in the court room and 
carried him back to prison under the pretext of “holding him 
for observation,“ and that, mind you, after they hail already 
liad him under observation for thirteen years! 

Called on by a member of Congress who had interested 
himself in Tisdale's ease Lo explain his action, the superinter- 
dent of the asylum, by this time swelled with conceit of his 
own importance and ability to disregurd the law, replied with 
au impertinent letter, which, however, did not settle the can- 
wressimau. The hitler took the ease in hand and succeeded in 
volling “Tisdale discharged, after being illegally held for four- 
and-a-hall years. 

Meanwhile the man who had befriended Tisdale in the 
first place was subjected tu persecution from another govern- 
Mental source, the postollice departinent. Postollice inspec- 


tors apparently opened his mail, and I myself have received 
complaints from various correspondents that they had heer 
annoyed hy communications from the postoffice department 
asking to be informed confidentially what relation they had 
had with this gentleman. Speculation as to the reasons may 
be premature, but it may be surmised Urat those whom he was 
opposing in the Tisdale and other cases had endeavored to 
implicate him in a charge of using the mails to defraud, and 
thus to head off his activilies in behalf of the unjustly op- 
pressed inmates of Saint Elizabeth's asylum. 

Why is it that the suthorities of Saint Elizabeth's seem 
so determined to get and to hold on to patients, whether legally 
or illegally? That, too, can be hut a matter of surmise ontv. 
Tt has been suggested that as the institution gets an allow- 
ance for each patient, every person they can detain is a per- 
manent source of revenue. That Tisdale was sane ut the very 
time he was prevented from seeing his advisors, on the ground 
that he was dangerous, there can be no question. Such an 
occurrence ĉan follow only either as the result of grossly 
incompctent management or of motives which, sceing that 
they involve disregard of well-known lepal provisions and re- 
sult in a person in sound health and under no criminal charge 
heing held as a convict, can be regarded as little short of 
criminal.

T hare purposely eee any mention uf my videst friem anid fel- 
lnw-worker, W. Q. Judge, Ii my general «address to you, because i think 
that tie ullagzing and self sacrificing eflorts for the building up of 
Thossuphy in America deserves sperial mention, 

Had it nat been for W. Q. Judge, Vheosophy would not be where 
il is today in the United States. It is he who has mainly built up the 
n ien among yeu, and ne who hus proved in a thousand ways his 
entire toyalty to the best interests of Theosophy aod the Society. 

In a fetter dated London, Oulober 23, 1889, H. 1. B. says: 

; ‘Tho Esslerie Section and its Ute in the U. S. A. depend npon 
W. Q. J, remaining its agent and what he Is naw. The day W. Q. 4.

When Alr. Jinurajadasu excludes Mr. Aude from the list of those 
who are evtitled to the gratitude of all tueusephists “by right of per. | 
fort Sets itte rendered,” he nol ouly disregards the opinion of H. P. D. but 
of latte nel of theosuphists foday, not unly oatside his particular then- 
osuhical society, bul within it. Whethor Judge died within or without 
the Adyar Society is a matter of minor importance. What is important 
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is that he ved and worked for, and died in. the Theosophy of the Masters, 
which a far greater ariiremeut. Did ner I. D. herself once threaten Ls 
abandon lhe Society? She wrote (ne, August. 1989, page 507): 

It is pure nonsense to say that “H. P. B. is loyal lo the Theosophical 
Society and fe Adyar (7). IL P. B. is loyal to the death te the Thee 
sophicaul Cause, aad those great Tenehers whose philosophy utone con 
bind the whofe of Human into ene Brotherhood. Together with Col, 
Olcott, she is the chief Founder and Builder of the Society which wes 
and is meunt tu represen! thal Carseg. and if she is se loyal to H. 8. 
Olcott, it is pot at all beeause of lis being its President.“ but, firstly, 
because there is no man living Who hes worked harder for that Soclety, 
or been more devoted to it than the Colonel, and, secoudly, because she 
regards him as a loyal friend and co-worker., Therefore the degree of her 
sympathies with the “Theosophical Society aud Adyar” depends upon the 
degree of the beyalty of that Society ta the Cause Let tt break away 
trom the original lines annd show disieyalty in its policy tu the Cruse 
and the original programme of the Society, and M. P. B., calling the T. 5 
distoyut, wiil shake it off like dust from ber feet 

In fact, Mr, Jimarajadasa himself! says (page 68): 

Colonel Olcott utmost went aut at his way to Lenore the occult basis 
of ibe Society: so fur did he go that, about 1888, ihe Master K. II. told 
II. P. B. int “the Soelety has liberated itself from our grasp and influ: 
enee and we have fet it go—we make no unwilling slaves. He says he 
has saved it? He sved its body, but he allowed through fear its soul 
te escaneo; It is now a soulless corpse, a machine run so far well enough, 
bat which will fall to pieces when he is gone. Out of the Wiree objects 
the seeond alone Is attended to, bat it Is no longer either a brotherhood, 
nor « hoy over the face of which broods the spirit from beyond the 
Great Hange. 

Had H. P. R. abandoned the T. S. would Mr. Jinarajadasa hare de- 
nied ber the right to the gratitude of theosoplists? Would he have 
claimed, as he does now by inaplication, that it is not loyalty to Theo 
sopliy, the Theosophy of the Masters and H. P. i, but loyally to a 
machine, to un organization, which ts deserving of gratitude? that it is 
ihe vessel, hot the contents, which counts? 


Speaking aguin of II. P. B. und Olcott (page 74) Mr. Jinarajadasa 
Says: 


The result of their joint work is the T. S. today.” 


This is really too comical, Up to the day of her death II. P. B. 
never ceased to attack sacerdolalism in whatever form, never ceased 
lọ deery ihe duginas of apostolic succession, of the remission ef sins by 
a priest, und neodnessiahism, What do we see today in the T. S.? We 
see its president betraying the principles she was taught by H. P. B.

beater and her horde of bishops have emptied the Theosophy of the 
Mabatmas and of H, P. B.! If Mr. Jinarajadasa knows anything of the 
leaching of H. P. B. and the Masters, such as one would expect of an 
editor of Mahatmic tetters, he must know lhat these thingy would nol 
be tolerated for an Instant by H. P. H. were she alive today.

NIL ihe papers with ler talks, and the platforins of all theosophiral 
lodges wil) be open to ber. us a matter of courtesy to the President of 
the Theosophical Seciety if for nu olher reason. 

And what will they beur? Religious truth? By mo means, if we 
are to judge from what she lias alpeady spoken. Her Queen's Hali 
aididresse, are telure us as geilen, boll this year and last- Nath- 
ite hut the offen relterated statement, which we all know already, 
that tue world needs to know much more than it dves—na exhorta- 
tion ta study the words of the great teneuers who have passed on, no 
reference Lo what these leuchers have given us—not that, but a labored 
urgument that we are needing somebody to wake us up and chat she 
“kuows” that somebody is coming very soou to do it- 

One caniot liep wondering why Mrs, Besant, with ber knowledge 
and her eloquence, dors nol make some attempt to arvese Interest in 
ihe grear teavhers uf the past, in tell us something of what they taigh, 
mid to undertake te do at this very minute what she claims that some 
greal leacher from the IHimalayas will an later an. a teacher who, so 
she says, will occupy the body of une J. Kristhoaniurtt and speak through 
bis lips, a young geuliemun who, by the way, she places on exhibition 
—"Slere. friends, is the budy wich the Great Lord will oceupy when 
bo cates.” 

So far we have guthered but ove Idea of what this great teacher is 
io dul is tu make everybody happy, cerminly a tuust alluring bait 
là Mait one's Wook With, Then she wiji tell ts that this is nothing new. 
(hat Christ tovk quskession of (he badly of one Jesus when he was 
thirty years old—i cizim fur whieh there is no plausible authority 
whatever—and that which happened once is going to happen again. 
As for the evidence, she gives none, unless ler mere assertion, I 
kKuuw,“ and, I fave been told by the Great Teacher Limiself," can be 
considered evidence. 


The Coniing Teacher movement is simply a reiteration of the nation 
that somebody is counting to make tles sweet fur ts; It is an appeul 
lo those who find it easier to dream than to work, to look for a savior 
stead of getting busy and saving themselves. For nearly two thou 
sunl years we have had the teachings of Christ, and noboñy listens 
to then; fur still longer we have Jew those of Krishna and Buddha. 
And now, today, 4 oiee practical person like Mis Besant goes about 
teaching that if we will only sil on war settees somebody will come 
duwa from (he Himalayas and help us, insteud of urging us to get busy 
and do something. [Us enough to make a filppopetamus laugh. Why 
waste so much breall) over what is guing to happen. even supposing 
that it is? And why pick gut a dummy in a London snit as a sort of 
visualization of what is to be? 

You ean buy a Bhayavad Gita or a Vetce of the Silence for what 
you will puy to hear Mrs, Besant, yOu probably own a New Testament, 
aud if you will pul in your hour reuding them, you will learn far more 
as to how the world can be saved than you can by listening to Mrs. 
Besaut's sensationaj but unpractical oratory- 

The solution is to be found, perhaps, in a remark of Count Keyser- 
ling in his Travel Diary of un Philosopher: 

"Avy aue who examines the mass of thcosophists will find it alt 
ficult to suppress a smile al their pretense thal they copstitute the secd 
of the new rave which is to ereate the ciyllization of the future. The 
real niajority of mem are people on a mental level below the average.

This is a hard saying, but what else will account for the ready 
acceptance of the absurdities of Man; Whence, How and Whither, and of 
The Lives of Alcyone, with their constant appeal to personal vanity. 
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their allusions to members ef the Theosophical Society as the chosen 
people? What else will account for the behavior of those theosoptists 
who, with the wisdom of the ages at their service, deliberately neglect 
It and spend their time getting ready to receive ñ teacher Who may never 
appear, In building lenples for him to speak in and houses for him und 
Mis assumed twelve disciples, and who venerate as his future vehicle 
a young man who gan hardly open his mouth or write a letter without 
saying something silly?

A MUCH NEEDED REFORM l 

Readers of the newspapers cannot have avoided seeing 
the numerous attacks which are being made upon the parole 
system. We hear of men who have been liberated on parole 
committing new offenses almost immediately, and this is laid 
at the door of the parole system as such, without effort to 
inquire whether the cause may not be an cotirely different 
one. 

What is that different cause? In the first place, statts- 
tics show that between eighty-five and ninety per cent of 
paroled prisoners make good, that is to say, are not detected 
in committing any new offense. ‘They are simply absorbed in 
the social organism and we hear of them no more. Of the 
ten or fifteen per cent who break their parole some do so 
only in a technical way, while others are actually guilty of 
offenses usually regarded as criminal, mostly robbery in one 
form or another. What prompts them to steal? Naturally, 
and not considering those few who rob by actual choice of 
that means of livelihood, it is pressing lack of money. 

What causes this lack of money? Remember that but 
few men who leave prison have any funds, that most of them 
are without work and have to seek it—a matter which re 
quires time, running about from place to place, even [rom 
city to city, interviewing prospective employers who want to 
know tlie past record of the applicant and to whom a prison 
record or discharge card is not a satisfactory testimonial, dur- 
ing all of which time food and lodging us well as car fare are 
required. Days and even weeks may pass before the work 
is secured, and then there is the waiting for pay day, the dif- 
ficulty of getting credit from strangers. We hear of people 
who can go out into the wilderness without a single article 
but the clothes on their backs and who can manage to live. 
jut they don’t live because God or the ravens feed them. 
They seize what they can get to support life, 2 process which, 
when indulged in in the midst of society, is known as steal- 
ing. Turn a man loose in society without money, without 
friends from whom he can borrow, and with no immediate 
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work, and lie will within a few hours have to usk himself 
whether he must statve, beg, or risk prison again by help- 
jing biusell to what he ean Iny his hands on. It’s a horrible 
position to be in, and nothing would plewse ine more than to 
put dase newspaper editors aud hack writers who are attack- 
ing the parole system iuto il, They would learn something 
which seems never ta huve occured ta them, 

OF course this condition has long heen recognized and 
so there has grown up the custom of giving the departing 
guest a gratuity in one form or another, such gratuity con- 
sisting first of all of clothing, little enough to be swe, men 
being lured loose in aidwinter with thin clothing and no 
overcoal; then a railroad liecket heme is often added, whieh 
is often distinctly marked “prisoner's ticket” so as to pre- 
vent his selling it if he does not elect to ga back where every- 
Dh knows his history, and finally, a small sum of money. 
Scuncho the eustorm of giving five dollars originated, and 
{his custom of handing oul five dollars runs back into the dis- 
tant past when five dollavs Would buy two or three times as 
much, keep a um going bwo ov three times as long as today. 
IL was litle enough in those ancient days before the war, hut 
it is stil less today, and yet it his been impossible to get it 
through the heads of levislators that if the gratuity was five 
dollars ten years ago il should be eight or ten at least today, 
and that it a discharged prisoner's money lasts today only 
half aa long as it did ton years ngo he is just about twice as 
likely to be forced to steal in order to keep alive. That is one 
reason why, if it is actually a fact, that there are more paroled 
und discharged men going wrong today than formerly, By 
shimping on the gratuity the state offers a direct incentive 
tu crime, and while it saves a few dollars here, it risks all the 
costs of yearrest, retrial, and reünprisonment, quite a big 
sun ave best—penny wise, pound foolish. 

Among other jwisons the Federal peniteritivries have, 
until very recently, allowed the sume graluity of five dollars 
that they did years and years ago. The Crrvic once published 
an eslinjate thal the Government would be actually saving 
none) by increasing this gratuity ta twenty dollars; there 
would be fewer relapses with the atcompanying costs. 

Now at last Congress hus enacted a new law which, curi- 
ously, ineveases the gratuity to outgoing Federal prisoners 
who have served at least six months to a maxinium of twenty 
dollars cash. Presumably this would be given to those who 
were not provided with work and who have no cash of their 
own. 

Our prison colleague, The Island Lantern, published by 
the inmates of the MeNeil Island Federal penitentiary, in its 
August issue, tells the story of how this much needed reform 
was brought about. For eleven years Congress had been im- 
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portuned to increase the allowance, but without result. Pin- 
ally it was accomplished through the efforts of Chaplain C. W. 
Burr, of the McNeil Island Institution. Chaplain Barr, hefore 
his appointment to his present position, was the Salvation 
Army ollicer in charge of work in Tucoma, and his duties 
brought him in contact with many discharged prisoners, Ie 
became convinced that one of the chief sources of dilliculty, 
one of the main temptations to crime, was ihe temporary 
shortage of cash due to the small gratuity paid by the Gov- 
ernment. He interested the late Superintendent of Prisons, 
Luther C. White, Senator Jones and Representative Jolmson 
of Washington, and the Tacoma Kiwanis Cloh, and drafted a 
bill Which was finally put throtigh Congress. 

Now that the Federal government has taken the initiative 
it is to be hoped that these state institutions which still ad- 
here to the time-honored gratuity of five dollars and which 
have no other provision for the immediate support of the out- 
going prisoner, will urge upon their respective legislalnres the 
wisdom of reform in this direction. When this has been né- 
complished we shall probably bear less about parole viola- 
tions, and the states will be saved nol n little money. 


Warrington House 


I regret tò learn that the Warringtan House for Men, In New Orlenine, 
has been compelled to close its doors for the simmer ben ee nf inek 
of funds. The Warrington House is a private charity maintained by a 
New Orleans philanthropist, W. J. Warrington, and his assoelales, and 
la sustained entirely through donations, Tas year It earel for 26000 
ien and boys, gave them food, clothing, a good bed, and often tranepnr- 
tation ju their homes. ‘Thils aid was offered when the wen were acinally in 
dire need, when they might, had they gone on in need another day, 
have turned their wits against the law, stolen, cheated and committed 
even worse crimes. Its principle has been to give help first ami make 
ipquiries afterward, If necessary; it bas assumed that people da mnt 
as a rule ask for food unless hungry, or for lodging unless in need of A 
place to sleep, and the question of “worthiness” has never heen allowed 
to stand in the way of Arst abl. 

The Warrington Mexscnger, an Intererting maguzino published in 
behalf of this work, devotes much of tis JuneJuiy issae ta a conieart- 
son of its methods with those of the olficia!l social service ormanizailon 
of the city, from which it appears that the latter ts run in a mechanical 
fashion, that it is encumbered with red-inpe, that the applicant tar alt 
as to answer a sort of catechism and unless he can measare uh lo the 
mark and prove his worthiness in advance lio is refused. A muse is 
given of an applicant, a boy who bad left home and got into trouble, 
and did not want bis family to know of his predicament, Although tne 
dire need help was refused nidess le would permit the “charity” to lele 
graph to his family—at his expense—for contirtiation of bis story,. Nut 
only is help refused to these who are without a job, but the applicant hos 
to go throwsh so much red tape, as to give so many proefs uf being 
deserving, all of which have to be investigated, that he runs a pond 
chance of being arrested for vagranecy or for committing a crime In 
order to get something to eat. The Harrington Messenger says: 

Charity is nat merely ihe distribution of so much fool aml shelter; 
there should be something more personal to it than that. True it ts that

We are impersonal 
when we have alline such self-control thal the actions uf ulliers towards 
us du not hort us, when we can tarn the other cheek, can take a rebulf 
or even æ dawnright insult without pecluriation aml are willing to return 
geod fer evil, when we can love our enemics aud act us if we do. To 
he indifferent alike to Joy and suffering, to pain and pleasure, is not 
of weeessity a virine, tut it beeumes such when these Unrust themselves 
helween us and our grenfer aims. iat is impersonality. But this is 
trie only when our own palin and pleasure, joy and sorrow are cun- 
cerned. Tro he indifferent to the joys and serrews of others is em- 
phatieutly not impersenatity; it is, to gmt it bluntly, nothing but hard- 
hearteduess and todilference, seliishness, and in fact, personality in its 
wowi furar

This dash 
of icewater, ibis sulating in muuther direction, apart from being little 
removed Cron: insult, i6 fallacious, because while you cum acl on a prin- 
ciple, you cannot serve an abstraction; it is the inflividual you serve every 
time, and while be is unt, umless in the etse of Lliose to whom you may he 
‘under special offigations, the only persen in the warld for whom you 
would do it, you shoukl act just as if he were for the moment the only 
bersolt in the world hesides yourself. It is really needless to spread the 
unter of your love and sympathy so thin, Knowing that it you are cuts 
impersoual, the supply is iwexhbuustibte, 

That sort or inpersonality which calls Cor closing oneself ta the needs 
and troubles of others is not Theosuphy at all; it is Suni an eserescence 
oa ‘Theosophy which finds no suppert in the teachings of the great theo- 
sophical Masters and writers, not in these ef any of the great teachers of 
mankind. Whether il is, through ignorance or mistnderslanding of the 
fiachings, aeceprel as an ideal, or whether it is but an anelogy for one’s 
own indiferonee, ia tò be gyoned, And whit ean I profit ine to learn 
ihe whole system of Vheosoply fron A te Zif] de not discern tlie grent 
principle of lave hend it, wud if in my effort to make myself “impec- 
som” 1 siseset only in becoming a marble statue or u frozen angel 
wuiliating cold instead of the warmth of seltless devotion? What do sone 
of these teachers say? 

In The Book of Precepts jt is written: 


It thou findest a hungry serpent creeping inle thy house, seeking for 
food, and, oll of fear it should bite thee, instead of offering it milik than 
turuesl it out to suffer and starve, thou turnest away From the Path of 
Compassion. Thus acteth the fainthearted and ile selfish. 

In Phe Voien of the Silence we read: 

Let the soul lend its ear to every ery of pain Hke rs the lotus bares 
its heart to drink the morning sim. 

Let not the fieree Sun dry one tear of pain before thou thyself hast 
wiped il from the sufferor’s eye. ; 

But let cach barning human tear drop on thy heart and there remain; 
nur ever brush it off until the pain thal caused it is removed, 

These tears, O thou of beart most merciful, these are the streams 
that irrigate the fields of charity immortal. "Tis on Such soit that grows 
the uildnignt massum of Buddha, more dificult ty find, more rare to view, 
than is the flower of the Vugay tree. It is the seed of freedom from 
rebirth. R 

Aud elsewhere H. P. B. tells us (Xey lu Theosophy, U. L. T, ed., page 
193): 

The Theosophical ideas of charity Mean pervonal exertion for others; 
personul mercy and kindness; personal interest in the welfare of those 
who suffer; perso sympathy, forethought anil assistance in thetr trow- 
bles ur needs. 

Listen to what Saint Paul said: 


if L speak with the tongues uf men and of angels, but have not love, 
I am become soumding brass, or a clanging cymbal. And if I have the gift 
of pranhesy, and knew all mysteries and all knowledge; and if 1 lave 
ali faith, so as ta remove mountains. hut have not lore, I am noth- 
ing. Love suffereth long, and is kind; lave envieth net; love 
vaunieth not itself, is not puffed np. dolh not behave itself unseemly, seek- 
eth not its own, is not provoked, taketh nut account of eril; rejoiceth 
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not in unrighteousness, but rejoiceth with the truth; beareth all things, 
believeth all things, bopeth all things, endureth all things. 
Finally, let us compare what Saint Paul says with the elasing Ines 
of Shetley’s Promecthicus Unbound, & true ideal of impersonality- 
To suffer woes which hope thinks infinite; 
Tu furgive wrongs darker than death or night: 
To defy power which seems omnipotent; 
To love and bear; to hope lin hope creates 
From its own wreck the thing it contemplates; 
Neither to change, nor fulter, nor repent;

A Warning to T. S. Lodges—Your Property in Danger! 

I am indebted to The Canadian Theosophist for June, page 76, for 
the following information published over the initials of the General Sec- 
tary of the Canadian Section, T. S., himself @ member of the General 
Council of the ‘Theosophieat Soolety: 


The Minutes of the General Council Mectings held at Adyar on 
December 22, 24, 31, and January 8 last are just ta hand. 

Rute 44 was amended as follows on the recommendation of the Jegal 
committee. "In the event of the cancellation of any Charter tinder 
Tule 36 or the withdrawal from the Theosophical Society of any Nation! 
Society or Lodge thereof, its constituent Charter granted by ihe Presl- 
dent shall, ipse facto, lupse and become forfeitei, and all property, real 
or personal, including Charters, Diplomas, Seal, Records ant other papers, 
pertaining to the Society, belonging to or in the custudy of such National 
Society or Lodge (except when the law of the country where the National 
Society or Lodge is situated profilbite meh vesting, tn which conse the 
property shall vest as hereinafter provided) shall be delivered up to 
ine Prestdeut or his nominee in its behulf; and such National Soctety 
ur Lodge shall not be entilled to continue to use the Name, Motto, or 
Seal of the Society. Provided, nevertheless, that the President shall be 
empowered to revive and transfer the suld Charter of the National 
Society or Lodge whose Charter has so lapsed and became forfeited to 
such other Lodges and fellows or other nominee or nominees of his as 
in his judgment shall seem best for the interesis of the Soelety. In 
case where the law of the country where the Lodge or National sociely 
whose Charter has lapsed as aforesaid, prohibits such vesting in the 
Society, the property of the Lodge sliall vest in the National Soctety 
und the property of the National Soolety in a local Trustee nominated 
by the President for this purpose, For the purpose of effectuating any 
transfer of property which the Sorlety may become entitled to under 
this rule, it shall be lawful for the President to appoint an agent or 
nominee fur the purpose of executing any necessary document or far 
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iiking ayy steps necessary effectually tu trainster ihe said properiy of 
the Society.” 

Rule 36 of the incorporation of April 3, 1905, reads. “All Chartere of 
Natonal Societies or Ledets amil all Diplomas of membership derive 
iheir anthoriiy from the President. acting ns Exeentite Ofjcer of the 
Geueral Council of tue Sociely, aud may be cancelled hy the same 
authority.” 

Nulled down, what does this menn? J means that thè President of 
the Theosophical Sociely—at the present time Mrs. Annile Resant—is 
empowered lo cancel the charter of any Lodge or National Section, no 
matter how lurze and how wealthy, and entirely at her own optlon and 
without vither ringing charges or affording a hearing iu ils defense, and 
tual thereupon ali the property uf the Ladge or Section, reai estate, 
Luikdiog, libraries and whatever else, shall be laken possession of or 
seized by the President in behalf vf the Theosophical Society, or handed 
uver to sone other Lodge or Section. 

Is tt possible that any person can be so obtuse as nut to see what 
this Impiles? It mesus confiscation, pure and simple. of everything which 
ile lodge members have purchased or contributed for the purposes 
of Che lodge, Not oily Joes It apply to property which may be acovired 
iw future, but it is retrusctive-—it covers al! that the lodges have accumu- 
lated in the past with the understanding that It is theirs and that they 
shall enjoy the benefit thereof, Any lodge or national section which 
does not endorse Mre. Pesaut'’s policies and follies may be literally 
robbet of all it possesses aud see it handed over Lo Strangers who have 
been subservient to her. 

The attempt to prohibit such bodies whose chariers have been cam 
celled from continuing to use the motto of the Society — There ia no 
Heligion higher than Truth’—is puerile: This was the motto of the 
Maharajabs of Renares fang before the Theosophical Society came Into 
existence. does not belong to il alone, and is too broad and comprehensive 
in its nature to admit of ils being monopolized as s trademark. 

Thera can be no qiioation that the General Council, which with but 
few excepltiona consiste of the touls of Mrs, Besant, tout this achon 
with her knowledge aud ennsant and at Wer instigation. There is noth- 
ime in the constitution of the T. S. which says that the property held 
by the lodges belongs to the General Society, and without deubt the 
logges hive atanired such property with tho understanding that it be 
langs to them as such, In faet, the new rule admits as muuch, for It 
says ". all property, real or personal . . . belonging to or in 
the custody of sueh National Sociely or Ladge . . .” 

[ lave no dobt that many theosophical lodges are so under the 
latluence of Mrs. Besant that they think she can do no wrong, Let then 
consider how she treated the great Sydney Lodge. First she cancelled 
jts charter (see T'hkeosophist, July 1923, page 365) without either an ex 
planation or the oppurtunity of a hearing, and then she caused the Gen- 
eral Secretary of the Australian Section to demand the surrender of its 
splendid properly, estiniated to be worth $330,000. And this simply be 
rause she had a personal grudge against some of its members. A ful) 
account of this disgraceful episode will be found in the Carrie of Jami- 
ary 28th, 1925. 

Theosophical judges everywhere should take note of this outrageous 
and disreputable uction of the General Councll, and before they are 
minleted of their passessions they shauld take steps to prevent it, either 
by Incorporation under the laws of the state, or by tramsferring their 
property to some separate bolding organization beyond the clutches of 
Adyar, lest what happened to fhe Sydney Lodge may be iheir fate alsa 
at whatever time It pleases Mrs. Besant to administer a rebuke, or to 
raise funds fer her own purposes. History presents examples enough 
of the confiscation of property by tyrants and their conferring It npon 
their favorites, but in these days we Jook on such persons as criminals 
running loose, Is there any difference in the present instance? 
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Those who know the early history of Mrs. Besant, nud her strugyles 
in behalf of the oppressed, Wer fight against the exploitation of the wider 
dog by the rich and powerful, can only be astuunded al the depths of 
moral degradation to whith she has descended under the influences to 
which she has exposed herself, And il is this woman whe is sliortly 
to visit us and te proviaim the near coming wf aà new Messiah! If the 
Messiah is to be an exponent af n polley whicli any man of the world 
wold pYdneunce dishonorable in every sense, the further the public 
Stays away from her and her Krishnoait the better.

Wwe dt the Lord Tulking? Mr. Keishnamurt!, speaking at the Adyar 
loto feast, Decowber 2810, cuechided his speech with abunt forty words 
which, It is mow claimed, were nol bis own, but the mer af the Lord 
Maitreya speniting through his lips. Mra Deant in a ante to the prets 
{Madras Weedly Mell, Jantary 2lat; The Thioropkist, February, page 
RGG) says: “That the Wortd-Teacher spoke through the then speaker 1 
believe” In her presilentixl address (The Throvaphiat, June, page 267) 
ale proceeds from belief to positive assertion; “That event at Adyar look 
place on December 28th, 1925, when Krishnajl was speaking, and the 
Wuri Teacher came, and spoke in the first person thraugh his lips, 
when many saw the change in appearance, ‘saw the Clirist rough him’ 
as unn wrote nie, lust slight of him and saw oniy the Christ. ue suw but a 
radiant mist. and so on, Here we lave myth in the making. Uf “many 
saw Ilie change in appeatance,” why was it nol reported at fret? The 
original speech, as reported in The Herald of the Star for February (pace 
$1), gives the exact words and offers no proof that another being was 
spenking. It conclutes thus: “He comes only to those who want, who 
‘lesire, who long, and T come for those wha want sympathy, who want 
happiness, who are longing to be released, who are longing to und bappl- 
ness in all things | come to reform and not ta tear down, | come not Lo 
destroy, but to bulld.” There is nothing very remarkable in that: it is 
quite in line with Krishnaji's twaddle about happiness being the gréat- 
est thing in the world, Bul in later versions it has been distorted tu 
read (hus: “He conies only to thuse who want, who desire, who long. 
ase. I COME PU THOSE Wo WANT SYMPATHY, WHO WANT 
HAPPINESS, WHO ANE LONGING TO BE RELEASED, WHO ARE 
LONGING TO FIND FIAPPINESS IN ALL TITINGS. I COME TO 
REFORM AND NOT TO TEAR DOWN, 1 COME NOT TO DESTROY BUT 
TO BUILD” That puts quite another aspect on it. By a simple typo- 
graphical trick aud the omission of “and” it is made to appeer as if 
nnother person were spenking. Mrs. Besant ars “There wae a slight 
start, and a Voice of penetrating sweetness rang out trough his ls 
guile what was to be expected of Krishnaji himself if we accept the 
testimony of his lady devotees. Rut not everybody was as much Im 
pressed, A correspondent writes: I have the advantnar of having seen 
yesterday a member of the T. 5. who was present at the meeting under 
the banyun tree On the platform with Krishnaji were Leadbeater and 
Mrs. Besant. My friend said that the speech he gave was the most 
foolish weak affair, He was embarrassed and nervous as If he did not 
know what he was saying. and when he was about to sit dawn he mum- 
bled out a few words beginning with ‘| come,” but the words were so 
halting that they had absolutely no effeet and they were evidently spoken 
to order. My friend says that after the meeting he spoke to a number of 
persons including a general secretary and they were all disappoipted and 
some diszusted, T heard also yesterday from a member in goud standing 
a repetition of Lhe rumor that Krishnaji himself does not believe ln the 
genuineness of his mission, and that be sald to en Indian informant, “I 
eannot let the old lady down, T must see it through.” Evidently the 
“Voice” did not impress every hearer alike, and created the impression 
of a prearranged plan which was pot well aeled out.

SAINT ELIZARETIPS | HOSPITAL UNDER PIRE AGAIN 

It is not necessarily disereditable to 2 yorblic institution La 
be investigated, In fact, all such institutions, whether they 
be government departments, schools, hospitals, asylums, m= 
formatories, prisens, or what not, should have an pecasional 
averhauling in order to determine whether they are being 
conducted in the most economical and efficient manner. 
Eternal vigilance is the price of goad inanagenent, and Lhis 
vigilance must of necessily originate with the party mest 
interested in efficiency, namely, the publie or its represent 
tives in Congress or the respective lepislatures. 

During the past three years Congress has devoted an 
unusual amount of time to such investigations, and the re- 
sults are well known and justify the time expended, even if 
a considerable portion of the press has been disposed to 
protest against what it has called n needless waste of Lime 
which should have been devoled to constructive leyrishilion. 
This tendency to obstruct the right of the people in inquire 
into the management of its business reuched a climax when 
the President protested to the Senate against a proposed 
investigation of the Internal Revenue Bureau, implying: that 
it is the function of Congress to make bows and of the exeen- 
tive departments to apply them, and that investigation is an 
impertinent interference. This, of course, amounted to say- 
ing that the people, as represented by Congress, was suing 
ton far when it demanded to know if its business was hemg 
properly and honestly conducted. 

Frequently the Jaw provides for periadicat inspections of 
publie institutions by supposedly disinterested persons, but 
just as the officials of these institutions often beenne ne- 
glectful and perform their duties in an indifferent and per 
functory manner, so do these investigating beards fall into 
a routine, often merely visiting at a lime anneaneed in 
advance, and being shown only what it is desired that they 
should see, In recent times various seandals have arisen in 
connection with penal institulions, ond sundry abuses have 
come to light which had eseaped the eves of the rerularly 
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constituted mans of inspectors, which consist sometimes of 
politicians in league with a corrupt tmanagement, sometimes 
of benevolent and wellaneaning gentlemen and ladies who 
haven't the first iden of what inspection implies and regard 
it us a mere formal enlechiso of the warden, followed by a 
inner. 

Even when it has become evident thal something was 
rollen, awl the publie demands for investigation could no 
longer be vesisled, the work of investigation hus been placed 
in the hamds of the very budy which, through ils delingnen- 
cies, hak boon responsible for the abuses; ns if any body of 
vidinary people could be expected to bring in a report rellect- 
my upou Lhemselyes, In other cases the investigation has 
been placed in the hands of people who, though profession- 
ally competent, we by the very nature of things biased in 
favor of the management rather than of the unfortunates 
who are manuged, There is always a class feeling among 
people of like occupation which will lead them to stand Lou- 
gether and resent any imputations of inconipetency or erook- 
edness; iloctors will stand by doctors, lawyers by lawyers, 

ardens by wardens. The bias is not of necessity deliber- 
ate; it resulls from a peculiarily of human nature which it 
is difficult to avoid uniess a little of the spirit of hostility is 
infused. ‘This received an excellent demonstration here in 
Washiugton recenuly while a cerlain Commissioner uf the 
District of Columbia (happily now an “ex-") was being in- 
vestigated by several Congressional conunittees with regard 
to his wonderful faculty of getting his talons, as a guardian, 
on wifortunate inmates of Saint Wlizabeth’s Mospital for the 
Insane, and extracting cash from them. At the very time 
that the most damaging vevelulions as to his practices were 
being made before the committees and the populace was 
cry iug for his official hemil, the gentleman received a rousing 
ovettion at a large dinner of representative business men. This 
was simply a manifestation of such class bias as I have men- 
dioned, and indicates how uncertain must be the result of 
causing an official ta be investigated by men of his own type. 

I Nave several limes spoken of Lhe reported conditions in 
this Saint Wlizabeth’s Asylum, a matter whieh should be of 
wide interest, not only because this is the National Insane 
Asylum, bul because it should be a spur to looking for sim- 
ilar conditions elsewhere, 

A thurough invesligution of Saint Elizabeth's is on the 
progmeu of the coming session of Congress. Meanwhile 
otlier investigations ure in progress. The Controller Gen- 
orals olliee, that bureau which has the duty of checking up 
the expenditures of public hinds appropriated for specifie pur- 
poses, has an elaborate investigation under way relating 
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primarily to the financial management of the Hospital, but 
which it is understood is not strictly limited to this. Such 
an investigation docs not seem to have been undertaken [or 
years, and would appear to be ealled for when it has transpired 
that during the past ten years the coal bill has amonnled to 
over seven and a half tons of coal per inmate per season, 
enough to heat a fair sized house in this climate. 

Then, too, the Veterans’ Bureau is looking into the nues- 
tion of the treatment of mentally incompetent war veterans, 
much information about which has come onl in connection 
with the guardianship abuses above allnded to, 

Finally the Seerotary of the Interior, Dr. Work, under 
whose jurisdiction Saint Elizabeth's Hospital falls, is under- 
taking an “investigation” on his own nechunt, which, it is 
rumored, will be of the whitewashing variety above referred 
to. Dr. Work was at one time the owner of the Wooderolt 
Sanitarium for Nervous and Mental Diseases in Colorado, I 
understand, and is also a friend of St. Elizabeth's snperin- 
tendent, Dr. William A. White. Secretary Work has appoint- 
ed a commission of experts to examine and report on the 
management of the asylum, One of these is an alienist whe 
heads the Massachusetts hoard which has charge of the state 
insave asylums, and under whose regime the infamous state 
of affairs existing in the Westborough Asylum deserilicd in 
the Critic was allowed to continue unchecked, The others are 
heads of various institutions for the insane, as well as pro- 
fessional friends of Dr. White, whose administration it is 
proposed to investigate“. ‘(hese facts alone indicate how 
little is to be expected, and point rather to a generous appli- 
cation of whitewash in all eases where anything vepreliensi- 
ble has been shown or suspected. As Superintendent White 
stated to the press: All the members of the Work committee 
are so familiar with hospital procedure and practice that 
they can visit any section or ward of the hospital and within 
a few moments ascertain whether or not it is being vpernterl 
properly, 

Quite true, they can ascertain whether it is leing prop 
erly operated at the particular hour the Superintendent con- 
ducts them through it; but not how it was condueted yes- 
terday or will he conducted tomorrow. It will not indicate 
whether altendants are conrleous or lhrulai to patients; 
whether persons are being sent to the asyhim without due 
process of law, ave being held without the same, whether 
they are prevented from seeing their friends and are repre- 
sented as dangerous maniacs while they are either harniless 
or perfectly sane; whether the institution is being used by 
influential persons for gelling rid of annoying persons, for 
example, such as try to collect their just debts; whether 
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funds amt misappropriated; whether one or more of the hos- 
pital medical stall are out un bail after being arrested for 
driving au antumeble theough the streets while «drunk; 
Whether the superintendent is holding on lo patients in order 
tu give his peesymt frivmls protracted time Coy pielcing their 
pockets; whether he is disgrucing his profession by selling 
voVermment time and his own coascience to anybody who 
cat, pay the requisite foc. These and many other possibili- 
tics which have been proved in sume cases aud more than 
hinted at in others will not be revealed to the expert guests.

Lut il is not St. Elizabelh’s nlone which is wrong, Some- 
thing is wrong wilh methods, legal or illegal, when people in 
the District of Columbia are run mlo confinement without 
petmission Of the court, are held mdefmitely, and ave rear- 
rested and thrown hack into the asylum atter final discharge 
by the court, In some eases there is distinet indication of 
persecution. Below | give a brief statement of the case of 
Patrick J. Crowe by way of illustration. It should be the 
function of the coming Congressional investigation not ouly 
lo wet at the root of these cases (See Tisdale case, Crivie for 
August) and others, to find the motives for such persecution 
and to devise methods not only by which it can be prevented 
in future, but by which persons attempting it shall be pun- 
ished.

The Crowe Case 

Sergeant Patrick J. Crowe, 2 veteran of twenty years fallhful servicer 
in the United States Army, honeraby retired in 1918, was, iu 1621. 
seized and thrown into Saint Elizabeth’s Tospital for Ue Insano in Wast- 
ington, I.. C., without legal process of any kind, and there detatne, 

On Angst Sih, 1926, Mr. Crewe was ordercd dincharied from Saint 
Elizabeth's by the local court un a writ of Rubens carpus on the erounit 
that his detention was unlawfal, Crnecdiately Men his release he was 
seized within the Court Mouse of the District of Colwantia, dolsined by a 
policeman and thrown into Gallluger Hospital, from whieh he war kater 
taken back to Saint Elirabeths. I say “thrown into” Niese Inst bitters 
because his internment was involuntary and fercibie 

Another writ of habeas corpus was then oblained for hix relewee Prom 
Saint Elizabeth's on the ground that the arrest was erat in that the 
Superintendent of Polien bad failed ta notify Crowe's relatives ov Arten 
of his arrest us expressly required by law, that he was privileged from 
arrest or Other process while in attendance at court, aml that he was 
also privileged from arrest in a jurisdiction wherein be bat been belg 
by force and under duress, 

That he was so privileged was established hy arguments on the ease 
on September 2d. 1926, where it was shown that the grownds set forth in 
the petition for habras corpns were sustained by alt authorities extant on 
the subject. 

The court took the case under further advisement and continual it 
to September 10th, when Crowe was brought ate court for final disposi- 
tion of the matter. ‘The Court asked the United States Atturney it he 
had anything further in the way of argument to offer, and belng an- 
swered in the negative, the Court ordered Crowe discharged wuler Lhe 
writ of habens corpns, to which judgment of the United States Attorney 
excepted and gave notice of appeal. 

Thus the judgment of the Court became final and by Crowe's iis- 
charge wus éxecuted, anil he and Nis counsel and friends left the conrt 
room. 

All of the proceedings brows in Crowe's behalt had been ferniluated 
in his favor. Mis Initial commitment to Salat Mizabeth’s was sljmkged 
legal: the subsequent arrest and second Commitment were likewise 
adjudged to be unlawful, He was a free man by order of the court, 
yet notwithstanding this the officials of Salut Elizabeth's refused to re- 
Vinguish possession of his personal property, Ineladiug Wis clothing and 
some two hundred dollars, until fereed to do an, aml caused arlictes to 
te published in the press stating thal he was a dangerous tonatic 
eseaping from a court guard. 

Further. atter Crowe, being discharged by the court and being a free 
wan, had left the Disirick of Coluwidda, warrants were cancel to be 
swarn oul tar his arrest at the Inétication of the losers ty his case. 
Also, while ihe habeas corpus action was pening undelermined, the Dis 
trict Commissioners instituted a luvmey ease ngainst him, therchy dis- 
regarding the Supreme Courts position in the questia For this lungen 
triat he wia not permitied to arrange for counsel aod legal defense 
The entry was made ul thre: days in allyanee and Ceonwe tles 
only the day before that he was to be hrougbt to trial the nest mrorpine. 
which mide it practiontly bupassitile for hint to secre defense ar wii 
esses, his action, however, was annulled by the dest In the 
habeas corpus action, which clenred Crowe. 

The Crewe case is tel an isolated one in Connection with the Salnt

IE cunviot-made shoes should he worn only hy 
inmates Of panal institutions and Tyuatice asylums, and conviotamade 
deths uset only by government clerks, so should the nse uf the conyict- 
Hutte reed bo restricted to these individunts. 

The Mershall Silman Mevewent, The Marshall Stillman Movement, 
in New York, is an association which aime to regenerate criminals of the 
most hardened types. It gets in louch with these, in which it is assisted 
by converts who are in touch with the underworld, Some renarkuble 
stories are told of its success, One of ita most active workers is a man 
formerly knuwn ag “Red Fagin.” Thirty years old, he had spent nmel 
of his life in rolornjutories and privone, being released from one mily tn 
hive occasion for coulinement in suvther, Finally bo established a sort 
of school for crijie In which he tnd at least twenty4ive boy pupilla wham 
lo trained as expert thieves, they hringims their ot to bim whieh be 
disposed of to their muinal profit, When approached by a member of 
tho Marshall Stillman Movement wilh the offer to help him tu go straight 
he fairly jumped at the chance, and is tuw making good as one of the 
most geltve workers, and has set right most of the boys he was formerly 
lowing astray. Red banin siy» (hat ahnost every criminal over twonty- 
oua years oli dislikes a Ute of erime and would far rather Jive an honest 
lite if given a fair ohawice to de s This, tom, is the experience of Mr. 
Alphens Geer, (he liad of the Movement. Naturally the Marsimi) stiil- 
wan pemple ace of the practical nort; iiey dew't humi wut religlon and 
pod advice to men who are making their living by crime and expoct 
thom to we straight on the strength of them, Au Wenest substitute lias 
lu be provided, and that the Movement aime to do, and has already secured 
the cooperation of some large business concerns. One cin hardly doubt 
that many criminals are such because of some mental defect or twist, or 
sone instability which leads them to yield to the opportunity of going 
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wrong, Put there are many others who are men of strong character 
whose envtruntment has heen unfavorable, but who are quite capable amil 
and willing fo be set right ft somebwly will take the trouble to interest 
themselves in doing it. There ts a tendency at tines on the part of some 
to make heres of criminals. The tenson for this is that such crimfmals 
show brains, perseverance, courage, aml $ certian sort ef loyalty to thelr 
fellows, ait in themselves virtues, aml IL is the virtue, not the crime, 
whith tx admired, Noboly ever makes a here of the low, wean eriminat 
While ithe may be expected of the latter type, iL is procisely thse of 
the furmer suri thal oer the best "erferial tur the Marshall Siitlman 
Movement to work on.

Ib is yuile trae Mat tie Krish- 
ammrtian journals wee Ged with gush of the raukest descriptiun, mostly 
Written hy emotional ween, but this weits absolutely nothing unusual, 
Personally E haven't the jeast doubt thal le is, like many tether, a 
very lovable fellow, Hul that's tar from proving him anything escep: 
tonal. 

And hals all there is le it at present, He is just n clean. moder 
ately intelligent hut educated aud refined young leow, without the least 
indieulion of Superduielipence, fond of sports, loving good clothes, some- 
(hing af a anystic, aud apparently shy and lacking in scilconfidence, 
Aus he is in a mist dilfientt position. He was selected und has deen

What then is the basis of ail this commotion abont him? 

Simply (is: Mrs. Besant and Mr. Leadbeater, partly through means 
of which any genuine Adept would be ashamed, have gained u large 
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tullowing among theasephisis; what thew say foes without question 
among thelr disciples, aud it is they wha have boneted Mr. Krishna- 
weurti, Mrs. Deraut teil caltelved the Idea of the near coming of a 
World Teacher who was tu be the reinearnation of Christ. This Idea 
was fest publicly mmnounced in a leeture at Madras, December 31st, 
1908, and ber in a courso of lectures delivered by her In Muy, June 
und July, 1909, offerwards published muler the Uio of The Changing 
World. It seems to have sprouted in her brain aboutthat time and 
(Oem not appear soouer as far as T ean ascertain, being conspicuously 
absent earlier in 1808 If we cau judge from her esoteric publication, The 
Link, for May. 1908. 

The Mtie Krishnamurti, then twelve years old, came with his 
father une brother to reside at Adyar, the father being employed in a 
clerical capacity while the two boys attended school outside. It was not 
uni June, 1909, that Krishna aliracted the attentian of Leadbeater, 
who look « great faney to him and whe later, in pursuance of his plana, 
concocted the serles of articles on (he “Lives of Alcyone,” purporting te 
give a detailed history of Krishinngi's lest forty-eight incarnatinns, in the 
working out of which he had the assistance dt 4 person who afterwards 
declared that his part of the work, at least, was just fiction, These “Lives” 
were later published in book form, the book earrying within itsel? the 
evidence of ils fraudulent character (see Untric, July 25th. 1925), Mean- 
while Mra, Besant bad persuaded tie father lo make ber the guardian of 
the two hoys (March, 1909), 

While much was made of the young Krishnamurti It wos not until 
the convention of December 1911 that Mrs. Besant definitely announced 
her belief that he was to be the “vehicle” of the Coming Christ. Ter 
vwn words of that time ure on record (Address to lbe E. S. Section. 
December 29th, 1911): 

Those of you that were present can haye in the future no doubt as 
to the body which is chosen by the Flierarchy for the using of the Lord. 
You know . - the mighty influence was felt and the Bodhisattva 
overshidowed His fultire Body and made all feel His influence through It 


Clearly, then, the theory of a Coming Christ rame fret, and appar- 
ently, in order ta make a more dircet appeal to the group of disciples 
she hud gathered about her in the Order of the Star in the Bast, Krish- 
naji was discovered and elaborated by Leadbeater; he was selected as the 
one chosen by the Lord as his future vehicle, as the puppéel te be pet 
forward us a tangible reality on whieh to pin their fan ju the New 
Messiah speenlatioga. There cam be little question that Mrs. Besant her 
elf Was actually convineed of his mission at that time, and it seeme 
nal probable that Leadbeater made use of her faith ta order to bind 
her more closely to bimself and to subject her will to his. 

To the present timo there is no evidence other than the assertions 
of Mra. Resant and Mr. Leadbeater. It is claimed, it is true, that the 
Lord has actually spoken through his mouth. ut the one case pub 
lished is clearly a delusion (Caird, September, 1926). the words uttered 
by the “Lord” being ullerly commonplace, while as for others, they do 
pel seem to have been worth publisitiug at all, unless in the inner circles 
of the fnituful. At most they represent @ quite common psychological 
phenomenon. In short, there has not been the slightest evidence such ax 
wold convince an intelligent aud not previously commitied person that 
tie Lord either has spoken or intends to speuk trough him. He cer- 
tainly neglected lu tube advantage of the splendid opportunity aXorded 
aL Chicago aud wholly [guored his wehicle.“ 

The proof that au egg is sound is that it oltimately hatches, and If 
it retuses lo haich when given every opportunity, it will be thrown aside.. 
Mrs. Besant has been sitting on this particular egg for fifteen years, 
always proclaiming and doubtless belleving, that it would latch a Mes- 

_ Silah. Wo may make allowances—we know to a few hours the incubation 
perind of an egg. hut Messiah eggs are not common enough for us to have 
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determined this period—Lat there's a limit, Ta The Link, August, 1931, 
she faxed the time of hatching as ten to fifteen years later The aarimum 
time is already up, and yo Lord as vel. Will it happen? I meysell per- 
sonelly knew young hoy who had been declured by a group of supposed 
Mahatmas in Tibet to be the Coming Christ or Buddh Simtun, The evi- 
Jence was just as slrong—Masters had visibly appeared to eminently 
respectahle persons here in Washington aw ao declared, The bay hataheil, 
it is true, byt not inia a Christ: he hatched Into a wire stringer for an 
tlectric supply concern, at least un hanast urcupatton. 

Some day, hen IL appears that Mr. Jtag Krishnamorti is not 
gulng to be anything in purtiewlar, when die vewspupers ho langer notice 
hint and his disillusioned rooters liave grown tired of promises and 
have refused to contribute further to his living in idleness anil luxury, ne 
too may have to betAke himself 16 some sort of work; the nate of haying 
once been à Mesalah-To-Bo would hardly be a tists for theasophieal ten- 
turing. ‘The situation is an enmbnriaalne ene The oval, Jiddu anil 
Mrs. Besant, ure hupelessly tled together; they can't lot go avèn it Ley 
would. Mrs, Besant, in asserting most positively thal he is ta he the 
vehicle of the Coming Christ, has based it um tar more than mere opiti- 
fon; she claims to have the detinite statement of the sail Christ hini- 
self, who by the way, now has a first-rate hody somewhere iu the Him- 
layas (see Leadbeater, Tie Musters mid the Path, pages 36-87) but seems 
tinwiling to bring it down among the public, Further she has given us 
ihe choice between regarding her as the appointed agent of the Great 
Ones, or as “A Jlar and blasphemer” (The Tacoseph lat, March, 1922, pago 
496, quoted in Carrio for September). No matter what a dunve Krisi- 
haji makes of himself, no matter how trivial the purported comminnich- 
tions, how ifdistinguishable from common mediamislic phenomena, she 
cannot admit that she was mistaken, for to de so would be to call all 
her other «tains for the last Rfteen years In question. It would be a 
terrible admission aud she is scarcely the one to make Jt. Aud as for 
hiim—his living depends ow sticking to it and playing the part assigned 
to him, 

Now imagina that Mrs. Nesant, instead of sticking to n forlorn hope,

To Whom Jt May Concern 

As far as his tune permits the lagitar of the Crime will be pleased 

to ald correspondents in getting an insight Into the actual conditions in 

the Theosophical Society, nnd into matters which should be known by its 

members, bnt which are earefilly concealed by those officials and others 

who find il to their interest to da so. We do not deal in rumors and 

gossip, but have the facts and the documents. It is suggested that a sub- 

_ scription to the Currie, 50 cents u year, will also be very helpful in this 
regard, 
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London T. S. Convention and the “World Teacher” 

it e stated in a wireless despatch to the New York Simes dated 
June ith that the London convention of the Theosophen Socfely in 
England aceepted Krishnamurti as the world teacher by a vote of 600 
to Z, and that Mrs. Besant threatened to resign ihe presidency if the 
Society would nol allow her the same liberty of thanght thal tt foes 
to every other member, 

Neither of these statements ia true, according to the report of the 
convention received from Mr. William Loftus Maru. The Ineta are 
these. Mr, Hare submitted the following resolution: 

“That In view of the public declarations made hy the President as 
to the coming of a Wurld Teacher iu the velicle of Mr. Krishnamurti, 
this Convention of the Theosephical Society in Wingland respectfully sub- 
mits that the specific propaganda of a World Teacher does pol come 
within the senpe of the Society's Three Objects, and declines tu give its 
support to the President's efforts to force upon the Soclaty a new World 
Tvligion and a now alleged World Teacher. Further this Conyentlon 
requests the President to make clear in her proposed Public Lectures 
the foet that she is not speaking in the name of and with the approval 
of the Theosophical Society in England,” 

A member moved an amendment or substitute “weleooming all new 
expressions of religious truth from whatever source, and after Mrs. 
Besant had stated that while Mr. Hare was right in suppusthg that the 
Kriennamurtt propaganda did not come within the scope of the Three 
Objecta she claimed the liberty of disseminating ber views and said 
she would resign if Mr. Hare's resolution was adopted. This settled the 
matter In the minds of those present and the substitute was adopted 
by a vote of 600 to 3. z 

That is quite a different matter from accepting Mr. Krishnamurti, 
or even the idea of a world teacher for that matter, The resolution 
adopted, “welcoming all new expressions of religiers truth trom what- 
ever source’, is in itself quite appropriate for a society whose motto 
iz “There ig no Religion higher than Truth,“ ond whose Second Object 
js “To encourage the study of comparative religion, plilosephy and 
science." The question is, how ia religions truth to be distinguished from 
religious epeenlation? Who is to determine in advance whether the 
Views which any speaker proposos to present are to be designated as 
“truth,” or whether they are just the personal ileusa of the speaker? Is 
li tọ be left to the program comimiitee or to a committee of experts on 
truth? In fact, the resolution meuns litle or nothing except that any- 
body wha tan get the floor with what porports to be “a new expression 
ot religious trith” shall be welcomed.

When the ease was called Killersiriim’s Jawyer tried to get 
a posiponemënt On the plea that hie client was PL but cani not produce 
any amine tò that effect, Meanwhile Truth pad snipornaed the Crawn 
Solicitor, who appeared in court with all the documents in the famous 
Leadbeater police investigation, ready to lay them open befare the court 
and the public. ‘That was too much for Kallerstrim’s lawyer, who 
promptly withdrew the sult, leaving Köllerström and his allies saddled 
with the entire costs, said to amount tu 700 ponnds or $3,400. This, 
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dont Jess. Will have to be carried by the failbful, together with the debt 
of 320.010 un the eee Morven Garden School, and anolber of $20,000 
uu the Lord's Avipliineater at Balmoral Beach. In addition the Stiel, 
whieh has Ohly TA men kes. hès bean saddled by Mrs. Besant wilh 
George K. Arundale as Gonernl Secretary, who is starting x campaign to 
“Uirosophixe Australia,’ which will have to be paid for.

mere. a regular theusophical Pooh-Bah. lle talks more, writes more, 
wakes mure arhlreases, bas more plans, and now, on top ef all he deliver 
ately proposes lo “Lheosophize Australia” The Section membership ts to 
be doubled in one year, clrewlars and pamplilets are to be printed by mib 
lows, tracts ave tu de Jeft in every street oar, taxi and toilet room, direc- 
tories are to be tapped for names, all reform societies, from dress refurm 
and antl-vivisectjon to those dealing with serious political ssues, are 
to be asked to furnish thelr membership sts, lectures are tu be bread- 
casted, ald if every Australian is not turned into a thessopliist within 
ihe nesi few years, it won't be George's fault. And tuts enthusisem 
is catching. The lodges ore preparing to take up all sorts nf social service 
wurk, there will be ontertaintnents, plays, picnics, aba what mot, All this 
ig very interesting, pruvided the enthusiasm lasts, which I doubt. George 
is tearing about like an engine run wild, shouting to everybody to get 
unsy and dn something, nu matter what, only do it, and is generating 
steam so fast that 1 expect to see him explore. 

But as tur his conception of Theosophy, it consists of Liberal Catholl- 
cism, Star in the Must-ism and worship of Annie Uesant. His idea seems 
to be to gel together us many people of whatever kind. and feed them un 
whatever they like, calling it “Theosophy.” tere is what he says In lis 
Sonvenir Pamphlet of the Convention: 

“Let us take it to them. Let us d out of our way te tabe it in them, 
Let ws lay ourselves out, exert ourselyes, inconvenience ourselves to take 
it to them. Tet us lose no opportunity of taking It te ikem. Let us give 
them the Theosophy they pred, for each member has his own particular 
brand of Theesephy within the al-embrecing circte of Brotherhood. . . , 
here is purple Theosophy, blue Theosophy, yellow Theossphy, green 
‘Vheosophy, red, or 1 would rather say rose, Theosophy, orange Theosophy, 
\ivlet, Theasophy—all within white Theosophy, the Divine Wisdom itself. 
I like one colour. You like another. Which colour will suit our pro. 
spective member? J suggest that you study the various particular types 
ot wisdom which these colours typify; you will probably find many new 
Vheouuphies unfolding before you, and will be able, much more than 
iioretotere, to become all things, al] Theosophies, to all men.” 

Pure guf, 1 shuuld say. las George forgotten what Mrs. Besant 
ence wrote? “None of us has any right to put forward his own views 

_as “Theosophy” in conflict with hers III. P. L.'s], for all that we know of 
Theosophy comes from her.”

And when he gets an Idea he deean't Jual talk 
nbout jt—he gets to work and tries to make U effective, t think Mr, 
Arundale is In many ways a curse to the Uheosupliien! mavement, but T 
am with Lim in bis fundamental idea of making Theosophy something 
practical, ‘Theosopliists will never suva the world by meeting once a 
week and studying some (hevsopliteal book, however useful this may be to 
themselves. However prefitable it may be to Patanjalize onesself, it can 
never take the place of the injunction of H. P, R. “Re Theosoplists, 
work for Theosophy!’

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NEW REVELATIONS IN THE SACCO-VANZETTI CASE 


Everybody has heard of Sacco and Vanzetti, two Ualians 
who were sentenced to death in Massachusetts in 1921 on 
the charge of being concerned in some murders at Sonth 
Iiraintree, and wha bave been held in prison ever since, prad- 
ing the outcome of various appeals. Saeco and Vanzetti were 
radicals, and it was generally suspected that For this reason 
it was desired te put them ta death, whether they committed 
the murders or not. Persons of their nationalily anil political 
belief, as well as many wha were neither, came to their as- 
sistance with funds, and it has been stated that nearly $250,- 
000 has been raised and expended in their defense. Finally, 
on the ground of newly discovered evidence in their faver a 
hearing for a new trial was begun September 3th hefore 
Judge Thayer, the original trial judge. Part of this new evi- 
dence consists in the confession of one Celestinn Madeiros te 
the effect that he and his associates committed the murders 
and that Saceo and Vanzetti had nothing to do with them. 

In the meantime, however, William G. Thompson, coun- 
sel for Sacco and Vanzetti, has sueceeded in unearthing cer- 
tain evidence implicating the United States Department of 
Justice in the case, and has foreed the Department inte a 
posilion which demands Lhe serious consideration of every 
lover of justice and decent government. 

Briefly stated, Mr. Thompson sueceeded in securing: alii- 
davits from two former local agents of the Federal Depart- 
ment of Justice connected with its Boston office, Lawrence 
Letherman and Fred J. Weyand. These affidavits have heen 
published in full in The New Republic of Seplember 29th, Lu- 
gether with the affidavit of Mr. Thompson and his correspan- 
dence with the Department of Justice, a pertinent extract 
from his argument before the court for a new trial, the reply 
of the District Attorney and Mr. Thompson's rejoinder 
thereto. 

Let it be remembered that the murders with which Sacco 
and Vanzetti were charged were solely the affair of the State 
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of Massachusetts in whieh Lhe Pederal Department of Justice 
Was im no wise concerned. Whoever committed them they 
were committed for the purpose of, or in the course of a 
robbery cl had no polities! significance whatever. Why 
then should the Department of Justice concern itself with 
Ihe? At most it was concerned in learning whether the 
defendants were dangerous radicals and as such liable tu de- 
polation as undesirable aliens. 

‘The fist deponent, Mr. Letherinan, has been in the gov- 
ernmenl service for thirty-six years in various capacitics, und 
towards the end of his time held a responsible position as 
un agenk in the Boston office of Lhe Department of Justice, 
Ule has had an honorable exreer and at the Lime of the Sacco- 
Vanzetti trial was connected with their investigation, He de- 
poses Lhal the Department of Justice carried on secret in- 
vestigations of Sacco and Vanzetti by meaus of spies, who 
wert placed in the jail next to Sacco, with the hape of secur- 
ing ineriminating evidence fron) him; that the Department 
placed spies in the Sacea-Vanzelli Defense Committee, and 
tiat it hud agents assigned to attend Che trial, carried on cor- 
respomdence with the Distriet Attorney and prepared full 
repurts, copies of which were forwarded to Washington and 
also retained in the files of the Boston oflice. The spies as- 
suwel tu the Defense Conupillee suceceded in gaining ils 
2 and were employed by it in one capacity or un- 
viher. 

According to Mr. Letherman the object of the Department 
of Justice was lo get evidence enough against Sacco and 
Vanzetti to deport them, but it did not succeed in getting 
the kind and amount of evidence necessary for this purpose. 
lt was the opinion of Lhe Department agents in Boston thal 
a conviction of Saeco and Vanzetti for murder would be one 
Way of wetting vid of them. Iturther, it was the general opin- 
im Of these Department awents thal Sacco and Vanzetti, al- 
though agitators aml anarchists, were innocent of the mur- 
ders attributed to them, these murders being clearly the work 
of professionals. Mr. Letherman was in charge of these mat. 
ters us Department agent, and he says that the letters and 
documents ot file in the Boston ollie would throw much light 
an the question of the puill of these two men. 

Mr. Thompson further submitted an affidavit of Fred J. 
Weyand, who was also a Federal agent working under Mr. 
Lethernman at the time of the trial, Ile is even nove explicit 
as to the use of spies, the attempt being even proposed to 
vain the confidence of Sacvo’s wife, in order to find some- 
thing awunst him. It further appears that one of these spies, 
ciuployed as a collector by the Defense Committee, boasted 
that he had been in the habit of appropriating for his own 


use as much of the money colleeted ns he thought lit. Mr, 
Weyand eoncludes his deposition with the following words: 

But 1 am also thoroughly convinced, aud always have been, anid T 
believe that is and always hasbeen the opinion uf snel Boston uzents og 
the Department of Justice as Lad any Know seite on the Kuh, tent 
thesé nen bad nothing whatever tu de with Ihe Seuth Dealneree enges 4, 
und that their conviction wis the result of cooperation hetaween Her 
Boston ages of the Depactment of Justice uu ihe Testet Aturnay, 
iL was the general opinion of ihe Bosteun agents of ihe epa ent of 
Justice having knowledge of the affair that the Seuth Brapatree rriten 
wes committed ty a gang of professional bichwaynien, 

Quite apart then from the testimony as to the dirty mih- 
ods used by our National Departiwwent of Justice fer seui- 
ing information, which went so fay as to employ a (hiel as 
collection agent fur the Sacco-Vanzetti Defense Committee 
and permitting him to rob it ad Ai without interference, 
we have the evidence that the Department cooperated in 
seenring the death sentence for twn mem whem its agents re 
garded as innocent, and that it has a mass of material un file 
which might contribute tawards establishing that innocence, 
One would think that a Department, of “Justica” would Ies 
glad to permit this to be used in their defense. ul what 
do we find? 


Armed with Mr. Wevand's allidavit Attorney Thoimpsen 
wrote to John G. Sargent, Attarney General of the Uniled 
States, presenting the case and asking permission Lo inter 
view William J. West of the Roston ollice of the Deparlinent 
of Justice and get him to give whatever information he pos- 
sessed on the subject, int lucting inspection of the files of dne- 
uments relating lo Lhe Sacco-Vanzetli trial. 

Lo this appeal to the Attorney General he reecived na 
reply, but about ten days later was called up by the agent in 
charge of the Hoston oflice, who finally told hüm that he had 
had instructions not to comply with his request

the Great White Brotherhooi, such as Mr, Leadbeater claints to be, be 
comes “prurient” When repeated by an ordinary mortal! Oonstdering 
thelr lofly source wne might think that the wider publicity given Liem 
the better, Further, the writer dnes uut hariiate to retaliate by making 
ihe very same charge of priiriency that hes been brought against Lead- 
beater.

Has Mr. Leadbeater ever told any one that? If so, his admonition 
has been astoundingly fille, Nobody has hail more personal adver- 
tising than he.

That should be clear enough. She says she never reconimended 
Judge's expulsion, But let us quote from ler pamphlet The Case Ayniast 
Wy. Judge, published in 1895, page 88:

Whercos, he evaded the jurisdiction of the Judicial Committes of 
July, 1894, refused a Jury of Honour, and haus since given no 
full and satisfactory explanation to the Society in answer 
lo the charges brought against him; 

Resolved: that thie Convention of the Furopean Section of the 
Thensophical Society unites with the Indian and Anstrata 
sian Sections in demanding his expulsion from the Bocicty, 
anid requests the l’resident-Founder to immediately take at- 
Sm to carry out the demand of these three Sections of the 
T. 8.

All the italics are mine. I quote the above, not wiih the idea of 
entering the Judge controversy, nor of questioning Mrs. Besant's sincer- 
ity, but to show that eyen the memory of an Arhat is not always to be 
depended upon, and that Mrs. Besant’s numerous assertions about past 
events, for instance that H. P, Blavatsky appointed her as her “Suc- 
cessor," that she authorized her to revise The Seeret Doctrine and that 
she gave her permission to break her pledge of secrecy by publishing cer» 
tain esoteric papers in the socalled third volume of The Secret Doctrine, 
need to be backed up by substantial evidence before they can be accepted, 
The Judge affair upset the T. 8. for a considerable period, and Mrs, 
Besant played an extremely conspicuons and prominent part in IL That 
she hed in 1907 so completely forgotten her atttitude In 1896 aa to deny 
It in toto almost makes one almost suspect that her loss of memory was 
pathological, 

And ft ts also Interesting to note that In 1923 she had completely 
forgotten What she said in 1907, for in June, 1923, she expelled T, H. 
Mariyn, who had served her faithfully for many years, and eleven of his 
aesoclates in the Sydney Lodge, without making formal charges or even 
granting them tlie courtesy of a hearing,

Theosuphiont Halding Trusis: A curious development is going on in 
the T. S. which has a bearing on, and would seem to be in conflict with, 
ihe recent rule adopted by the General Council. T. S., empowering the 
president, after canceling the charter of any section or ln4ge to confiscate 
its property (Cnet, September, 1926). The Australian Section Theo- 
aoplical Trust, Limited, hus just beeu tucorporated, George S. Arundale, 
of course, baing its Sheretary, Its firat object, as stated in The Australian 
Yhevsophist tor Joly, page 31, is “Ve acquire and hald any rend or personal 
uronerty the subject of any devise, bequest or donatlun lo and fur the 
Company or the Austratian Section of the Thensophical Society, or for any 
Ina, Centre or Centres pf the Section.” A further object is to assist 
lodges in providing headquarters, libraries and other conveniences, The 
recently founded “English Theosophical Trust, Linuteg“ is proposing, 
in addition to acting as trustee for lodges, tu loan them funds necessary 
far purchasing headquarters; not less than twenty per cent ta be paid in 
hy the members of the lodge, witile “a further sum, to a maximum amount. 
shall be raised on mortgage through a building society or other agency, 
avd the balance shall be advanced ia the Lodge by Lie E. T. T. Ltd, tn 
tye event of the Lodge ceasing to function or seceding from the Society, 
or the cuncellation of its Charter, ur dissolution or other like event, the 
property shall be vested absolutely in the E. T. T., Lid.“ Whether a 
lodge which has been so Unfortunate as ta incur the wrath of Adyar and 
to have iis charter canceled will be satisfied to see the money which it 
raised simply swiped in this fashion is its own affair—if does not have 
to play the part of fy to the spider, But what interests me more is what 
the Theosophical Trust will do when the President, acting under the hew 
eile, comes around and demands the surrender of the property to him 
or her as the case may be. Besides, the Board of Directors of the 
Mngllsh Theosophical Trust, Limited, are to be members of the Executive 
Catumittee of the Nutianal Society, anti it becomes a question whether 
Uey might use a threat of cancellation of the charter and confiscation 
of the property as a means of bringing recalcitrant lodges to order. The 
General behavior of British Section officers of late, their attempts to sup- 
press free discussion, their throwing out old library employes who wouhi 
not kiss the hein of Mrs. Besant's garment, and their putting the World 
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Religion over on the Seetion and refusing the membership a vote, those 
do nut speak well for Agyarhred honor, and L suggest to Brifish indges 
that there are plenty of trust companies who might act as their agents 
and trustees without making the risk of eonfiseation a requirement.

EXIT BIDDLE 

The notorious and Lyrannical Warden W. L Biddle has 
become a thing of the past as far as Leavenwerth Venilen- 
tiary is concerned. This means that he was given the oppor- 
tunity of resigning: and that he availed himself of it, (o the 
advantage of the prison, and probably lo his own, While the 
exact reasons have not heen made public as far as J am in- 
formed, the Kansas City Post of Oetohe 11th gives some inter- 
esting information which carries a sufficiont venson. 

A certain Mr. X, whose name I withheld, but who is 
known to some of my readers and who is highty respected hy 
all decent persons who are acquainted with him, and who is p 
champion of the oppressed and abused persons confined in 
prisons and insane asylums, was sentenced to Leavenworth 
Penilentiary on a charge of using the mails to defraud. J 
know nothing of the nature of the charge, but the tnet that 
X made persistent efforts to clear himself affords & presump- 
tion of his innocence of intentional puilt, at least. Ile was 
a model prisoner, and was at first on friendly terms with the 
new warden, Biddle. THs efforts in his own behalf, however, 
caused antagonism and finally when the time arrived when 
he might have been paroled, this was curtly refused by the 
acting members of the parole beard, Biddle and the prison 
physician Yohe, who even refused to listen to his plea. 

X is a man who has a remarkably keen sense for facts 
and figures and is fairly familiar with costs and methods of 
steam and electric power produciion, and shortly after being 
denied parole he chanced to find himself in a position to learn 
of certain matters connected with the financial administra- 
tion of the prison which were decidedly surprising. These 
facts X, in conjunetion will another prisoner who was em- 
ployed in the office, managed to work up into a report which 
was surreptitiously sent ta the Department of Justice and to 
President Harding, who, however, died a few days later, 

For example, it appeared in Biddle's annual report for 
1922 that 572.788 had been expended for coal. X showed 
that all the boilers in the institution, if worked to the fulest 
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pacity ail the Line, whieh they were not by any means, 
Would have comstiiied luk a small fraction of the cox) claimed 
to have heen povehased. $11,383 would lave covered all the 
legitimate uses of coal in the institution and annexes for 
the period under cousideration. Further, Biddle had charged 
$8,000 worth of coat, wood, gasoline and ojl Lo the brickyard, 
while in fact during this period not a brick was made, not a 
wheel moved, nol a fire made in the brickyard. 


The water bill of the prison anounted to $14,307, whieh 
would have supplied each prisoner with 360 gallons a day, 
Muough money was charged to egys to give each inmate 235 
uggs a yeur, Whereas eggs were seldom served, not more than 
a dozen eggs to each man per annum. Biddle reported a lock 
of 4,055 chickens, which produced $,007 dozen eggs, less than 
9 eyes per chicken, while on the farm at McNeil Island Pen- 
ilentiary exch chicken averaged 54 eggs. To make up for 
this bad behavior of his chickens Biddle hud to buy 39,720 
dozen eggs; but uobody ever saw these eggs, unless they 
were consuined by Liddle’s guests. The prisoners were egw- 
less. After charging $13,000 to boiler repairs the entire boiler 
plant was scrapped and a new one installed at a cost of 
S2. b. 

‘his analysis of his report and its subinission to the De- 
partinent of Justice and to President Harding naturally came 
tö the knowledge of Biddle, and X's troubles then began. He 
aud his collaborator on the report, one Dowell, were seized, 
(ran into dungeons and starved for three days, and then 
segregated in a colony of drug addicts and held incommuni- 
cado aml later placed in an isolation ward, Immediately 
upon his arrival in this place, says X, he was assaulted from 
eli by a prison stugger, knocked senseless and sustained 
nine woutids on the head and a broken rib. This was fol- 
jawed by other assaults while he was still kept in isolation 
until finally, through the inlluence of outside friends, he was 
transferred to the hospital, where he was still kept isolated, 
retused Writing material and prevented from speaking to 
any one. This tasted eight months. Finally, on recommen- 
dation of the notorious Dr. Yohe he was sent to Saint iza- 
beltis Hospital for the insane in Washington, D. C., this 
ing a well-known method of disposing of prisoners who 
Khon lvo much about the inside workings of the prison and 
Whe have the wil and audacity Lo make trouble for the oficials. 
In this way, besides getting rid of them, it is aimed to dis- 
credit their statements on the ground of supposed insanity, 
As has often been pointed out in the Currie, this is a favorite 
Helhod in government departments of getting rid of persons 
who know too much. 

X remained in Saint Elizabeth's asylun for a protracted 
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period, confined in the portion allotted to the criminal insune, 
where he had abundant opportunities for learning still more 
of government methods, but he finally succeeded in freeing 
himself through a writ of habeas corpus. Since that time he 
has busied himself in trying to get the Leavenworth matter 
before the Departinent of Justice and ultimately succeeded in 
interesting Mrs. Mabel W. Willebrandt, an assistant Allorney 
General in charge of prison affairs. The outcome has been 
the “resignation” of Biddle, the “relief” of Dr. Yohe, and the 
manifestation of a desire to better the management of the 
prison, 

This is not the place to speak further of the activities of 
X in behalf of those unjustly confined in prisons and espe- 
cially in Saint Elizabeth’s Hospital. The interesting paint 
is that he has finally succeeded in dislodging the powerfully 
entrenched Biddle, whose arbitrary and brutal management 
has become known to those having to do with inmates of 
Leavenworth, Quite apart from the question of Biddle’s hav- 
ing falsified or doctored his accounts, he was known to he 
irrational in his treatment of prisoners. In the Cernir of 
November 18th, 1925, I printed a tetter from Biddle, in which 
he refused to allow certain prisoners to have educational 
books on the ground that they had bad records. ‘This fact 
alone shows him te he a man who has no conception whatever 
of ihe proper way of treating prisoners. It was hecause of 
the publication of this letter in the Cute that inmates were 
refused perinission Lo communicate with the Lesci or to re- 
ceive letters from it. 

In September, 1924, while in Saint Blizabeth’s Ilaspital, X 
again attempted to get the Leavenworth matters before the 
Departinent of Justice, this time adilressing his communi- 
eation to Harlan F. Stone, then Attorney General. Reesiving 
no reply, he wrote again in December and in reply received 
a letter from William J. Donovan, acknowledging receipt of 
his communication, but saying: 

“You ave further advised Urat the department knows of 
no action which it conld take with respect Lo the several mal- 
ters mentioned hy yau.” 

That is our Department of Justice all over. It is uble to 
hire bullies to heat up suspected persons as it did in its so- 
called investigations of radicals; it is able to employ spies and 
provocative agents, to collect evidence in the case of Sacco 
and Vanzetti which it refuses to allow to be used in saving 
these men from the electric chair, hut it “knows of no ac- 
tion which it could take“ to confirm: or disprove the gravest 
charges of brutality and of malfeasance, accompanied by sta- 
tistical evidence, brought. aguinst the warden of one of its 
largest penitentiaries, for the humane, honest and economical 
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administration ok which it is responsible to the nation, Its 
chiof olliciad ignores Lhem aned one of his chief assistants puts 
upat plea of jnipolenee. 

Forlunately X is not a sensationalist, but au extremely 
sine aid clearheaded man, and Assislimt Attorney General 
Mrs, Willebrandt, even if she moves slowly, has some sense 
of responsibility. he result has been that Biddle and Yohe 
hive moved on to other fields of activity, and, let us hope, the 
ininales of Leavenworth will have the chance of ealing as 
maty eyes as are charged to them. 

This should wot be enough. While it is not insinuated that 
Biddle profited persoually, the doctoring of accounts has be- 
cole a publie scandal—witness the impossible coal bill of 
Saint Ulizubeth’s Hospital Ollicials guilty of doing this 
should not be let off by resigning their jobs, for there is some 
cvneeated motive which should be discovered and proper pun- 
ishiienl iniposed,

Penal Notes 


Weiring Trist Dy Jury, One of the causes to which the prevatenee of 
crime Is attributed is the slowness of senring convietion or scqultial as 
the case may be. The courts are overworked and cases which slumild br 
disposed of in a few days are put off for months, with consequent chances 
of final failure. These delays are largely attributatte to the inordinate 
time consumed by a single trial, and much of the blame for this is laid 
upon the jury system. very accused person lias the right to chailenge 
a juror and there is consequently a delay of hours or even days in getting 
a jury empaneled. Then the Jury often disacrevs and a new trial with » 
new jury must be held. All of this lime could be saved by permitting the 
Judge to make the final decision Nimsaf. ‘The U. 8. Constiintion guar 
antecs to every person under a criminal charge the right te trial by Jury, 
hut doce not niake It compulsary. in most states the accused can watre 
this right and elect to be tried by the judge. It ts sald that in Maltimore 
In 1924 more than nine tenths of the criminal cases were trie by the 
Judge alone, resulling in a men speedier conclusion. In New York 
state, however, the accused cannot walve his right ia be tried before a 
jury, and an effort is being made te render thiis possthle, with n view of 
speeding wp trials, 

A Curious Priel, This October a murder trial was being held tn 
Baltinare of an Italian who is being held in Italy under a charge of 
committing two murders in Raltimore There is no trealy belween the 
Unitel States and Italy for the extradilion of alleged criminals, and the 
Italian government has refiaed to surrenter him, bet has arranges 
through the Italian consol to allow bim to be tried in efeentin. Apari 
from the question of the propriety of wasting timo on a crimiual wlio is 
not In this country and is hardly likely to return under the ctretum- 
slancea, It may be gravely questioned whether such a trial is in accor. 
ance with the United States Constitation (Amendment vi}, which pre 
vides: "in all criminal prosecutions the accused shall enjay the right 

. to be confrontel hy (he wilnesses newinst him“ This ls clearly 
net baing observed in the present instance.

Mrs. Besant's American Tour 

If t can Judge from the abundant press notices and Jndividowl reports 
whieh hate been sent to me fron the various cities where Mre. UWesant has 
luctured, the results of her tur huve been scarcely up to (he expectations 
of thore who regan her as the agent uf the Uiernrchy and the Jahn the 
Unptist te a new Messish. The press reports have been respectul, but 
brief. Only iu Vancouver was lutte marked opposiGon, proceeding [rom 
members of Lwo theosophical lodges uot ln syinpathy will her views, One 
of these even advertised in Lhe papers thut it “does not endorse Mes, Le 
sunt's claim in regurd to the world teacher,” 

The attendance at ler lectures was not renorkably great. There were 
in sume vases falrly good audiences, bul ne crowded houses or overflow 
meetings. In Cincinnati she addressed aboul 400 ia a large hall, and so 
omply was the house that the gallery was inviled down ta ocoupy tue un- 
soll reserved seals. Jn Toronto she lectured to about 250 in a hall recom- 
modating 3.800. In Washington the leadiag paper gave her a notice of 
fifteen lines only. Much offense was given to the saints in Rochester by 
the wunden cancellation of her tecture enpagement there. On the whole 
strikingly tile interesi was shown in the Mast on her return us compared 
with ber arrival, 

This is naloral enough. AL the very start it was clear [rom the 
Humerus press stilements and interviews that interest centered about 
Mr. Kyrishuamurt! as proclaimed vehicle ef the Coming Christ. and not 
aroud Mrs. Besant. What, then, wis lo be expected when it was announced 
that the otiginal program une been changed, Wiat he would not appear In 
public and that Mes, Besant wenld do the touting for Lim? There are 
plenty of secoud-adventisis of nue suri or another who are only too glad ta 
have you benr (hem talk for nothing; why then, pay two dollars to listen 
to a new one, sum which might have born fertheeming for a glimpse of 
tho Mowsiah bimself? As for Mes. Besani s lechire on India, few Ameri- 
Chis cire enaiigh for her views ta piy tor Clem. 
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Why the original plan of placing Jiddnji ow the platform was auser 
doned Is somewhat ef a mystery. Riemers of Dis ent bye heen ctr- 
eulnting for some Lime, hut aul, in Washington wis an offfeial notice af hie 
iltness published ln ihe papers First we were tld Quit be feed le gò 
tò Ojai to write and “meditate” in preparation for Mis eroupancy hy the

Miness is always a convenient exense, bul It seems quite ran, 
however, that the real reason dor hls pan-appenraner is Hal it has eco 
evident tat he wonld do Mrs. nesunt's ange nu good if be alfenipteit to 
talk in publie She was faced ly a dilemma, Hither sire hat to pul him 
forward at the risk of his making u sorry spectacle: of himmell, or he had 
to be sent off at ihe hazard at cutting dawn the gate rereipts. Exons 
werte made that after all he was as yel pot the Morsiab, PAE only Ihe tery, 
shirt, pants and necktie whieh the Lord would wear when he got rently te 
talk, and the evidence that thin would sceny was vary feeble anil tiisistal 
of two points: the one, that the Lond did actually speak atem furty woes 
through his month at Adyar; the aber that the Clrlet himsalt bad toht 
ber sv, 


Meanwhile Krishnaji has not left us in donbt us to what he thinks of 
himself, ff his words ure sincere. In a letter witten 10 aud published in

After her death, 
and at Mr, Judge's suggestion, supported by what purported to he a 
diesen frani Aeppli who was the Inner Head of the E. S. T., Mrs, Besant 
cansented to divide the E. S. T. inta two Divisions, Eastern and Western 
the furmior lo comprise India und Hurope, the latter to consist of America. 
‘Chere were to be two joint Heads, Mrs. Besant for the Eastern Division 
and Mr, Judge for the Westen 

That is what Mr. Jinarajadasa calle history.“ He says that Mr 
Jidge was “appointed by H. F. B. her agent for America to distribute 
doomments."” Thal would make him oul a sort of clerk. Here is what 
i P. Th achuaily wrote: 

As Head of the Esoteric Section of the Theosophical Society, I hereby 
declive thal Wiliam &. Judge, of New York, U. S., iu virtue of his char- 
acter as u chela of thirteen years’ standluc, and of the trust and conii- 
dence reposed in hint, is my only representative for sald Section in Amer- 
iva, and he is the sole channel through snom Will be sent and received 
ali conununicaiions between the members of sald Section and myself, and 
to him full faith, confidence and credit in that regard are to be given. 
Done at London this fonrteenth day of December, 1888, and in the four- 
teenth year of the Theusophieal Society.

two fetiers above quoted, appninted Mrs. Besani and Mr. Judge as joint 
Heads of the E. S. T. Nota word is (here abut the two divisions, ur 
about Mrs. Besant'’s “consenting” t anything, ang, in foct, tor tree years 
ull Important documents were jolntly signed, only the routine work belie 
so divided. Further, as distineily stated In a decument signed hy Mra. 
Besant and others, and dated August, 1923, the “purported message” from 
a Master—"Jiige's plan ts right’—had nothing whatever tn do with the 
arrangements made, not having been discovered Lill afferwards, and the 
velled insinuation that this message was one of Mr. Judge's “forgeries” 
does not harmonize with her own statement that she tuund it on a slip 
of paper among the letters she bud brought to tie meeting In fart, Mr. 
Jinarajadasa’s atulement as quoted is Lwothinds pure fiction, 

Why Mr. Jinarajadaga should have introduced a chapter om oecult 
chemlst(ty Is not obvioia, unless I be Lo menting bis own nume in eni- 
neotion therewilli, ‘The male) of the henzene mioleculé (page 175) as seen 
clairveyantiy is preposterous. Any well-informed student of organic

REFORMING LUNACY PROCISEDINGS IN 
MASSACHUSETTS 

Nothing is more impressive to those who have occasion to 
look into the administration of public institiitinns than the 
contradictions which exist between the official reports and 
these which come froin other sources, frequently from those 
who have been so unfortunate as to have been confined iu 
them. You may look in vain among the publisher records of 
the Department of Justice for any mention of Lhe recent 
scandals at Leavenworth Penitentiary, and it require! the 
self-sacrificing efforts of an intelligent and persevering iu- 
mate to bring them to light. Saint Elizabeth's Hospital far 
the Insane has received a liberal coat of whitewash from a 
commission of specialists selected by the Cabinet officer re- 
sponsible for the management of the institutia, none of 
whom saw anything out of the way which could not be teme- 
died by more liberal appropriations hy Congress and bhy a few 
modifications of judicial procedure, notwithstanding Lhe sean- 
dals which have been revealed concerning the virtual robhery 
of inmates and the commitment and indefinite detention of 
sane persons without due process of law. Head any ofticial 
report and you will find little reference to abuses excopt us a 
plea for larger appropriations. 

This is natural enough. ‘The officials, be they sunerinten- 
dents, heads of boards or commissions, or what not, are re- 
sponsible in large measure for the gond conduct of the insti- 
tutions, They want to justify themselves. To point out 
ubuses, unless they can be remedied by more mioney, in which 
case the vesponsibility is cast npon the legislatures, would he 
to incriminate themselves; it would be n confession of incoin- 
petence, indifference or worse. Who is going tu risk his repu- 
tation and his job by so doing? Read the reports of prison 
investigations made by regularly constituted state hoards at 
the direction of the governor when the scandals have Leenne 
public. They are invariably whitewash, 

A recent U. S. Census Bureau report on the subject of in- 
sanity refers to the high character of the New England insane 
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Mees as ath explanation of the large number of persons con- 
inel in them. ‘They are so excellent that people are glad to 
send thei relatives to thau for treatments That is why a 
largor percentage of the population of Massachusetts is in 
Wacken (han in other States, Clearly the census ahead who 
copied the report got his information and presumably the 
exphontion, from “oflicial sources,” wanvely the state insanity 
hoard, the head of which seams totally ignorant of the scan- 
dalous rumors regarding Lhe institutions under his charge. 


Thi Mussachusells uny person can be committed to an asy- 
lun without recourse upon the recommendation of any two 
medical doctors, no matter what their training, experience or 
character, there being only a formal approval by a judge who 
in all probability knows none of the parties concerned. It is 
a literal fact that any one who is unserupulous enough to 
have # velalive or a ward declared insane for the purpose of 
getting control of his property em hire two unscrupulous 
medieval men horse doetors are not included, though they 
night as well be, as far as their knowledge of insanity is con- 
cerned—to sign a commitment, and that such person can be 
rushed off bo an asylum without the slightest opportunity for 
defense. The Crncre has in the past published several such 
cases in some detail, In one of these, a lady of wealth was 
connuilted to an asylum at the behest of unserupulous per- 
sons, and would doubtless be there till this day Rad not an 
enterprising attorney interested himself in her behalf and 
finully secured her release. This lady, now at liberty, has 
Deen unable to secure a cent of the large property belonging 
to her and is liviny in poverty, while the sharks who had her 
committed ure profiting thereby. Not only this, but the at- 
torney who secured her release was himself run into an asy- 
lum by the combination of lawyers and asyluin doctors whose 
rusenlily he had exposed and was there for over two years, 
where he as leust profited by discovering conditions hardly 
to be paralleled this side of hell—this in one of Massachusetts’ 
model insane asylums, 

These are not merely charges made by a few vindictive or 
unbalanced persons. They ave so well known that nass meet- 
ings have been held in Boston from time to time to protest, 
hut without result, thanks to the prevailing corruption in 
Massachusetts pulities. At the present time u movement is on 
foot to secure legislation remedyinyr these evils. This is be- 
inw led by the Order of Patriot Dames, and other patriotic 
organizations among which are mentioned the Guardians of 
Liberty, Knights of Malta, Junior Order of American Me- 
chanics, the Loyal Order of Orangemen, the American Min- 
ule men and others, with the cooperation of various church so- 
cieties. Quoting from the Fellowship Forum of November 20th: 


It has been discovered that for many years there has bern un inter- 
locking system composed of utipringipled and shyster allurneys, corrupt 
politiciins and wascrupulous aud characteriess melival duetes 


These men, cnopersting, have looted und stolen the property of woll- 
todo clllaens and have defrauded the tiehlfal eles of therm estates, 
driving them, in many instances, Into saffering awil poverty. When some 
of these defrauded hetys have had the courige Lo ratet geainsl (hese 
outrages, hold, tNigh-handed conspirators, nu better than brigands ane 
buccaneers, have Mud them rafiroaded into lusane uslums to languish 
unfriended lo the end of their ihiserahle days. 


The administration of some of these Massachtsel(s insane asylums ty 
declared to be unspeakuble und a disgrace to any state whieh wauki permit 
and tolerate such a comllliog of affairs. Ovrercrowdiig ayy) lack of mec- 
commodutionsa for the inmates ut some of these Institutions ja dechoeerd 
to be something appalling and absolutely indeserihuble .- - 

To which may be added that the gentleman at the head of 
this asylum system for several years and who is, therefore, 
largely responsible for it, was one of the experts culled upon 
to pass upon the merits—or demerits—of Saint Elizabeth’s 
Hospital. 

Following is the hill which will be presented to the next 
legislature by the Order of Patriot Dames and its associates: 

No person shall be confined in any jnsti(ntion within the Comman- 
wealth without reasonable notice, oppertuntly to appent and defend amt 
enforce lils rights, and) the right of a proper trial hy jury except tem- 
porary detention of not more than three days, In ease Of one being vio 
lent, when lt may be necessary to canna such person for publie safety. 

Assuming such a bill to become a law ane can hut surmise 
how effective it would be in the face of the corrupt forces 
opposed to it which are profiting by Lhe loose methods now 
in vogue. Juries are supposed to be impartial ut least, even 
if they are not qualified to decide upon questionalide cases of 
insanity. In such cases they must rely upon expert testi- 
mony, and there is at present no law in Massachnsetts acen- 
rately defining the qualifications of a mental expert. Any 
doctor can claim to be an alienist if he has an orflinary med- 
ical diploma, while the judge would have to rely upon the 
endorsement of persons whose training he is equally incom- 
petent to pass upon. To ensure the satisfactory working of 
a measure such as is proposed, it should be supplemented br 
stringent regulations as to the character of the experts upon 
whom the jury must depend in arriving at a verdiet. When 
doctors can be hired to testify on one side or the other before 
they have seen the patient, expert testimony becomes a farce 
and is commonly regarded as such. On the other hund there 
is equally no guarantee as to the abilily, training and char- 
acter of alienists permanently attached to the court, no se- 
curity that they may not be under the corrupt inflnences now 
existing in Massachusetts.

Penal Notes 


New Federal Prison Superintendent, Alberi Holmes Conner, of Rosse, 
Attorney General of Idaho, uns been appointed Superintemtent of Prisons 
in the U. 8. Department of Justice, to sureend Luther C. White, derenaed, 
What ke knows of prisons is nat stated, nor ure reasons published for the 
appointment. 

Baumes Taw. MNecently Mew York state, under the Influence of the 
prevalling crime wave bysteria, enacted n very drastic law whieh requires 
exorbitant sentences, extending even to life terms, for persens who have 
previously been iu prison. The idea back of this Baumes law, it would 
seem, Is to punish a second offender over again for the first offense as 
well as for the second, and a hid offender two or three Limes over agalu 
tor the first and secon? offenses as wel! us for the offense under consid- 
eration. No account is taken of the fact that rst, second or third of- 
fenses are not of necessity anything of the sort. A first effemter in the 
eyes of the law is simply u person who has been caught the Arat time, 
though he may have been followtng crime for years, while a thini offender 
may have committed bul three crimes and have been enught cich thine. 
The question as tò whether tho offemter is an aceidental offender or a 
confirmed criminal receives limt seant consideration, Disirlet Attornor 
Banton, of New York, who dan hardly be acensed of undue sympathy 
wiih the criminal, describes the Raumes law as “the oOulgrowth of a 
certain amount of hysteria,” and charges || wlth not allowing sefficient 
discretion to the trial judge, who rightly should take sll cireumstances 
Into consideration In loipesim: sentepce, and skouhl be permitled consid- 
erable latitude in the matter. Already several New York tunptstentes 
have raised n protest against being forced tò impose penalties which 
they know to be unfair. 


For Majority Jury Rule. New York State Senator Caleb II. Thiumes, 
chairman of the Crime Commission and Anthor of the famous “Mammes 
Law”, recently told the Association af rand Jurors of New York County 
that his commission is seriously considering «a proposal to permit jury 
verdicts (in all but mnriler cases) in which # majority of the Jurors are 
agreed, On this plan seven jurors may senil a man to prison olthough the 
othor five are convineed thal he is moont “This is on the theory,” 
Senator Raumes told the grand jurors. that In every twelve men there 
is at least one damned tool.“ In this I agree with Mr. Haumes, wiih the 
addition that the theory applies as wel) tn crime commissions añ to juries, 
and that by chance the chairman may be that ene. Lave we reached the 
point wliere a person may be recklessly slapped into prism} beranse bis 
offense is nol a capital one“ Has nat the man zacensed of stealing u 
dollar just as yonch right to Justice us he who is accuse af murder? is 
it not likely that it will be (hat one “damnal fool” whe will have the de 
ciding vote? And is not the present requirement that the vate of Hie 
Jory must be unanimous based opon the very fact that the evidence 
nimst be so stroug that even a “damned fool” cownet help being convinced 
hy Ut? 

Wholesale Henging. A Chicaga jury reren canset the death penalty 
tu be tmposed upon six convicts whe allemple) fo gel away from the 
state prison al Statesville, during which a deputy warden was Stabbed 
to death. It was not shown which of the men did the stabbing, aud the 
corpse iid not carry enough wounds te go around. The idea seems te 
hare been that they were a tot of seoundrels anyway and might aa well 
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be hangit, cover tive sune crgement whieh is current in the case of 
Maero ane Vanzetii, Itestdes, it was argacd that four of the men were 
servings Fite sentences and the oly wiy ta higpose forther ponishment 
was te bang them, By hanging the whole lot the gullty parties, not over 
two, would be sure to sutlar, while as fur the others, well, it matters Mule.

Flowers from a Neo-Theosophical Garden—IX 
(Cortinnedt from December Carr) 

Mr. Jinurajadasa’s chapter on The Secret Doctrine in his Golden Rook 
Of the Theosophical Sorrety (page 110) affords an excellent example of 
what he is passing olf on his readers as “history”. 

Io tells us (page 110): 

Finally Uie volumes were published in 1888 The “Theosophical Pub- 
lishing Sar tet“ was organised by Countess Waebtmeister and Bertram 
Keightlcy, te publish the wark. 

Hud Mr. Jinarajadasa referred to the (ite page of the original edition 
ho would have seen that it was published by “The Theosophical Pub- 
lishing Company, Lhnited’ “The Theosopliical Publishing Society” was 
a later affair, und it was this latter which published the “third and Re- 
visel Edition.” This is u small matter, but It is typical of the eureless- 
ness with which Mr. Jluarajudasa has collected hin “facts,” 

Mr. Jinarajadasa then continues: 

A curmus charge hun been wade of lite that the subsequent edittons 
of the Seevet Doctrine buvo been muliluted by the owners of the capy- 
right, 

As applied to the secund elilion the charge would certainly be eu- 
rions”, had it ever been maila, this edition having been issued under the 
dircelien ef If. P. B. and being a verbatim reprint of the first edition, 
from the same type. Further, the charges have been made agalnst Annie 
Besant and G. R. S. Mead alune. Who were the actual “ownors of the 
copyright” is not publicly stated. The original edition expressly states 
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that if was copyrighted by H, P, Riavatsky. Uf it was avwned by Mrs 
Desunt aud Mr. Mend ut the ute of revision, it would be interesting tn 
Know how they came into posession ef it, 

Further, the charge of mutflailon has not originated lately. James MM. 
Pryse, Who was associated for four sears with the revisers and who was 
the printer in charge of printing the revision, as early əs 1897 contrib 
nied to the September tene of Theosophy (continuation of Fhe Puth). 
page $14, a seathing denunctation of the edifortal work of Mrs. Resunt 
und My, Memi, in which he wenka of (hen as “persons wha hare nat 
hexltated to muillate her literary work under the bald pretense of oor- 
2 ‘errors of form“ ‘This article was reprivted in the December 
“RITE, 

Mr. Jinarajadasa then proceeds: 

The facts ave that H. P. B alwars recognized that her Bnglish phras 
ing was often defective, and that a person with a greater cowmand of 
Engliai wontd express her thought better, She was always prateful for 
any emendations or mvlificatians suggested ty ter. . . When the 
Keceret Doctrine wus pubdlishel, she realismi that there were many emen 
dations necessary in a subsequent edition, But abe did nut live long 
enough to supervise the revised second edition, She however left in 
structions with her disciples that, wilt the Issue of another edition. Whey 
ehould do everything within thelr jutement to make her writings clearer, 
After her death this request of hers was curried ont, end Wlerary defects 
were removed. 

Not one word of evidence has ever been brought forward to prove 
that she made such a request. aud even the elains thal she did is appar- 
ently of very recent origin and frst appears in e statement by Annie Me 
sant in Vhe TAcosophis? for March, 1922 (page 524)—thirty-one years 
afier! Even Mr. Pryse in 1897, in the activle above referred to. makes 
no mention of tt. On the contrary, it Is belied by the revisers themselves, 
who say, in the preface to the revised edition: 

lad II. P. B. lived to issue the new edition she would doubliess 
have corrected and enlarged it to a very considerable extent 

One may be sure that had she actually given such authority it would 
have been so stated at the time, aud the very werding shows that the 
responsibility was assumed by Mrs Desant and Mr, Mead on the baasis 
ol what they imagined she nouhl dexbiless have deme. Further, in an 
article entitled “My Books”, written only eleven days before her death 
and published in Lucifer fur May, 1891 (and reprinted as Adyar Pamph- 
fet No, 77, and in The Thessophioal Movement, pages 291-2) IE P. B. 
su ys: 

. « . Eyen for The Gemet Doetrine there are haut half u dozen 
theosophists who have helped ime to arrange (he matter, correct the kun. 
perfect Mrglish, and prepire WW for print 

Even here, only eleven days before her death, there is no suggestion 
of its needing further revision, mo authorization for any one in do sa. 
Yet after the half dozen thensuphists, inclnding the two Keichtleys, one 
of whom was an “A. M,” had united in correcting her Bnglish, Nesant 
and Moad found some 30,000 opportunities of changing it. and what n 
meas they made of it, what silly changes and what mistakes, It woutd 
take à volume to catalog, 

On page 113 Mr. Jinarajadasa allempts in a naive way to get tran 
the question of the disappearance of the third and fourth velimes an- 
nounced hy H P. B, fn the preface to the original edition in these words, 

Shauld the present vulumes mert with a favorable reception, no effort 
will be spared to carry oui the scheme of ine wurk in its entirely. The 
third volume is entirely ready; the fourth almeast a0. 

Mr. Jinarajadasa does not wish te accuse H. I’. N. of lying. su be in- 
vents the following Ingenjous story, Ile says (page 113); 
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She wis puder Lie dagpresston thal (he maleria! she hat wluwly cul-

Mr. Bensusan and the Pryse Letters 


Mr, Mensusan, editor of The Theusuphicd! Review (London), one of 
(he urgans of the Hritish Section, Theosophical Society, states in his No- 
vember issue What “IL is no part of tbe Phomsopiist’s business to play 
the role of accuser’, ung that the aim of the Review “is frankly tù 
offer readers an muste of Lrangnility should (he Soctety pass for the time 
through the desert of controversy.” 

Jt seas, however, thut Mr, Belisusah us fesérved u small patch of 
sand in his “oasis” juto whieh theosophical ostriches like blmvelf can 
thrust (heir beads when anything disturping or alarming heaves into 
view. How faithfully le adheres to his ideal of not “playing the rote of 
Recuser” is shown by bis immediately following his pacific editorial by 2 
letter of James M. Pryse-—not addressed to the Review, but specially sè- 
lected by him from another publication, ant whieh he editorially endorses 
As “uf interest and iniportance’—in which Mr. Pryse calls those who huve 
criticized the BesautMead revision of Th: Secret Doctrine “malicious,” 
“Wimidacions,” “semitheosepliats’” and “pseudetheosophists.” These ure 
Strong tertus and “rendseious’ is the exucl synonym of “lying.” 

Mr. Dunsusan, luowever, Was curtly teelined to allow those whom he 
Permits to be siandered in nis journal to be beard in thelr own defonse 
hy refusiug lu print in rebuttal another letter of Mr. Pryse (see Decenii- 
her Cum) in which the latter takes evactly the saine standpoint re- 
Gardin the revision of The Seerct Doctrine as do those to whom he has 
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sppled his imalndurens epithets. In short, he violates his own ciple 
that “il is no pert of fic Theosephist’s business to play the role of at 
cuser,” by clrcalating slamders against fellow4theesophists, aud then uses 
his plex of “maintaining an basis of tranquillly” in his journal to refuse 
them a hearing. 

Naturally one is prolupted to suggest that Mr, Densusan's nue pacifism 
is mere hypocrisy, to be used only when it sulis the purposes of hita 
set and the clique whieh he represents, and that be is lacking the frat 
essehtials of a gentleman and a sportsman. I prefer, however, to regard 
him as dues the Lomion Aurumg Post, which In reviewing his recent book 
Says: “His sole excellent purpose is to amuse, and he fulfils it so well 
that ho has pnelileved for himself a place which, in its way, is unique in 
English literature.” 


Mrs. Besant and the Judge Case 

A prnnineot theesoplist whose naite I have not been given permis- 
sion to mention Informs me that on her recent visit to his city Mrs. Be- 
saut told him that “the one mistake she had made was to accede to Col. 
Meott and prefer the charges against Judge.” 

It Is landable to admit one’s mistakes and 1 am glad Mrs. Besant has 
lone it lu the case of Mr. Judge, but to throw the blame on another re- 
tiie me of Adam's exense to Jehovah; “The woman, whom (hou parest 
to he with me, she gaye me of the tree, and 1 did eat” According to 
Mrs. Besunt's present account it was Olcott who beguited her—be was the 
Eve who caused her to attack Judge. 

Now it happens that in her pamphlet The Cuse Against W. Q. Judga 
published in 1895, page 13, she says: 

‘The result was that 1 made a direct appeal to the Muster. when alone, 
stating thul I did feel some doubt as 10 Mr. Judge's use of His name, 
and praying Hin te endorse or disavow the messages I had recelved 
thruugh him. Me appeared to me as | kad so often before seen Him. 
clearly, unmistakably, and 1 then learned from Ilim directly that the mes 
sages Wore uot dune by Him, and that they were done by Mr. Judge. 

No details were given to me hy Hin, bet word was sent ta mm 
a Uite later that no action might be taken before the public on informa- 
tion that T could not prore—and how could I prove what had oceurred to 
me when Mone f- hat that 1 should find evidence on reaching Adyar. 
If on rending that evidence 1 found that, with other facts known to me, 
it was Inteilectually convincing, then I should take action to put au end 
to the deception practised. The order to take action was repeated to me 
at Adyur, after the evidence was in my halts, and E was bidden to wast 
away the siainm on the T. S. “Take up le heavy Karma of the Seclety. 
Your strength was given to you for this” How could I. who betieved in 
Him, disobey? 

Now, today, we are given to understand ihat It was Olcott, not her 
Master, whom she obeyed, and that she made a mistake in doing so! 

This involves two alteruutive admissions. The first Is that she, Outer 
Head of the E. S. and direct representative of the Masters (as she claims), 
used thelr name as a cloak for an action which was really insilgated by 
a common mortal, Col. Olcott. The other ts, that if she really belleved 
what she said about the order of her Master, she now thinks she made a 
mistake in obeying it, which is tantamount to saying that Masters give 
orders which it may be a mistake to obey. There is another possibility, 
that she has recognized that her vision and communications from her 
Master were delusions. We have then; 

(a). Her action against Judge involved a gross fraud, in claiming the 
authority of a Master. 

Or (d). Her Master Js euch a fallible being that it may be a mistake to 
obey him, 

Or (c). Her supposed communications were delusions. 
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Witbout regard to the merits of the Judge controversy, lel ns apply 
these to the present time She is now claiming thut the Christ will soon 
appear, using the body of Jeddu Krishnamurti. Her authority is I my- 
self heard her say su— The Christ Hilinself fold me so.“ Further, she 
adduces alleged communications from a Master in support of the Liberal 
Catholie Church. 

How are we to know that today, us well as in 1893.95, she is not mak- 
ing false claims about the Christ, the Muster, the King of the World, ete., 
the real instigator of her actions belng, perhaps, C, W. Leadbester; or, 
that whatever ent{ties these may be who communicate with her, they 
may not be of such a nature that it may be a mistake to believe them, jf, 
indeed, these purported communications may not be mere hallucinations? 

Creditable as jt is for Mra. Besant to admit privately that she maile a 
mistake in bringing charges against Judge, it places her in @ position 
which utterly discredits the claims she ls making today and Justities 
the suspicion that she is efther a conselous deceiver or unwittingly a 
dupe. Like the fly in the tanglefoot, the more she trles to get ont, the 
worse she gets In, Perhaps a few years from now, when the Krishnadi 
boom lias collapsed, we may hear of another “mislake” she made in 
listening to C. W. Leadbeater, 


Mrs. Besant’s Manna and the Growth of the T. 8.

It will be observed that the whole T. S. experlenced an actual Tons 
of membership in 1922 of 634, as many as 153% of its old members drop- 
ping out. This is followed by a gain In 1923 and 1924, to he succeeded 
by a loss of 247 in 1925, when as many as 6,718 old members dropped out, 
or 16.1% of the entire membership. The accession of 6471 new members 
was nol sufficient to cover the loss.

The great loss in Czecho-Slovakia is due to the secession of nearly 
the entire Section Jn protest against Mrs, Nesant’s Liberal Catholic 
Church and Coming Tencher propaganda (Currie, February 10th, 1926), 
The notable loss in India would doubtless be ascribed by Mrs, Resant to 
disturbed political conditions, but one may well ask whether the Hindus 
are taking kindly to her propaganda for a Catholic Christian religion 
under the cloak of Theosophy. It is also noteworthy that Australia, 
which has long been blessed by the presence of “our great and good 
brother, C. W. Lendbeater,“ shows a slight loss. 
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We find the Theosophical Society, then, in its fififeth year, nat only 
not growing, but actually slirinking, What are the reasons? There was 
certainly no lack of activity; the number of new members taken In was 
greater than et any time since 1921. But the number of old members 
dropping out was also greater, inileating ag increasing Gissatiafastion 
with the Society, It is safe to assume that these, ns lu the case of the 
CrechoSlovaklan Section, unve concluded that the T. S. na longer exists 
for the sake of Theosophy, that it is being impreenated with new and 
weird conceptions manuting from Mrs. Hesant and her associates, and 
is therefore no longer worth belonging to. Those who have followed 
Mrs. Besant's recent tactics, who bare observed thai she Is no longer 
preaching Theosoply, but a form of Catholicism combined with Second- 
Afventism, win knuw tuts. One has bul to read the later issues of The 
Theasophist, especialy that of November, 1925, ond her annual address 
in the June issue, to see il, 

It is no longer the Theosophical Soclety which is gelting the benefit 
of Mra. Besant's actiyitjes; it ts the Liberal Catholle Chure) and the 
Order of the Star in the East, Those whe get the joining lever under 
the spell of her oratory are far more Ukely to land in one of these than 
in the T. 8. In fact, it might as well be admitted on the one band that 
the T. S. has become useless to Mrs. Besant (except am a smrce of 
funds), while on the other she has become far worte thau useless to the 
Society, People who want real Theosophy are seeking other organi- 
zations 


For the Defense of The Theosophical Society 


As already stated (see November CRITIC), there lias recently been or- 
ganized by prominent members of the Dutch Section of the Theosophical 
Society an “Order for the Defense of Theosophy and the Theosophical 
Soclety.” The occasion for this movement les in the continual and In- 
creasing inroads of varlous subsidiary or affiliated movements, auch as 
the Libera) Catholie Church and the Order of the Star in the Nast, which 
have offer objeets than those of the Theosophical Society and are kradi- 
ally sapping fts strength, obscuring the purposes for which was founded 
and using the plea of freedom of thought to progelyte among its members 
and distract their attentlon from true Theosophy. 

While not aiming lo oppuse these mavements as such, the Order for 
tle Defense of Theosophy and the Theosophical Seclety nims tn wort for 
the protection of the Suctety against such disturbing and dlsintegrating 
jufluences, which are rapidly waking it a “Thensaphical Society“ only in 
name and are causing the very name of Theosophy to be misunderstood. 
Already persons who are officially authorized fo sponk for the Sactety 
are ereating the impression that Neo-Messiahism aud the Liberal Cath 
olle Church are parts of the Theosophleal Movement, while (he popular 
notion of a theasophist Is that of one who expects an Immediate return 
of Christ and who holds queer notions on sex. 

The new movement is International in scope and lt is desired jo secure 
members and Start branches in foreign conntries.

At the Periscope 

Erit "The Wort Religion.” iu the offictat account of the ~~ 
of Anne Besant with the Executive of the Canadian Section, T. S. (79 
Canadian Theosophist, November, 1926, page 182), it is staled: Sii be- 
came very clear during the interview that Mrs. Besant was not responsi- 
ble for much that had been going on at Adyar. Ia connection with the 
World Religion she stated that there was no World Religion, it had been 
a mbstake to cal) it so, and that the name had been changed [by the 
General Council, T. S.] because misleading to the Fellowship of Faiths. 

When ‘asked about the only representative on the physical plane 
ot the World Religion she said that there was no Wortd Religion and 
the statement meant nothing.” She also said (pare 188) that it was news 
to ber that George Arundale was the only outer head of the Whrid Ke- 
ligion. “On being shown the article iu question by the General Secretary 
she admitted having seen it before but stated that it does nut mean any- 
thing.” Now lant that funny? In The Throsophisi, December, 1925, 
pages 406-11 (ae Cemadian Theosophist, November, 1925) occurs the ar- 
ticle in question, which Mrs Besant issued over ber own signature as 
P. T. S. and that of C. Jinarnjadasa as V.. T. S., which she accompanied 
by a, stutement which she avers la “approved hy ‘the real Head of the 
18. S.“ that ls, one of the Masters, naming the “World Religian”, formu- 
lating u definite creed, threatening to force it on the T. S. if thie did not 
accept it voluntarily, and appointing George S. Arundale as “Recorder, 
the onty official of the World Religion in the physical world.” “those who 
stand behind Ils proclamation, as a preparation for the coming of the 
World Teacher, heing Members of the Occult Hierarchy.” Now, despite 
the supreme authority of (he Hierarchy, she repudiates the whele bust. 
nese, knows hing of Arundale’s appointment and tells us thal the 
General Council hes changed the name. Verily, either Mrs. Besant aul 
the General Council have scant veneration for this “real Head of the 
E. S.,“ and for the “Members of the Occult Hierarchy,” or the latter must 
be very utcertals of what they want. More probable is it that the whale 
affair was concocted by Mrs. Besant and the authority of a Master al- 
eged in ils suppert, as she did when she attacked W. Q. Judge (T'he 
Caso Agninst W. Q. Judge, page 13) There can be no question—see her 
direet statement in The Iferald of the Stor, September, 1925, pure 330 
—that this was but a further move to force the T. S. into the Liberal 
Catholic Charch, but considerable ruction having been caused in certain 
quarters, she now coolly repudiates it, the approval of the “real Head of 
the E S” incleded, and pats up a plea af ignorance shout Mr. Arundale! 

this is surprising eunough—yes, horrifying, when one remembers hat 
it is the President of the Theosophical Society, the agent of the Hier 
archy, who la eoncerned—but it is even more astonishing that the Exec- 
utive uf the Canarian Section appears to be bind to the hypocrisy in 
volved. But, 1 suppose, “of such is the Kingdom of heaven,“ as Jesus 
said’ of the little children. 

Confiscation of Lotye Property, One of the features of Mrs. Desunt's 
interview with (he Exceutive of the Canadian Section was her apparent 
repuvliation (The Canadien Theosophist, November, page 188) of the 
enacting by the General Council last January of an amendment to by-law 
44, requiring the president to conſiscate the property of = dischariered 
lodge (see September Currich. Mrs. Besant said she was away from 
Headquarters aud knew nothing about it, that she would refuse to hold 
such property in her own name—the by-law does not call for thie—and 
that she was in favor of the proposa) that such property be divided pro 
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rala among the members. This may de salve to the fenta of the Canadian 
exeoutive, but it means nothing. That the General Council would put 
trough snech a sweeping measure without the knowledge of the President 
je highly unlikely, and Mes. Besunt could not have been further away 
than the front gale, fur . was just at the time that the big convention 
wea being held at Adyar, The minutes of the General Council, tranamit- 
led to the General Secretary ot the Canadian Section as an absentoe 
momber, slate most distinctly that hydaw 44 wee anended to embrace 
the configcutory clause. Now at this moment there is pending before 
ihe court of New South Wales a snit instigated by the T. S. lar the direct 
purpose of forcing the discharlered Sydney Lodge—now the tndependent 
Theosephical Society—to turn aver to the 1. S. tts entire property, valued 
at $93u,000. It i» Impossible that Mrs. Besant does pot know this, and 
no gieh action could have heen taken without her knuwledge, us the nuit 
is brought in the name of the Sooiety. If Mra. Resant wants to prove 
mer good faith and show that Mer talk before the Canadian Bxecutive is 
pot è mere bit of Besantine bunkum she shonld immediately deop this 
sult, and cause the repeal of the confiseatory clause, Further, Mrs. Besant 
ought to know that the anamended bylaw 44, whieh stood for years and 
years before this scandalous amendment was made, stated that the Fres- 
idant is io take over the property of any lodge which voluntarily witu- 
draws, Presidents should know these things, and if they are too busy 
with other matters, from polltles to new Messlahn, they should mate way 
for others who can attend to the duties for which they are chosen, 


Buddhist Lodge, Y. S., Reeedes, In a cireular letter dated October 
S6th, 1926, the Buddhist Lodge, T. S., London, announces its withdrawal 
from the Theosoplitcal Society and Its intention of continuing as “an en- 
rel Independent organizailon for the promotion of Buddhism in the 
West,” under the name “The Ruddbiat Lodge, Londen.” “The reasons 
given to the Society were,” it a stated, “that in the opinion of the Lodge, 
the work that it had set itself to do, that of studying und spreading Dun 
dhism in the West, would be better done as an independent organization 
than aus an Integral part of a Society with the conduct of which the ma 
jority of its members disagreed,” In a personal letter to the Katar, the 
President of the Lodge states that It is only the Logge as euch which has 
withdrawn from the T. S., Individual members being allowed to do aa 
hey think best. “Jt was not so much a question of nur finding reasons 
for seceding as it was for me, in the face of other members of the Lodge, 
to find reasons why we should remain in the Soclety, As I utterly tailed, 
we gracefully withdrew!" The Lodge will continue to publish Muddhism 
in England, and lia address la 101a Horseferry Road, Westminster, Lon: 
don, S. W. L While not so stated in these communlontlons I have no 
doubt that one cause of its withdrawn! was its being subjected to officin) 
annoyances because of its open support of the Theosophy of H. P, R. es 
distinguished from the vagaries emanating from Adyar and Sydney, Tt 
la well-known that in the T. S. ane may teach anything from Moslemiani 
to Marmontsm and Mumbojumboism, but to accept the Thensophy of H.

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SOB-BROTHER LEGISLATION 


The term “sob-sister” is applied in derision to women who 
are—or are supposed to be—«unreason: ably solicitous for the 
welfare and comfort of convicts. There is, however, a still 
larger class of “sob-brothers”, persons who constantly la- 
ment over the supposed increase of crime and who demand 
longer terms and harsher treatment for offenders. ‘To then 
the criminal is simply a nuisanee which must be suppresserl 
for the safety of society (meaning generally themselves) and 
with little or no regard for the humanitarian aspeets of the 
matter or the possibility of reclamation. Being nsually per- 
sous who own or are entrusted with property, they are in 
deadly fear of being relieved of it and of suffering in their 
persons, and so develop a sort of hysteria which prevents their 
taking un iimpassionate view of the crime problem. Being 
able to see but one side Lhey call for suppression at all costs, 
decry all efforts to humanize the offender and, very gener ally. 
fail entirely to draw a line between the habitual and incarrigi 
ble criminal and the one who is such rather by force of cireum- 
stances beyond his control.

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SOB-BROTHMER LEGISLATION 


The term “sob-sister"’ is applicd in derision to women who 
are—or are supposed Lo he—unreasonubly solicitous for the 
welfare and comfort of convicts. ‘hore is, however, u still 
larger class of “sol-lirothers’, persons who constantly la- 
ment over the supposed increase of crime and who demand 
longer terms and harsher treatment for offenders. To then, 
the criminal is simply a nuisance which must be suppressed 
for the safety of society (meaning generally themselves) and 
with little or no regard for the humanitarian aspects of the 
matter or the possibility of reclamation. Being usually per- 
sons who own or are entrusted wilh property, they are in 
deadly fear of being relieved of it and of suffering in Lheir 
persons, and so develop a sort of hysteria which prevents heir 
taking an impassionate view of the erime problem. eing 
able to see but one side they call for suppression at all costs, 
decry all efforts to humanize the offender and, very generally, 
fai] entirely to draw a line between the habitual and incerrigi 
ble criminal and the one who is such rather by force of cirenin- 
stances beyond his control.

In response (o this demand imiy 
states have enacted or are about to enact more stringent 
criminal laws, but nowhere has this been earried to such a 
sweeping extent as in New York State, where it has culmi- 


atte ein the enachiient of a new penal gode which cunsists of 
a series of meusures known as the Dawmes laws, so-called 
front the chairman of the stale crine commission, Stale Sen- 
ator Caleb II. Baumes. 

Without going into the details of these laws, some of 
Which ave merilorious, we muy consider only certain portions 
ut in Lhe length of sentences for felonies, a felony in 
New York being detined as any otleuse punishable by confine- 
ment in a state prison. 

Under the new law u second offender must be given a sen- 
lence running anywhere From the maximum a first offender 
might get for the same offense, up to double this maximum. 
For instance, whe an ollunse is punishable by five to ten 
yews’ Imprisonment, then a person who has been convicted 
hefuve of any felony whatever, small or large, and who com- 
mits this offense, will get from ten to twenty years. 

But it is when it comes to the fourth ollense that the law 
begins to show its teeth. This section reads: 

A peran who, after having been three times convicted within this 
State, of Celonion or altempls to conunit felonies, ur aiwler the law of 
ang niher State, Gevernuenl or country, of crimre which If committed 
within Wis State would be felonies, commits a felmegy within this State, 
SIU pe selene) Upon cougietion of such fourth, ar subsequent, offense, 
lo neren in a State Prison for the term of his natural lite. 

Remember that there is no fixed definition of felony. A 
felony is any act which the legislature, backed perhaps by 
fnoaticaul people, chooses lo declare- a felony, from murder, 
{reuson and arson down to the taking of a glass of liquor. In 
lndiana it is a felony to have a pint uf whisky in your house, 
evan if a doctor prescribes il; in one or two slates selling cig- 
areltes is a felony, while th Utah the legislature considered a 
hill making it a felony to sell meat on Friday, There is no 
liimil to the extent to which a fanatical public opinion may not 
#0, under excilenient, in creating fclonies out of previously 
harness or trivial acts. The Daumes law takes no account 
of this; it does nol grade felonies; to it a felony is a felony 
and that is all there is te it; the megenitude of the three pre- 
vious olfenses plays no part. Imprisonment for life, without 
recourse, is therefore to be the fate of him who has three 
tunes buen found guilty, in any part of the world, of offenses, 
no matter how trivial, Which arc or im the future may be 
classed as felonies under the laws of New York. Not the least 
discretion is allowed Lo judge or jury in considering the tuag- 
nitude of the previous offenses, the conditions under which 
they were committed, ov whether the offender acted under 
duress or through ignorance, or is properly speaking an habit- 
ual criminal. It assumes that the lourth offense is proof of 
7 5 Het criminality and orders the offender to be locked up 

OV Je. 

Further, if it should he discovered thal the one who pleads 


gniliy to a first offense and has been sent to prison aceord- 
ingly, has really done three terms hefore, no matter how long 
ago, or whether his record has been good for vears, he is to be 
resentenced to life imprisonment. One case at loast of this 
sort has oecurred in the brief space of time that the law bas 
been in effect, and the Supreme Court has decided that the 
judge, who was really sympathetically disposed and had given 
a light sentence, had no alternative but io resentence the man 
for life. 

It is possible to give here but one more example of the 
unjust working of this savage law, a case which recently came 
up in New York City. It is the case of a man who in his 
vounger days hid been somewhat wild and who had engaged 
in drunken brawls involving assaults which led to his arrest, 
not matters of a very serious nature, but such as to consti- 
tute felonies under the law. Eventually, after doing his three 
terms the man had settled down und married and become a 
father. Tle was an honest, hard-working fellow, in no sense 
a criminal or criminally disposed. In order to support his 
family he operated a taxicab. Then cmne a great bue and 
cry about the danger of allowing ox-conviets to run taxis, and 
the man, alarmed Jest his early career should be discavered 
and he might lose his job, the only job he was master of, con- 
sulted with his fellow chauffenrs am! with their advice took 
out a license in the name of another man, with hes permission 
and to whom he paid ten dollars for the accommodation. One 
day he got into trouble over some trivial traffic violation. and 
the police discovered thut he had served three short prison 
terms yeurs before when a zomg fellow. But passing wider 
another man's name, even with his permission, constitutes a 
ſelony in New York, and the court has no diseretion in the 
matter and must send him to prison for life, breaking up and 
ruining his family which he was supporting, and with no evi- 
dence, but the contrary, that he is a criminal in the ordinary 
sense of the word. 

These are hut two of a number of cases which have come 
up in the seven months that the law has been in effect, den- 
onstrating its injustice in its present form, and it is to the 
credit of the judges concerned that they have protested, one 
even threatening to resign it foreed to impose the life penalty. 

Further it appears that the number of life and other long 
sentences which will have to be imposed is going to be so 
great that jn a short time the state will have to erect and 
equip additional prisons, with a correspondingly increased bur- 
den on the taxpayers. It is nat surprising therefore that 
efforts are to be made to get the law repealed by the legisla- 
ture at its next session. 

And still there are “sob-brothers” who complain that the 
law is nol vet severe enough.

His treatment of this subject therefore enils for more 
notice than If coming from a mere private in the ranks, it is enough 
to mark his book as perhaps the most perniclous that has ever heen Issued 
under theasophical auspices, and (his, mind you, bears the authorization 
uf the General Coyneil, Mrs. Pesant has endorsed it as absulntety cor- 
rect. Nut only that, it raises the grave qnestion whether he is a safe 
person as an intitle companion of young hoys, 


Mrs. Besant Proves Her Mendacity

Surrender of the property having been refnsel, the Theonuphieal So- 
clety, Adyar, filed a claim for its surrender in the Supreme Court of New 
South Wales, this claim being specifically based—I hive a copy of the 
document in my possession— upon Rule 44 which refers to the pruperty 
of a lodge which voluntarily withdraws. This suil bas been pending 
until the present time, and despite whet Mrs. Besant told the Canadian 
Executive she must have known of its existence. 

Now follows the completa proof of her mendacity, 

During November, 1926, a compromise was agreed on between the ofi- 
cers of the Independent Theosuphica! Society and the president at the T. 
S. Lodge in Sydney, acting in bebalf of the Theosopliteal Society and its 
president, Mrs. Pesant, whereby the sult was to be withdrawn upon pay- 
ment of £3,000 by the Independent Society to the agent of Mrs. Besant. 
These ternis having been cabled to Mrs. Pesant, then in the United Stites, 
she replied by cable, accepting the terms and authorizing the president of 
the T. S. lodge tò receive payment in her behalf 

To sum up. Mrs. Besant canceled the charter of Ihe Sydney Lodge 
without affording it a hearing: then she attempted to roh it of tts entire 
possessions, but meeting with resistance, ui fhe very time she was tell- 
ing the Canadian theosophists that she knew of no confiscaltory provisions 
anid that she favored diviillug the property of u dischurteredt lodge among 
its members, she gives the proof that she was lying bY cabling orders to 
accept a compromise seitiement, thus showing not only that she knew 
all alang what wis being done, but that whe had so little hape that the 
court would back lier up in hor attempted theft that she accepted £3,000 
Instead of the whole property as originally demanded, this being satd to 
have increased in value by thls time to £120,000! Clearly, with Mrs. 
Besant a bird in the hand is worth forty in the hush, 

While It Is to be regretled that the Syüney Indepentent Thensophicnt

It has 
eng been the custom of most uficial T. S. magazines to devote much space 
ia singing hosannas to Mrs. Besant and Mr. Leadbeater, Mr Arundale has 
cone one step further. After bringing aut an assortment of theosaplical 
worthies and dressing them up in their best fur public inspection, he hus 
started to make The Australiun Theosephist an Arundale family maga- 
zine The October issue devoted two pages to Mra. Arundale and her 
various virtues, imi now, in the November issue, he gets down to bes- 
ness. This Issue comprises thjrtytwô pages, of which Mr. Arundale de 
votes ten-and-a-half to talk ahout himself.

hurst, it is leaking at every seam. In Mr. Arundale's case, however, it 
would seem that old wine—and mighty powerful stuff at that— bas been 
poured into a new bottle, with the result that he is cutting so many 
capers that nobody olse gets a chance, leastwise in bis magazine. 

Theosophicul News Kitchen. Last sumaner there was established in 
London a “Theosophical News Bureau,” sanctioned by Mrs. Besant, “whose 
Uueiuess It will he to keep the press in England and on the Continent of 
Uurope accurately informed of any events of interest which may take 
piace within the Theosophical world.” The Burenu further announces 
that It “Is officially authorized to issue statements on behalf of—The The 
asophiieal Soclety, The Theosuphical Kducatioual Trust, The Theosoplitcal 
World University, The Order of the Star in the East, The Liberal Catholic 
Church, The Order of Universal Co-Freemasonry, The Arts League of 
Service, and to answer all questions which may be asked by representa- 
lives of the Press concerning these organizations.” 

Thia should be sufficient proof, if none other existed, that it is the 


injention of Mrs. Besant to scramble the Liberal Cuthalie Church and the 
Ocler of the Siar in the East with the Theosophical Society, and to make 
it oppear that they are parts of Ue Theosophical Movement, As this 
cannot be done without misrepresenting whut ‘Theosophy is, It ts obvious 
that the purpose of the News Burenu js not fo present he truth imper- 
jaliy, but to fool the publie as far ag may be, in (he interest of certain 
culls which no theosophist ever heard of before Myra.

Now how does that strike you? It shows that there has 
been a steady decrease and that the enrollment has fallen off 
to less than one-third of what it was in 1921, 

Let it be remembered that nol all of those wha enroll con- 
tinue active. Quite a number find themselves unqualified for 
such work, lose interest and either remain on our roll as 
inactive members, or drop out, or resien. Some, on the other 
hand, continue netive and valued members. Vat these drop- 
ping out more than counterbalance the new members who 
continue active, and the result is that while the num- 
ber of prisoners calling for correspondents is us preal as 
ever, il is increasingly dificuit to accommodate them. 

This condition must not be allowed! to continue, Prismers 
ave what they were six years ago; Lhe people in the outside 
world ave the same. it is quite true that heenuwse of ihe 
crime wave hysteria, and the activities of the press in pro- 
mating it, there has been an inetvasine prejudice against 
convicts, more añil more tendeney fo resad them as a variety 
of wild beast which deserves no consideration whatever. 
Thanks to this it is no longer easy to get letters puilished in 
newspapers soliciting correspondents, while those who knim 
what our work is and who are engaged m it seem ta feel a 
growing reluelinee Lo approach their Iriends with the view 
of mtecresting thent. “What,” say some of these friends, 
“don't vou know you are running a herrible risk? Those wen 
are human monsters. Should they get out of prison ther 
would come right to you and rob vou, or perhaps kill and eat 
von.“ People who know better dowi like te be talked to in 


this way, so they light shy of telling anybody what they are 
dois, lest (hey be set down as Lempling Providence, ronning 
terrible risks, or perhaps incur ridicule as sob-sisters wr sen- 
fimental fools, Whey know that this is untrue, bul nobody 
likes to be ridieuled. 

There is another elass of readers of the CRITIC, more nu- 
merous than these whe are inferested in prisoners, mamely 
the Uheosuphists. ‘Cheosophists claim to believe in universal 
brotherhood, and as a rule ave very sensitive to the sulferings 
of dunch animals. T don’t want to indulge in eriticismi or 
sirens, bul it has seemed to me at times tbat as a class 
they ae far wore concerned about the sufferings of beasts 
than of their fellow men. Nine out of ten ave vegetarians, 
mostly heenuse (hey do nol wank to have the poor animals 
Init, which js very beautiful and noble; but not one in a 
hundred wives the least thought to the men who ave rotting, 
physically, mentally and morally, in nuny of our prisons, quite 
as unable to help themselves as are the piggies who are being 
stuck in the Chicago Stock yards, T bave long sought for an 
explamilion of this tact. Perhaps it lies in the fact that it 
takes no time nor Crouble nol to cat a pig, while any manifes- 
tution of somelhing more than negative brolherhood does 
take a littl: time and effort which would have to be deducted 
from the contemplation of the Eternal Vorities. Doubtless 
most theosophists have their hands full with this and with 
the routine duties of Life, but there must be some who have a 
littte leisure time and who would really profil themselves, to 
say nothing of others, by using: some of it to learn practical 
brotherhood, Brotherhood is not a mere philosophical ab- 
straction—it isn't anything unless it is working—and an hour 
now and then with pon and puper, Writing Lo some man who 
parlaps has no wne to think about him, would be a valuable 
lesson, Lo say nothing of the encouragement it would give to 
the recipient of the letters. 

Now | want to put it right up to our members bo wet busy, 
lo make some ellorl lo iplorest their friends. If every 
mether who is actively engaged Would make an effort to get 
us one new member in a year we should soon be back on 
the ald sis. 

In addition to this, members might again make an effort 
Lo wet short letters printed in the newspapers, referring those 
who wahl be interested in prisoners Lo tis. 

IL is wecessary Lo say, however, that it is useless lo send 
us the Mains of persons with whom we wight correspond 
with the idea of interesting them. Abundant experience has 
shown us that such efforts ave wasted and that only direct 
Inquiries are worth answering. Also, that we will not send 
the e ana of prisoners tu porsons who have not enrolled as 
moers. 


Please explain to any friend who would like to take up 
correspondence with prisoners threngh us that they must en- 
roli as members of the LEAGUE, and that the conditions are:

The Dutch Old Catholic Archbishop Spurns the L. C. C. 
Arlington, Va., November 15th, 1926. 


Dear Dr. Stokes: 

‘That not only the pure theosophical teachings of Madame H. P. Bia 
vatsky bave been corrupted, distorted and perverted by the Leadbeater- 
Annie Besam conhination and its minions, but that those people also 
handle he truth more or Jess recklessly in regard to their “Liberal Cath- 
olje Church” is only too evident from the letter I received from the 
Archbishop of the Old Catholic Church ta Holla mt. 

1 wrete to this Bishop, quoting what is said in the “Liverel Catholic 
Lraflet, No, I.“ published by the Saint Alban Press™ at Los Angeles in 
1921, namely: 

"It [the Liberal Catholic Church] was formerly known as the Old 
Catholic Church In Great Britain, its Episcopal Succession deing derived 
through the ancient archepiscopal See of Utrecht, in Holland, the Mother. 
Sec of the Old Catholic Church. 

And in the “Declaration of Principles", pare 4: 

“The Liberal Catkolle Church recugnizes seven funuamental Sacra- 
ments . . . To enstre their efficacy to the worshipper, it guards with 
the most Jealous care the administration of all sacramental rites, and has 
preseryed un Episeopal Successian, which is ‘negotiable,’ I. e. acknowl 
edged us valid throughout the whole of these churches of Christendom 
which murintain (he Apostolic Sucecssion of Orders us a tenet of their 
fuith” (Italics mine.) 

In reply to which the Archbishop wrote me the following letter (the 
Original is lu Dutch); 


“In reply to your letter of Septeiwber 13th, t herewith inform you, 
that the Old Catholie Chureh of Holland has nothing to ao with the 
Liberal Catholic Church and does not want to have anything to do with 
it. The Apnstolic Succession, IL alleges fo have recrivea trem na, is not 
tecognized by us, us A. Mathew, from wham it is derived, has obtained 
With us the Uishop-consecratioan in an unjust way, 

luping to have complied with your reqnest, 

“Yours faithfully, 
(Signed) F. Keaxtncn” 

The letter is dated Utrecht, October 4th, 1926, 

I urgently request that you publish the abovementioned statemants 
in their entirety.

Note by the Editor—The Lambeth Conference of Anglican bishops, 
Meld in England July 6th to August 7il, 1920, which was aitended by 262 
bishops, including Ja archbishops, from al) parte of the world, adopted 
the following resolution (No, 27): 


“We regret that on a review of all the facts, we aro unde to regard 
the so-called Old Catholle Church in Great Britain (under (he Jute Hishop 
Mathew and his successors), and Its extension overseas as u properly con- 
Stituted church, or to recognize the Orders of its Ministers.” 


This, mind you, was before the time that the Leaflet No. 1 above 
referred to, and which is still in circulation, was published. fo say that: 
“The Liberal Catholic Church ban preserved un Mplacopal 
Suecession whieh is ‘negotiable’, i ê. acknowledwed as valid throughout 
the whole of those churches of Christendom whieh memtain the Apus» 
talie Suecession of Orders as æ tenet of their faith” 
is simply a lle, no less, 

Priest Sheehan, tn his booklet Teashing wid Worship of the Liberal 
Catholic Church, published by St. Alhan Fress, Los Angeles, 1925 (page 
36) evades the difficeulIly with an Ingenuity which should Rave earned 
him episcopal consecration by suying: 

“The rites of the Liberal Catholic Church aro performea accurding 
to tradition, and ite Apostolle Succession ts Derived from the Old Cath- 
olie Church of Holland, the Orders of which are recognized as valid 
(urovughout Christendom. Therefore the Liberal Catholic Church In a 
Catholic Church.“ 


While it may be true that the Orders of the Old Catholic Church ot 
Holland are recoguized as valld throughout Curtstendum— matter on 
whieh i have no information—this hiirel deelines to recognize the Iih- 
eral Catholic Church us its legitimate offspring, as we have seen above. 
In fact, it appears to be a case of imnimeulate conception, the Holy Vir 
uin in this case being the anything bul inmumaeninte James kent Welg- 
weed, the role of oly Ghost being played by Wredoriek Sammel Wit 
lnughby, anfracked priest by vocation and søodamist by avocalion, It's 
a sordid story, but then, roses may grow on cunghills. 


The Apostolic Succession in the Liberal Catholic Church 

In the Neuen Reticrdamsche Cowant fone of the mast important 
duly papers in Holhindt) of December 2, 1926, was poblished an „tete

After giving seme technical explanations concerning the necessily for 
conseeraling bishops for different positions it is further staled that “it 
would be tuiywrtant lo knew on what grounds and what equpelied Mathew 
to culmecril® twelve--it is asserted that (here were even twealy—hbishops 
among Whieh are the james of F. S. Willoughby, R. Gauntlelt and R. 
King, of which the first mentioned was the ennsecrator at Wedgwood.” 

In Lhe article is anid that only an ecclesiastical court can seoide about 
the valulity uf the now and why of all these cunsecrutions Ti te obvious 
that the consecration of bishops ix not such a simple matter as one would 
think and it is dovbied whether everyiifug was valid and Wedgwood 
really the bishop he claus te be, “Lf a0, why did he nor legiliniatize 
himself when the Lambeth conference, beld in 1920, mage the resolution 
that It conld not acknowledge the socalled Old Catholic Church in Great 
Brituly (under the former Dishap Mathew and his euceessors) as @ 
rightly constituted church nor accept her consecratione? 


In an open letter to the Archbishop of Canterbury Wedgwand lins 
red to justify binself, heit aside from a number of useless arguments, 
this letter does net contain much that can give us hope tur any probabil- 
ity in presenting the foundation of the I. C. C. as a Cotholin branch on 
the ol) tree. Wedgwood writes: “When in 1915 Archbishop Mathew sut- 
jected liimself unconditionally to Rome, the merement passed into the 
hands of myself aml my colleagues."

is contrary tu that of the Old Catholic Church as well as to that of (he 
Roman Catholic; that its explanation of the seriptures. ereda and liturgy 
is quite different “The religion of the L. C. C. is a mixture of theasoph 
cul presentations and spiritistic ideas, whereliy magic furees are ascribed 
to certain snered rites. llerchy, to be sure, they make use of the Cath- 
olie rituals nud missals so tnt the impression of Catholicism is given.” 


“Che work of Bishop Welgwood lacks, notwithslinding its nume, the 
principle nnd the hfe foree of the Catholle Church, iis sect js an owt- 
ide echten phenomenon Without any Catholic charactor” 

Note by the Edttor—The statement made by Mr. Wengwaad to (he 
Arclibishup of Canterbury, as quoted above, that When fa 1915 Areh- 
hishop Mathew subjected himself unconditionally to Home, the movement 
passet lulo the hands ef myself und ny colleagues,” is flatly denicd by 
Archbishop Mathew himself. In a letter to the Cui, dated Walmer, 
England, December loch, 1718, it is stated; 

In jecumber, 1915, it is true that I offered to submit to the ecclesi- 
astical uuthorilies. 1 did not, however, submit because my offer was met 


in sich a manner by those gentlemen, 4s lo make It impossible fur me to 
äcecpt the conjitjons they chose to impose. 1 therefore remained in 
State que,

Tu a further letter to the Camie, dated Walmer, Penruary Sth, 1919, 
Archhishiop Mathew says: 

The report of wy ““ticonditional snbmission lo Rome” appeared in 
the Leiden “Church Tines” of 29) November, 1918. T contradseten s 
in the fallawing issue of 6th December, and in the London "Gwardtan” 
of the same date I are never been “reconeiled’ to Rume since 
I resigned! my benefice in 1889, 39 years ngo. As you truly suy no mat- 
ter how these Krotoua people may choose lg lahel their ridiculuns hatch- 
boten of psdAirdo-Catholicisin and psovdo-Theosuply, they tau never rid 
themselves of tha taint they contracted by applying ſo Wiltousiby for 
-c “canseeration,” and passing it on in Lendhearert: in my opin- 
on the ¢orenplion ot Inds and youths by ununturul men is hom the 
worst and lowest torm af vicinus degradation to whieh a man gan de 
scent, and | am very glad indeed that you have expressed yourself so 
candid on the subject.

And yet It is stated in the “Table of the Apostolice Successian of the 
Old Catholic Chnreh” (Literal Catholic OQnarterty, April, 1919, page Yh) 
that Mathew "offered his snbulssion to the Roman obedience, 1915, from 
whieh time the movement has had no further connection with lta” (1), 
Willoughby, the Witracked bishop, made Werdewnod Into a “bishop In 
1916, and the latter was then “eleclod’ Presiding Bishop nf the British 
Empire, And yet Archbishop Mathew continued tò be Archhishop un 
his death, some tine subsequent to ihe abuse letter, It is (ierefere clear 
that (he report of his having submitted do Hume was slarted and con- 
tinued despite his public denigis by interesied persons for the purpese nt 
sidetyacking him while they, the conspirators, starte au new and anat- 
thorized movement with franduilent bishops under the pretense that it 
was the originai Ol} Catholic Church of Great Britain.

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COUNTY JAILS IN ALABAMA 
Report of the Sinte Prison Inspector of Alabama for the 
Two Years Ending September 30, 1924. The same, for the Two 
Years Woidtng Septemler 30 1926. By Gicnn Andrews, ./., State 
Prison Inspector. 
Alabama has 67 counties and each of these counties has 
a jail, these jails harboring in the course of a year upwards 
of 30,000 prisoners. These are coming and going all the time, 
and the average population of the jails at any one time is in 
the vicinity of 2,500, the average time served being at pres- 
ent about eleven days, ‘The state exercises a strict control 
over the county jails, and provides a prison inspector with 
a corps of assistants, the provision of the law being that 
the chief inspector shall be a physician of good standing, 
with, thorough acquaintance with sanilary science, who shall 
be chosen by the Stale Cammission of Public Health. The 
present incumbent, Dr. Glenn Andrews, has oceupied the 
post for several years and we are indebted to him for a very 
instructive and interesting series of biennial reports. Even 
if one allows for possible official coloring, if one compares 
these reports with Fishman's Crucibles of Crime and the 
report of Votaw on the Pennsylvania jai! system, one must 
conclude that Alabama is far ahead of many other more pre- 
tentious states in this regard. For several years, it is pleas 
ing to note, one of the deputy prison inspectors has been a 
woman. 
it is the intention of Alabama that nothing shall he left 
undone to contribute to the physical health and well-being 
of its jail inmates, and this may offset in a degree its back- 
wardness in the matter of leasing convict labor to frrespun- 
sible persons. Not only is the sanitary control of the jails 
especially stressed, but there is an elaborate system of in- 
spection. The following inspections are provided for by law: 
{a). The state prison inspector or one of his deputies 
must inspect each county jail at least twice a year. This also 
includes municipal jails in cilies of 10,000 population or over. 
(b). The county grand jury is required to make an in- 
spection “from time to time”. 


(e). ‘The county health officer must inspect once a 
month, 

(d). The judge of probate or clerk of the circuit court 
tust visit the jail onec a week al an hour not announced 
in advance. 

That provides for nearly seventy inspections of each jail 
in the course of the year, und woe te the sheriff who allows a 
speck of dirt to he found. Ile is, if the fiw is enforced, fined 
anywhere from $10 to $100 for each offense. 

Anjong the many sanitary regulations, some of them di- 
rect legislative enactments, others orders of the prison in- 
Speclor under the authority of the law, we read that per- 
sonal cleunliness of the inmates is strictly enforced, and as 
far as possible makes up for lack of godliness, Every in- 
male, as well as his clothing, must be thoroughly purified 
hefore he ean take his place with the elect on the inside; he 
tust trike two full baths a week al the lenst, and is provided 
with hot water, soap and individual towel. Clothing must 
be kept serupulausly clean, us must likewise the bedding, 
Washable bedding must be laundered once a week, mat- 
tresses and blankets cleaned as often as necessary, and no 
prisoner is allowed to sleep in a bed which another has occu- 
pied until it is thoroughly cleansed in every respect. 

The jail must be thoroughly swept each day, and com- 
pletely scrubbed twice a week with soap and hot water, this 
ineliding the floors, walls, windows and bars, In addition it 
must be painted throughout twice x year with the best qual- 
ity of white paint. 

The prisoners are not permitted to cook or have food in 
their cells, this altracling vermin, The cooking and eating 
ulensils must be well washed and protected from dirt; the 
Kitchen must be sereened against insects and all food must be 
kept in covered receptacles. 

All prisoners with contagious diseases must be immedi- 
ately isolated. 

In fact, one could tind few homes, even of the better sort, 
where the sanitation is us well ordered as in even the hum- 
blest Alabama jail, provided the seventy inspections yearly 
ure properly carried out and the sheriff kept in due fear of 
the fines provided against his negligence. 

As u result one finds that there were only four deaths in 
the entire standing jail population of about 2,500 in 1925 and 
only fourteen in 1926, which compares favorably with any out- 
side conumunity. It would seem that here the jail labor prob- 
lem is largely solved—the inmates are kept busy bathing, 
33 and otherwise keeping themselves and their home 
clean. 

Dr. Andrews pives much space in Doth of the reports to 
the momentous problem of feeding the prisoners. Prior to 
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1921, the old-fashioned “fee system“ was in vogue, according 
to which the sheriff receives a fixed allowance for each pris- 
oner, but is not required to render any accounting of his ex- 
penditures. The natural result was that he spent as little as 
possible on the prisoners and put what he cone save in his 
own pocket. As the prisoners grew thinner the sheriff's hank 
account grew fatter. It is said that one sheriff rescued in 
one year—for his personal account—as much as $20,000 from 
the stomachs of his wards. In fact, so universal was this, and 
so well established by precedent, that the sheriffs came to look 
on this sort of graft as «ne of the perquisites of their office, 
to which they had a legal claim, and so it happened that when 
a new system was introdaced in 1921 some of the sheriffs ac- 
tually asked the courts tu protect them in their grafting, hut 
naturally without success, 

Under the new law every sheriff is allowed a certain sum 
for supplying food for each prisoner, and a small additional 
sum for serving it, and in required ta make detailed and cure- 
ful reports to the prison department, and woe to the sheriff 
who tries to slip a little into his own pocket—the lun ex- 
pressly states that he shall be treated ns if he had stolen it. 
Now that the sheriffs have learned that the law means just 
what it says the system is working satisfactorily. 

The food schedule allows for cach prisoner a sum varying 
with the number of inmates, as follows:

with the provision that he is to receive not less than 81 and not 
more than $6, no matter how many prisoners there may be. 

While the state pays for the food, the county pays for the 
cooking outfit and eating utensils. 

Alabama sheriffs are still remunernted by a fee for each 
arrest made. This, as Dr. Andrews rightly remarks, offers an 
incentive for false arrests, and he recommends the substitu- 
tion of a fixed salary conimensurate with the duties they are 
called upon to perform. The sheriff is permitted to supply 
food from his gn farm or garden, but here, too, there is an 
opportunity for overcharging. 

Admirable as is the jail system, it appears that the coun- 
ties still make a practice of leasing convicts to corporations for 
work in mines or timber camps, and that these are subject to 


only casual inspection, awd are fed Ly the concern leasing 
them. As these concerns have no iuterest in the conviet other 
than Lhe amount of work they ean extract from him, and are 
often nune too serupuſous in the methods employed, abuses 
frequently arise through insullicient seeding, brutality ta the 
sick, beatings, elo. There have been various seaidals in this 
connection, but they are not referred to in the report. 

Some of the counties have attenipted to use convicts on 
outside work, such us road building, but with indiferent re- 
sults, and have resorted to the pernicious leasing system. This 
ig a cheap and casy way of evading an imperative moral re- 
sponsibility. The punishment of the convict is the altair of 
the state and carries with it certain obligations; it should not 
be delegated to any private concern which has no interest in 
his moral or physical welfare, 

The following data show the number of jail prisoners in 
Alabama jails for several years, each year terminating Sep- 
tember 30th;

From this it appears that in Alabama, at least, the 
“erime wave” reached its height in 1925 and is now on the ebb, 

The system of counly powhoases in Alabama is likewise 
under state control, and these are, but in a less degree, under 
the supervision of the state prison inspector. The report 
gives the stale laws regarding thea), which do not concern us 
here, but it is inleresting te note that the Alabama law re- 
quires that The father, grandfather, brother, mother, grand- 
nother, child, or grandchild, uf any poor persons unable to 
maintain themselves, being of sufficient ability, must support 
such persons, and failing to do so” the county may sue any 
such relutive, if of full age, or all of them, to recover at the 
rate of $8 4 month for taking care of them,

favor of dropping the prison section entirely. We dont intend to be 
driven to this if we can help it, hat we must have couperation.

T. II. Martyn, of Sydney, to Mrs. Ieaant, May 20th, 1928, and pultished 
in the Currie of January 40), 1922, ls a paragraph which throws mneh 
light on the motives back of Mr. Jinaraknlasa's himepans perversinnn of 
theosophical story tu bis Golden Book of the Theosephicul Secivty At 
an Interview in London in 1919 Mrs. Besant had entrusted Me, Martyn 
with a message to Mr. Jinwrajidasa, then in Sydney, te the effect that Mr.

‘The central point with Naja became your 
denial of Wedgwood's iniliantion and I soun saw that the breekdnwn of 
Wedgwood involved Lo him nothing short of the collapse of Lealbenter 
as an Arhat; of the divine authority of the I. ©. Chureh, and all relianee 
on the genuineness of reported initiations, discipleships, ete, in which 
great numbers of peuple nre supposed to have participated. From Raju's 
viewpolut this must not be permitted at any cost for the sake m the 
peace of mud of members and of the cause ju general and hie just brenme 
the politician pure and simple scheming to niaintain what to me wan 
ou the evidence availuble—a falachood; he showed po desire at all te 
find the truth and follow tt. 


Tiis is abundantly exemplified in the same chapter of Thr Golden 
Book, C. W. Leadbeater in Atietratia.” which was considered in part in 
the preceding artiele. In ortter to compare more readily Mr. Martyn 
own account with what Mr. Jinarajadasa attrihutes to bim, f tage in 
parullel portions from The Gollen Book (pages 185-6) and trem Mr.

Astonishing Admission by Mr. Jinarajadasa 

In an article in The Theosephist, February, 1927. page 519, Mr. I- 
arajadasa makes the astonishing statement that Mr. Leadbeater had heen 
in the habit of teaching self-abuse to boys long before he joined the 
Theosophical Society In 1882. while he was still a clergyman in the 
church.

sexuat passion, Mr. Jinarajadasa sliows hls (gnorance of the esoteric 
rulo that even an adept has no right to penetrate into ihe secrets of 
ythers. Thon le admita the truth of the charges. 

Tut Mr. Jinarajaiiasa pives an even moro startling Llwstration of 
ihe “twist in his alber” Those theosophists who were tudienant at the 
discovery of Leudbeater's doings abant 1905 did not know that be und 


been doing exactly the game thing for years: bad they kunwi this they 
would not have been so mud abant it! In other words, if a man bas only 
been rascal long enough, he òbght to be excused! 

Below | quote the pertinent part of Mr. Jinarajavdasn’s article (pages 
609-510). The italica are mino: 


We must note the fact thal the particular mtmes for which C- W. Ja 
has been censured had been iven by hin long before he joined the T. N., 
when be Was u clergytuan fn the Chiirch, hbe himself hearing of It from 
clerical sowrees, as he explained to the eotrmittee of enquiry in 1906. 
When in 1908 there was a furious indignation againal hie, he stood 
perfectly calmly hy bis advice, explaining that he Imd given il tu 
Individnal and special cases as a propliylacite, and as preferalle to the 
advice not infrequently given by medical men. What most amaze mo 
was that all those Theosophists, who hed Anoavn and mimired © W. % 
service to Theosophy for twenty-two years, Should suddenty consider bin, 
ua having lapsed morally afi at once. They seemed Ullerly Unable to 
remember that during those twentytwo years, during whieh he hud nat 
thought fit to revise bis Ideas, he was doing excellent wark, and wus 
without doubt the centre of the force of the Masters. They knew and 
admitted his aptritual eminence in the past; hut he “fell.” 

This whole matter of the sex difficultios of youth and the best line 
of solution will no doubt be sulyed by the wisdim of the comlag gonern- 
tians. I bad not, and have not, anything to contribute to that sotution, 
But tough the whole problem came starilingly before my mind In 1806, 
1 feel jmmensely geateful that C. W. L. opened my eyes to the biggest 
protien which confronts us men—a problem which Is being constantty 
eliirked by Theosophiste as by all others. Since 1906, 1 huve tried to kcop 
my mind open to this mast perplexing problem, and to gain tnformation 
about it. What roused my indignation in 1908 was tha sudden fury of 
Theosophists who considcred him as “fallen,” merely because they Rap- 
pened fo discover for the first time ideas which he hud been holding for 
about a qnarter of a century I was bot championing C. W. L's Mens; 
but f did Nght to maintain that C. W. I. had not elauged tis nature, ar 
bia value to the Theosaphical movement, merely because nome Theoso- 
phinle thought they had “found him out.” 

The three Illustrations of H. P. D'a high regard for O. W. L. will, 
I think, be sufficient for most people, who believe that II. F. U. was not 
an ordinary woman, but ope who had deeper perceplions. Stee did nat 
call every Theosophist round her a “well-beloved friend.” Jf she re 
garded C. W. , as worthy of her high regard, dering these years when 
he held his particular tiews on ser matters, and in ante of standers 
about him tn Ceylon, I think many of us are not likely to make a mus 
take in following her example and holding hum In a similar Nigh regan 

So, then, we are to assume that II. P. B. knew ali abant G. W. L's 
ideas, and gave her assent to them by her silence! One of the “three 
Illustrations“ Js a facsimile of her dedication ju a copy of Thc Voice of 
the Sileuce (page 518) which she presonted te Leadbeater, She wrote 
W. C. Leadbeater”, She didn’t even know his name! 

It will be interesting to compare with Me Jinarajaiiasa’s infamous 
attempt to fix on II. P. R, a tacit approval of Lenilbentor's netarious 
doings what Mra, Alice Leighton Clenther says in her book, H. P. Rta- 
witsky; a Went Betrayal (page 69):

"The Face of the Lord -In The Werald of the Star for January 
(page 2) Mr, Jinarajadasa tells us that sometimes wher he has been 
looking at the face of Mr. Krishnomiact! If hes changed, and Was become 
the "Ince of the Lord.” I base no idea that Mr. Jinnrajadasa knows 
just what the Lord tooks le and would be able fo recognize Bim, any 
more than do those persons who see the face Of th devil in a ferent 
photograph of Arhat Leadbeater know what Satan Jovks like. This 
is a wellknown psychological experience which plays a large part in our 
likes and dislikes. It is, for example, quite easy lo see in a vont person 
the likeness of the tather at one moment and that of the mother at the 
next. That Mr. Jinarajadasa should be aubject to attacits af beqtific 
vision is interesting, and has Ua significance, though not the one he at 
tributes to i} Any ane who loves deeply may have a somewhat similar 
experience with the beloved. and even u pue-nose may hecome beautiful; 
possibly Mr, C. J. may have seen the face of the Holy Virgin in Mrs. C. J. 
at one time. I am not ridiculing this. My readers know that regard 
love--in its higher sense—as a perception of the higher Self of another, 
and it would be well if we all eonld percelve the Divine in our fellows, 
and they la us—then. Indeed the world would be A puradise. 


Wanted—A New League —A “World Federation ot Members of the 
Order of the Star in the Bast for the Protection of Wild Animals“ has 
recently been started (Herati of the Star for January, page 24), whith 
“opposes sacrificing one animal to torture, even Lo exempt others.“ Tho 
attention of this Order ls called to the recent plague of mice at Makers: 
field, California, where millions of mice overran the country, ke a mov- 
Ing carpet, it was said, and an attempt to cheek them by means of pol- 
soned Krain was made, Which doubtless caused them excruciating pain. 
I am not aware of the aflitude of the new Order towards animal pests, 
but It would be interesting to know how many of these kind peopla te- 
train from killing mice and rats when they enter their houses. 1 
suggest that the next order for theosophica! pr Star activities to hultiate 
should he a League for the Promotion of Birth Canirol among Animal 
Fests. Mrs, Besant would, of course, be the Protector, and could prob- 
ably give some advice on this subject, as she ones wrote a book about it. 
A contraceptive method which would be voluntarily adopted by mits and 
mice would bė a blessing to them and a boon to their fellow wild anl- 
mals, members of the Order of the Star in the East Mr. Arundale might 
collect funds tor experimenting on breeding a New race of mice Hen 
would instinetively limit thelr progeny to actmal necetstlies, thus mil- 
vaticing evolution and incidentally cutting of the supply ef thesao ahtiesis 
for cancer researel: experiments, and doing away with mousetraps.

To 
vliich might be added: Think of Mrs, Desant's hel suits against The 
jutiseplin, The Hindu and the London Daily Oruphic, all of which she 
ast; think of ber expelling Mr. J. H. Martya and eleven of his associates 
‘rom the T. 8, because they spoke what were demonstrable but unpleas- 
int truths: aud ow, after driving he Sydmey Loge from the Sonlety 
37 Canceling its charter, she tried to dispossess It of its property; think 
Wf ker calling those who disagree with her “Jesuits, and agents ef the 
Dark Forces. In fact, unlike Jesus, who when accused answered never 
a word,” Mrs, Besani has been quite as free with her tongce and quite 
2a liberal in the use of thensophiea) billingspate as any ordinary person. 
As for Mr. Ieadbeater, he las not engaged in bel suits because tha 
facts have been tow strong against him, but he has not avoided private 
slander, as in is artiele lin the Australian A. g. T. Dulletie far August, 
192) (reprinted In (he Cente tor February, 1922); a must astounding 
issue of false charges from this meek and gentle Arial. Men like Mr, 
Martyn and Mr. Wadla were accused of “batred of Theosophy,” “hostility 
to ihe Masters.“ “ulter unscrupulousness,” “malignant hatred,” “mania 
for destruclion,” aud being the victims of a disease“ Father Lead- 
neater even designated those who refused ta support a reseludion In his 
honor at the Seolionel conventlon as “Germans.” Think of that—Ger 
mintis! at that time the most opprobrious epithet that could be devised 
(E. B. T. Bulletin, May, 1822; Daun, Mey, 1922, page 13), Both he and 
Mrs. Besant, on uccasion, can be perfect old scolds This is but human 
und may be condoned, but Mr. Arundsle's game je that of the syer 
pliant. One must remember that Mrs Besant is not Ukely fo live much 
lnnger, that she has the constitutional power of nominating her successor 
in the presidancy of the T. S., and that Mr. Jinarajadasa and Mr. Arun- 
dale are racing to get it. Consequently we may expect an orgy of fal- 
tery; to which Mrs Wesant is eminently susceptible. Mr. Arundale has 
tbe best chance because, when he is not lauding Mrs. Besant, he Is 
spreaning his tai] feathers before her, while Mr. J., to his credit, is 
decidedly modest. 

Movement of the Sages—In The Heteld of the Star tor March, page 
100, i read: “It is announced that Dr. Besant, Krishnaji, and their party 
will be leaving California for England about the iniddle of April on thelr 
way to Ommen. Nolices of Dr. Besant's activities in London will appear 
in ue course in The Herald of the Star” This squashes Mr. Arundak’s 
confident assertion in Tie Austratiau Theosophist for February {page 
34), that Mrs. Besant will preside at the convention of the Ausirallan 
Seclion al Sydney, Aprli 17th. Further she has definitely promised (Nems 
and Notes, Feliruary, page 1) that she will preside at ihe London com- 
vention June Sth; The Interesting point in this ts thet by June Cth she 
will have been absent from Tudia Just thirteen months, ha ing suddenly 
eanceled ber return voyage thither just before galling. Norember 20th, 
last, thereby missing the Benares convention, which she lad promised 
to attend, and which has been missed by a T. S. president only otte 
in the history of the Society, in 1886. Considering Mrs. Besant's great 
political and theosoplical activities in India, and that Adyar is the Head- 
quarters and the meeting place of the General Council, one must ask: Why 
this sudden change and abandonment of ber long activities in India?

CALIPORNIA PRISON ROAD CAMPS 

Nate hy the dier Ine Baltur is not addieted tuo reprinting from 
olber pobiications, bet jo the present instance he feels that the suldect 
of the California prison road camp system as presenter’ in au offielal 
report will he of Interest, so be unbhishingly forgoés tie labor of wett 
something original on this topie The following ts taken from the report 
of Ben II. Milliken, Superintendent of ihe Department af Prison Road 
Camps, and is copled from Tue Island Iante u, of MeNeit Istand Jen! 
tentiury. 


The conviet pay law, which provides that a daily wage 
of not to exceed $2.50 shall be paid prisoners from the state 
penitentiaries employed in the construction of highways by 
the California Highway Commission, has been in operation 
three years. During this time a gross wage of $2.10 per 
working day has been paid the prisoners. There has heen 
deducted from this amount Lhe entire cost of their maiiten- 
ance, which includes board, camp maintenance, transportation 
from the prison to the camps and from the canips to the 
prison, guarding, medical attention, shoe and clothing repair, 
barbering, portion of expense of ptirchasing agent's depart- 
ment, salaries (including clerical work on convict records in 
camp as well as the entire expense of the headquarters of- 
fice), compensation insurance for free men in charge, reward 
for capture of eseapes, together wilh the expense of search, 
and all clathing, bedding, tobacco, ani toilet artieles. 

Previous to the enactment of the pay law, it cost an aver 
age of $2.10 per day to keep a prisoner at a vobd camp. With 
closer co-operation and economy on the part of hoth the pris- 
oners and the free men in charge, this cost has been wund 
to $1813 per day. The daily average saving of 50.287 for 
each prisoner represents the nel earning, and it will he read- 
ily seen that under this plan Lhe nse of convict lal ar costs ne 
more thian prior tò the enactment of the pay kor. On the 
contrary, the extension of the honor plan, Lic pavment of 
wages, the betterment of camp conditions, and the spportu- 
nity for individus] recognition of merit murde by closer 
contact with highway and prison officials, have all tended to 
increase the efficiency of the prisoners as road builders, 

The 1900 prisoners that have been through the road eamps 
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during the List three years have worked 445,307 days or 2196 
years of prison time. Whe net lass of prisoners due to es- 
apes is Lwenty-six, ‘lhe records nt Lhe prison and parole of- 
fice show that only 2 per cout of the prisoners released [rom 
Lhe Cette have failed to make guod. 

The total net earnings ave $127,594.78, of which $29,088.53 
has heen allotted to dependents. ‘he prisoners have left the 
camps wil an average Of $86 each, as compared with the $5 
that is provided upon relouse from prison, which is inade- 
quate lo enable a man Lo slart life anew., The largest saving 
hy any prisoner to date is $500. The average time served 
in the camps is ten and one-half months. 

The reward of $200 provided for the capture and return 
of an estuped prisoner has proven an inducement to peace 
officers, and 72 per cent of the escapes have been apprehended, 

In 1924 a new plan for selecting prisoners for the road 
camps was worked out, which has resulted in a much better 
grude of workers than before. The requirements for eligibil- 
ily Lo vowl canip assimiment include a voluntary application 
by the prisoner, perfect physical condition, a clean record in 
tho prison, and the endorsement of the department head under 
Whoni lic has worked. Every prisoner must serve the major 
portion of his sentence behind the prison walls, and even in 
the case of life termers the prisoners who are sent to road 
cunips must be eligible for an carly parole, 

in a report made to the Highway Engineer in 1917, many 
years prior to the chuchment of the pay law, the following 
Statentent described the attitude of the prisoners in the camps 
ab that time: 

he atmosphere of the camps is charged with secretive- 
ness, siilenness and silence. Conversation is in low tones. No 
lunghter or song is heard. There is always something to kiek 
leut. The desire to be eflicienl is absent, for there is no 
reward for same, The convict does as little work as possible 
and is as extravagant wilh all material as possible.“ 

The reorganization of Lhe prison road camps in 1923, un- 
der the Alco plan, providing a wage for the prisoners and con- 
centrating the supervision of the camps under one depart- 
ment, brotight aboul many changes, and the present almos- 
phere of the canips is in direct contrast with the unsatis- 
factory conditions as veporled in 1917. The prisoners and the 
free mon in charge new work in complete harmony und wn- 
derstanding of their respeelive duties and privileges, Super- 
Hitendenls add forenien who have had experience in hand- 
lings both prisoners and free men in construction work are 
unanimous in the opinion that the prisoners are more satis- 
factory in every respect. One of the most significant proofs 
of this conclusion is the fact that the labor turnover in a free 


construction camp is approximately 6% per cent per wanth, 
while in the prison camp it is bnt 11 per cent per month. 
Fights among Lhe prisoners are practically unknown, and 
although 80 per cent of the men at the camps are serving time 
for hurglary ov robbery, they do not steal from one another, 

The State Board of Prison Directors in acting on paroles 
for the road camp prisoners take into consideration their 
work and conduct, and also their financial standing. The 
prisoners realize that failure to show a saving after heing at 
camp for a reasonable length of time will mean a denial nf 
parole, and also result in being returned to the prison with 
loss of credits, therefore they make every efort to econo- 
mize. 

Recreational activity has been confined to camp limits, and 
baseball games with outside teams are not allowed. Liliwar- 
ies are well stocked with good books, The San Francisco 
News Bureau supplies several copies of all ibe latest maga- 
zines to each camp, free of charge. The San Francisco ihn 
Board of Trade calls on cach of the leading motion jucture 
companies to send a comedy and feature to the camps every 
week, Radios have been supplied by newspapers and va- 
rions individuals interested in welfare work. All expenses in- 
cidental to providing recreational aclivities at the camps are 
paid from the “Prisoners’ Fund”, derived from forfeiled earn- 
ings of prisoners who viclate camp rules. i 

The eight hours of hard wark in the open air, together 
with the wholesome recreation provided, has kept the camps 
free from the vicious practices that prevail behind prison 
walls, In the past three years the prison camps have oper- 
ated in ten different localities, and during this time there has 
not been one complaint from free people residing near the 
camps us to the conduct of the prisoners, 

Each prisoner, before road assignment, is given a pamph- 
let containing Lhe simple rules and regulations governing: his 
conduct in the prison camps. The prisoners have leurned that 
wasting materials, including food, drawing commissaries that 
are not needed, staying in from work by feigning sickness, 
trading with free people, loafing on the work, or agitating in 
camp will all result in being immediately returned to the 
prison. In eases of delinquency, after personal mvestigation 
by the writer, a report is sent to the State Boara of Prison 
Directors, and if the prisoner is found to he at faull he not 
only loses all credits earned, but in most cases forfeits his 
chance for a parole. 

To sum up the results of the first three years of opera- 
tion under the provisions of the pay plan and consolidated 
camp management, we find the following: 

The total expenditure for roads built by conviet Inher was 


$2,527,605.61, and of this amount $945,148.14 was the gross 
wage paid to prisoners. Approxiwately fifty-Lhree miles of 
heavy constrnetion has been completed. 

‘The prisoners have saved $127,594.78, with no additional 
cost to the Highway Commission. 

Unfurtunate dependents of these prisoners have received 
F290, 988.9 3 of the above. 

Eseapes and violations of camp rules have been materially 
reduced, 

Time lost from work on account of sickness has been 
reduced lo a miniuwwu and feigning sickness entirely elimi- 
nated, 

Construction costs aud prisoner maintenance costs have 
been accurately segregated, The State of California has 
been saved un average of $500 per day in prison support, as 
the prisoner's at the road camps are self-supporting. 

Udita Goment——The above report is a striking illustration ef the 
beneficial results, moral and „therwise, of paz iii convicts for their la- 
bor It is surprising thal Caliluruia, afier such au experience as this, 
has not sen its way open ta imtroduciug a santa system inco ile two 
large waited prisons, San Quentin aud Loan, IL in quite true that 
the men sent to the roal citings Are sclociod prismera und that the priv- 
Hege of bea so sent out is held up as un indveement tu good behavior; 
but wheal of that? If it ja true that this striking change of morale js 
tu be wtteibuted largely Lo making the meu feel (hal while working for 
the statn they are miso wurking for themselves, is it not likely that à 
similar result would follow even with the men within the walls?

Prom a slaned ſetler redelyed from an minete of the United States 
MWeripluary Varvacks at Fort Jay, Governor's Ishu, New York, whieh 
ig n prisoun for military prisoners under the charge of the War Depart 
ment, it weld seem thal un astonishingly lax management exists there, 
I eannut pive the letter in full, whieh Is ied with charges tov disgust- 
lug to print, but it is assertud that se perversion in its worst forin is 
rampant there, with scarcely the leust aliempt an the pari of the author- 
ktis to cheek it. Drunkeuness is prevalewt; Ue meals tin served in a 
sluveoly inanner, Lie dishes abd tables being alGwashed; ite atten- 
tion is paid te providing the immates with clean underwenr or the pre 
venttan of infection, while bedbugs are so numpraus Hiat they erwt aver 
the walls aud cetlings, and Lhe use ol jiseet exlerininitoers is unknown. 

‘There is no excuse for these conditions. if true, and they shonld be 
remedied. We ure not al war aud it cannot be sail Uuu army officers 
Are overworked, The same attention shauld be paid to decency in Lhe 
punitive establishments whlel is experten, and L suppose, entre, jp 
any Military station in the Unitel States. If they are true, —mnd 1 
du nut see huw the writer wont dure te make sueh charges uver his 
owl pine if they are not, the original cause is in be found in the War 
Dopartment in Washinglun, which does nat prøylue for its prisius siren 
Ofictive inspection as ci be wel is presided elsewhere, Nu military 
vrisuuier thunk be forced to make complaints te privile individnals pe- 
cause of the neglect of the utility authorities.

“Phe execution of one crim- 
inal,” said the Governor in u recent legislative message, “is a greater 
deterrent of crime than ihe confinement of 100 In prisan“ This is s 
tair semple of the bunkum ta which we are treated nowatays. it implica 
dust this: that those states which contine their ionterers instead of 
kiting them should have n wieder rate One hundyved times hipher tint 
chat of states whick adhere to capital punishwent, If the Governor fa 
right, it is passing strange that they should nat have diseavered this 
and that, on the contrary, it is in just those states which retain capital 
punishment that the most murders occur. California, says the Governor. 
has execented 37 murcierers in the past four years. Had they uot been 
executed, there should have been at least 3,700 murders of the same class 
in the state during (his period. Whe fert seems ta be, that capital min

library vf the While Lodge (/'heosuphist, February, 1919, page 429). 1o 
1913 these twu worthless published Man: Whence, How and Whither, œ 
prepestervirs trayesty On the Theusophy of the Masters, which was clearly 
intended tu supplant The Seerel Doctrine, and which actually attempted 
to do su by desiguating it as a product of dublous clairvoyance. Lend- 
enter produced (hose absurdilies, Ments in the Voit of Time and The 
Liens of Alevone, in whieh, us well as in Man: Rente, How ad Whither, 
Te appealed to the vanity of his dupes and bound them more closely tu 
them by assigning them importaut roles in past lives and eaunecting 
then up by inarriutze with Mimsell, Annie Besant ami Krishnamurti, 
Abut the same tine he started un Initialen mill, pretending that cer- 
tnin persuns whom he wished to make use af had taken initiations with 
the Masters, aud holding out the hope to others that they might receive 
the swine honor it they would but follow im- All these things will t 
give tiwe, if Guan wilt full down and warship me” 

The vation of (he fear coiling of a warid teacher, the reincarnation 
of Christ, and the selection of young Krishnamurti to un the cole was a 
tolatively loitniess vagary, although it contravened a definite statement 
ot H, P. B. to the effect that there would be no new teacher till about 
1978. and tendet to withdraw utiention from) the teachings which wera 
already available. A tar more bernictous innovation was the Liberal 
Catholic Church which, even had it not been founded upon fraud by a 
gang ut disreputuble geX-perverts, aud had it not used every sort of 
fraud tv force Itself upon publié attention and especially upon that of 
theusophists, was in direct conflict with the teachings of H. P. B. and 
the Masters, leading its followers to depend upon rital and priestly cer 
ona for their advancement. Whe ducirises of this church of magie 
and smells. sinetifed grense, huly water and other humhuggery, as pre 
sented by Lenghenter and ¢ndgrsed by Mrs. Vesunt. amount to a virtual 
dental of Theosophy, Leadbeater told us that sin is a “twist tn the 
ether“ (7icovaphist, Seplember, 1917), which will automatically atrajgit- 
en itself in Lime, Imt cannot be correeted by any effort of the sinner him- 
self; only a priest, by the use of the ceremonials peruliar tø the church, 
can rectify it Here we have a flat contradiction of the dorttine of Karma. 
a basic principle of Theosophy, Ho further announced that “power. or 
What Christians call “the grate of God”, is something which nu one can se 
cure by his owu efforts or worthiness, but that a priest of “npostolic suc 
cession” enn serine it for him by muttering certain prescribed incantations 
by which un ustral pipe is run ap, and “Christ himself”, standing at the 
top pours the force or grace down throngh it, wilh the alil of an assisting 
angel. from the priest it is sprinkled over the congregation and even 
over Wie surrounding country for miles around—a sort of theosopbical 
Aprii shower, wetting alike (He Just and the unjust. This force or grace 
ni God he deseribed os a sort of electricity which could be stored in 
reservoiry aid Hanffed and digtified tn a suitably constructed still, and 
ao rukt Was the pleture he drew of it that une might expeet it to be 
bottled and served from dour ta doar like the morning milk (Theosophist, 
April, 1920, pases 45-63). These are no exaggerationa; Urey are literally 
what he tells us in his hook, ive Science of the Sucraments and in a 
series of articles pubiisued by Mrs. Besant. We were even told thal tue 
devotional attitude was now becoming obsolete, that “the wave of de 
votion is receding and the wave of ceremonial rising“, and that while 
it is desirable that the priest who hands out the grace of God in the 


above fashion shall be a moral min, this is by no nieane essential, in 
fnet quite a secondary consideration. 

One books for such stuff among voodootsts, and in churehos which 
deal in mechanfeal processes of aniyalion hy proxy, unt vot tu a soeloty 
Which ance held that acht man is his own absolnte lawgiver, the dis- 
penser of glory or gloom to himeelf, the decreer of hin life, his reward, hia 
punishment” It la a direct repatiaiion of real Theosophy, of whit every 
epirituatly minded person must perceive ta be selfevilent, and yet, with 
and by the consent of Annie Besant, and with ber public endersemeant 
and her threats in the E. S, tt was and is being insintously foreed inta 
theosaphical lodges- 

Those familjar with the methods of propaganda faftowen know how 
these changes have been effected. First, through Mrs Besants N, 8, 
backed by threats of expulaton and loss of advancement in fiture ves; 
then, by using the official machinery to bring the writings of M. I. B. 
into diseredit and to push thelr own books instead, Offleial lecterers, se- 
lected from the most ardent followers of Derant and Leadbenter, went aut 
of their way to state publicly that Blavatsky was tov dliftteun to nader- 
sland and recommending instead the books of these two leaders. T'he 
Secret Doctrine waa kept carefully out of the way on top shelves or in 
the locked closet, to be consulted only at auch times as nobody bad the 
chance to real it; Blavatsky books were to be mirchased only Dy specint 
order, ami Were even Ialsely reported to be ant of print; Besant and Lead- 
beater banks were hawked shout and kept om sale on lodge book fables, 
under the charge of trusted pergotis. A “Primer nt Theosaphy" was 
placed in the hands of new members, containing n list of baoks ratom- 
mended by Leadbeater, who adviaed reading 23 books by Annie Hesant 
and 10 books by himself befere altempting to touch, If at all, Hf. P. Bos 
Secret Doctrine, and even this they were discouraged from studying, 

With the authority of Mrs, Besant the Adyar press issued a booklet 
for new mombers in which precisely the same tactics were followeii. The 
whole was clearly enough a deliberate scheme for scultling Blayatsky, 
substituting thier own evrrupted Theosophy and selling their own books. 
How tuts game ia now being worked in the Brilinh Section is referred 
to elsewhere, 


The Revivot 


Such was the condition of the Theosophical Soctety ahont the year 
of our Lord 1917 and of the Presidency of Annie Besant the 10th. Bit- 
yvaisky zun her Masters had been forgotten; the pacans of praise of 
Resant and Leadbeater, the two divinely appointed leaders, were growing 
louder and louder and nothing tint the latter eould say was too absurd 
to gain eredense. There were a few Singering members, mostly tinder a 
cloud, who held to the old faith, put for the most part these hail become 
disgusted and had teft the Society. ‘This exudus was greatly assisted 
eleven years before Wy the revelations of the seatidalons dotore of Ind 
beuter—naw accepted as a part of neothessephical ethies—folluwed by 
Mrs. Desant's surrendering her soul to him Fhose who stayed remained 
quiescent, Probably this year marked the climay, for previously to thls 
there had been no open protest In the Boclely. Dut the attempt ta force 
the Old or Liberal Catholic Church upon the Society and the dling of 
important offices by bettockeu priests of thie ehifreh nide it Clear that 
Wings had gone tog far. in America A. P. Warrington condieled a fake 
bishop on a tour trough the lodges in the attempt to gain æ foaoihold 
for it. Presently there were baptlams and the saying of the Muss in 
lodges. Then came a storm of protest; Wedgewood and his fraaduilent 
church were exposed. The Currie raised the slogan of “Rack ta Bhevateicy™ 
am! the result became apparent, slowly but markedly. 

Tiis is not the place to enter into details. Suffice it to say that large 
numbers of theosophists saw whither things were tending and turned 
back, while still others, submitting to the domination of Adyar, became

ever wore dager in thelr pursuit of angels and astral entities. Thanks 
to the wolversal tendency io run away Crom what one detests rather thao 
to stand by ane's guns and fight It. it must be said thal those in favor 
nf reform mostiy manifested their diapostiluon by leaving the Society, 
leaving oven it more rotten than before. As a society it is probably fur- 
ar today (row the original iges than It bas ever beep, Uhough it muse 
be said to ite credit that it still alu te make Theosophy, such as jt 
kuows it, a practical force in the world 

Mahle, however, there were other groupa and asseclations formed 
which repudiated Mesant and leadbeater and their new church and Mes- 
sinh, und clung to the old teachings. Some of these were lodges which 
liad severed their commections. Eyually notable were other groups whieh 
had never been Aasuclated with the T. S. at all, especially the United 
Lodge of ‘Cheosopiists, originally almost limited to Los Angeles and orig- 
inating with a group of followers of W. Q. Judge, but profiting greatly 
by the movement back to Blavatsky, B. P. Wadia of india, long a coworker 
with Annie Besant, renounced his membership aud cust bis lot with the 
United lodge, aud started in New Lots one of the largest Blavatsky cen- 
ters, Mrs, Alice L. Cleather, a student under M. P. B., bet long tn re 
tirement in India, awoke to the call to rally around her old teacher and 
published her natesutthy book, 7. P. Dirvetsky; a Orest Betrepol, with 
the result tat Ure Blavatsky Assuciatlon wan formed. In Australia the 
great Sydney Lodge, after having been manhandled hy Mrs. Besant for 
its support of Diavatsiy and its opposition to the corruption, moral and 
Olherwlee, in the T, S., bodily reorganized itself an an independent ar 
ganization. In France the Azul Lodge withdrew, after publishing a severe 
arraignment of the lenders; Louis Nevel, one Of the leading theasophista, 
resigned, lasulug a Jong memorandum embodytug his reasuns, while the 
head of the Wrench E. S. likewise withdrew from that body. Still mare 
recently a French “Back to Blavatsky” Journal was started and is still 
being published, and Jndge’s Oceun uf Theosophy was issued In French 
translation, About the same timo the Czecho-Slovak Section seceded, The 
adiperence of the greater part of the Canadian Section, T. S. to Blavalsky 
ia niso noteworthy. 

It is bmpossible to estimate the numbers thus involved. as no statis- 
ties are available, but it is certaln Ihat there was never a time when 
there were us many followers of H. P. D. as there are today. Two Imel- 
denis of epectal import may be acted as contribiiting to the revival. One 
in the publication im 1923 ef the entire tle of letters from the Masters 
M. and K. H. to A P. Sinnett, giving, although in fragmentary form, the 
peal teachings as embodied in The Noret Doctrine and other writings of 
HT. B, und at Orst hand. Whether this was “by chance”, or whether 
it was brought about through forces behind the scenes, as thought by 
some, there can be no question that it bas contributed largely to the 
asuceess Of the Nank o Diavatsky Movement, for bere we have the teach 
inga of the Masters in their own words, capable of comparison with the 
later Leachings, Somewhat later the original edition of Thr Secret Doe. 
trine Was republished at a price which placed it at the disposition of a 
fur larger circle of readers. This reissue was not only the result of an 
increcsed demand originating with the Rack to Blavaisky Movement, but 
it Las rontrihuted mot a little to its further progress. 

Un the whole, then, the outlook hos never been brighter than al pres 
ent am) should be heartening to those who are willing to fight for the 
true Theosophy. The revolt against the domination of Besant and Lead 
beater has not been without its mlebaps, however. As is always the case. 
“Whervseerur the catrase is, there will the eagles be gathered together.” 
There are always those who are walling with open arms to receive those 
who leave one movement, with the offer of something professing to be 
far better. The exodus from the Thensophical Society has lent encour- 
agement to several such movements. Instead of going directly back to 


the original theosophical teachings, many in their desire to find a sure 
footing once more, have plunged into the Arst thing that has offered, te- 
gardless of the fact that it was no better than that whlch they had teft, 
This ts not the place to enumerate them; it may be kalil, liowever, that 
they are invariably based upon some sort uf purported peyahic revelu- 
Hon and dalm to hare direct communications ether from H. P. H. or from 
some Master or Masters, whether they be the Masters of . P. IL or some 
new and hitherto unkanen ones. It ls putlietic ty see seominety sensl- 
ble people, in their desire to get back to Tlayatsky, neglecting to study 
what she has given us and, instead, taking up with some seance rovin 
apook purporting to be H. P, B., which pours forth volutes of rubbish 
having little or no resemblance to Theosophy, but gratifying that crav- 
ing which drives so many ute association with medius. What are we 
to think of those who, desiting to learn the teachings of H. P. U. and 
the Masters, neglecting ta study what they have given na, and instead of 
going to the original sources for their information, spend their time Ms- 
tenlus to the utterances nf sume medium giving what claim to be com- 
munications from Morya and Koot Hoomi?--eomniwnicationg which ure 
thelr own condemnation. And when none of {hese misisti them, how 
readily do they fall for some other “Master” who, with an air of tre 
mendous authority, an ez cethcdrd style of talking, specious promises to 
those who will forsake all and follow him, and a take ime or leave me 
attitude’, hands anten seemingly fair imitation of the original Theosophy. 
From (he sueress of the "Brother XT" of Auvarian Pounaatinn move- 
ment, it would seem that where other methoits fat), uullmited wess and 
n studied pumposity Of manner are sure to succeed. The Rrather XII" 
Mahatma, whatever he may be, reminds one of a Wedgwood or an Arun- 
dale speaking from the astral plune. 

The present writer would suggest ta those who want to get Back to 
Blavatsky to get there by the direct ronte, the books whieh Dlavataky 
wrote, and the letters of the Masters to Smnett, Let them hear in mind 
the parable of the man out of whom the devil was cast, and whose empty 
body was an invitailon to seven other devils worse than the Heat. Let 
them provide themselves with a supply of genyine theosophival literature, 
and then lock their front door till they have mastered it, and thus they 
will be saved from delusion.

The Ehegavad Cita finds an obscure place among the books of Annie 
Besant, T. Subba Row's bouk on The Philosophy of the Rhagaved Ota 
is excellent, bnt such magnificent classics as The Voice of the Silence and 
Light on the Path are excluded, as are also Isis tnneiled, The Key to 


Thevsuphy, She Secret tus zinc. The Mahdiwa Letters tu Siunett, and 
eren the two swal volumes of Letters from the Musters edited by Mr. 
Jinarajaikiss. This ts natural enough, for they are iacñthupatihie with the 
wtibers. Un the contrary, stullente are recommfrended to study Mrs. Ke- 
fant's Anfobiogriphe, which Ie not a thessophicn| baek, and Mr. Leat- 
henter's Scene of the Sacraments, which describes how the Grace of Gud 
in tanked, poured duwn through astral pipes and scattered around by a 
prient. 

In fact, With two or three exceptions these books are not Thensophy at 
all. They are a mixture of the rhetorical tmanities of Annie Besant and 
the psychic vagaries of C. W, Leadbenter, none of which would pass mus- 
ver im the light of the original teachings. The neglect of H. P. B. and 
of ihe Masters Is seandaluus, The Britich Sectton is clearly in the hands 
of the nents Of these two pseudo-theosephists, and is being used us a 
means of selling thelr books, aml the Three Objects enunciated on page 
1 should be supplemented, If not preceded, by a fourth Object: 

“To sell, buy, and cause to be sold and bought, the publications of 
Annie Besant and C. W. Leadbeater.” 

Tuis is confirmed by the announcement that members are requesied 
to make a spevia) point of buying Besant books in commemoration of her 
Soth birthday. What utter nonsense! If it ts the object of the British 
Section o spread Theosophy, why Goes it Hmit its efforts to this ane 
writer, nud why Chis constant talk about birthdays, always accompanied 
by an appeal for cash?

It is, hows 
ever, somewhat amusing to read (page 51), that C W. I. is “bearing his 
cross", for few have Lad thelr bread buttered and smeared with jam un 
both aides os lie has, To live in a palace; to have a bevy of adoring ladies 
jo walt on him from the rising of the sun eveu unto the going down of 
the same, to kay nothing of the special angel who, so he tells us. Is con- 
stantly lu waiting upon him to run his errands and carry his orders and 
cash enough to travel anywhere the police will let him; these surely, ore 
a rather delightful cross to bear, As to the nalure of this cross we are 
apprised in a picture on a later page In the same issue—unlike Christ, 
who bore his on his back, C. W. L. wears his on his tummy. But the ell 
max is reached In a statement by another eulogist on page 51, that “In 
all likelihood the name of Bishop Leadbeater in later centuries will be

From the announced fact tust the frat 
Congress will be held at Ommen in 1927 at the same time as [hat of the 
Order of the Star m the Enst I suppose that the medical researches and 
hygienic rules of Mr. Leadbeater will serye as a model. Lest any one 
donbt the ability of this seer to make the subject of “theogoptieal path- 
ology” ridtenluns, let him rend Mr. Jiparejadasa’s presentation (ae 
Theosophist, January, 1927, nage 421) of Lendbeater’s researches on 
cancor, arthritis, neurliits, paralysis und epilepsy. 

Star Congress at Ommen.—From The eg of the Stir T learn that 
the annual camp meeting of the Star in the Kast will be told at Ommen, 
Holland, August 5th to 13ih. The Lord will be there, ewige Mrs, 
Pesant, but bables, dogg aud people with balls will not be admiited, 
Other details as tu getting in and not gelling put out will be found in 
The Herald of the Star, February, pages 113-6. 


Frenzied Findutt.— Mr. George S. Arundale, as editor of The Aus 
tralian Theosophist, is engaging in the rather questionable proceeding 
ot recommending T. S. members to patronize business concerns whieh 
make use of his broadcasting station for advertising purposes. It may 
not be un important matter that he uses the reading columns of The 
Australian Theosophist (January, page 31) to recommend Stallax Hair 
Shampoo or Barri Agar Face Powder, but when he suggests lo theoso- 
phists that they invest in a timber land project In New Zealand whieh 
is to yield £500 on every £25 Invested, the only security he has againat 
nelng mobbed by his trate dupes is that the scheme will not mature for 
twenty-live years. But as some sage remarked: “Fools rush in where 
angels fear to tread.” 

Canedioan Blusphomy—The editor of The CaAristian Fugue, of Toran. 
to, was recently given à prison sentence of sixty days, with subsequent 
deportation recommended, for “blasphemy”. The unfortunate editor called 
the seriptural Jehovah “an irate old party,“ which was regarded by the 
jury as a scurrilous libel on God, although every une wl these three 
charges js strictly scriptural, The Bible speaks of the wrath of God, 
says he Is older than the world, and that he conslets of three persons, 
certainty enough to constitule a “party.” What the jury should have 
found the editor guilty of ts “indecent exposure” of their own creed. 


SUL mere amusing was the charge of the jadge, who informed ins jury 
iat while it is no offense against the law to express disbelief in God 
in « respectful way, it Locomes an offense when it is done in a disrespect- 
ful fashion. From this we may infer that in Canada white one may 
lugally express tits disbelief in a Gud of Love, he subjects himself to 
penully when ho says he dishelieves in a God who is “an Irate old party.” 

Death of “New India". —Mrs, Desant's political newspaper, New India, 
has notified Its subscribers tliat it bas ceased publieation. This is not in 
the least surprising. With Mrs. Besant absent from India for nearly a 
year, and shouting at “British misrule” from beyond international boun- 
daries, aud her coolly culling the all-important Benares Convention and 
leaving the moths te eat up her Adyar wardrobe, one wonders whether 
she has found the “Kingdom of Happiness’ at Ojai more alluring than 
the warpndh and has renounced politics, or whether she has had politics 
revonneed for her, It is interesting ta note that her recent book, adw, 
Bend or lee, is published in America, and is not adverlised in The 
Vhcosophist. — 


Theosophy in Hongary.—lt is reported that The &ecrei Doctrine has 
been tralistated into the Hungarian language This will he the first op 
portunity, prabably, that those reading only this language have had for 
learning what Theosephy really is.

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THE SACCO-VANZETTI AFFAIR AGAIN 


So much has been written on the Sacco-Vanvetti euse that 
it would seem that nothing remains to be said. Over $300,100 
has been spent by the Defense Committee alone lo seeure a 
reconsideration of the verdict, anc without doubt far more 
has been spent privately, in publication, in newspaper articles 
and in the cost of protest meetings. It may he assumed that 
no case has ever attracted such universal atlention all over 
the Western world, that no persons convicted of eie have 
ever been the recipients of such universal sympathy. Iun- 
dreds of thousands of persons have entered protests in one 
form or another, and these range front the ordinary person 
who is rendy to sign a petition or protest against alnwst any- 
thing without having deeply sturied the merits of the cuse, to 
large numbers of people of the highest standing, including 
many presidents and professors of leading universilivs, cler- 
gymen, and, which is more impressive, members of the bar 
and oficials of law schools, who can be presumed to have 
sound legal reasons Tor their protests. 

All of this is the more interesting because, behind it all, 
is the question of whether Lhe people own the law and the 
courts, or whether these awn the people: whether an insten- 
ment, designed to protect society aml to secure justice, may 
he made, in the hands of its agents, an instrament for de- 
feating justice; whether veneration for law auc court may 
not degenerate into a blind superstition which insists upon 
their infallibility and declines te regard them as still imper- 
fect tools. 

Tt will be remembered that Judge Webster Thaver te- 
viewed the appeal for a new trial, and refused it, notwill- 
standing that new evidence had come to light; and that the 
Massachusetts Supreme Cowt reviewed Judge Thayer's i- 
view, and considered that everything was in entire accord with 
law and legal procedure. It is as if a mathematician were 
called upon to decide the validity of the solution of a compl 
cated mathematical equation. Ile decides that the solution 
is mathematically correct, but does not express himself upon 
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Lhe question as to whether the various Iactors, «, y, 2, are 
expressions of Inet. The machine has functioned perfectly, 
whether it has ground grain do powder Or a man to jiince- 
mwak And that is just what so many are kickiog against. 
he legal machinery is perfect, but it has produced results 
which most people think it was never intended to produce, 

Two or three classes of persons have strongly expressed 
themselves as against a rehwarings of thie case. Many of 
these, apparently, belong lo the dass that thinks that the 
courts, like the King, can do no wrong, If the court con- 
demas a man, he is guilty, and that’s all here is to it. This 
is a patura altitude enough, But others yo further, There 
are these who have such venerubion for the law that they 
think it would be better Lo allow a mistake to puss by un- 
remedied, than to call the infallibility of the courts in ques- 
tion, They are sorry enough for Sacco and Vanzetti if a 
mistake lias been made, but these toen have to be made mar- 
tyrs of to sustain the majesty of the hav, What, suy they, 
would happen if it should get around that the Suprene Court 
is nol infwlible, or What a judge may be biased and bigoted? 
Clearly, we should be striking al the roots of social security. 

ar worse than these are those who deliberately maintain 
that since Sacco aud Vanzetti are radicals, and therefore ene- 
mics af society us it exists, they are ipse facto criminals and 
should he pul to death anyway, whether they ave guilty of 
the welual chargo of murder or not. Even if they didn't kill 
the South Braintree paymaster and his guard, they are po- 
tentis! murderers and should be pat out of the way before 
they actoally murder somebody. One T. A. Johnson, an agent 
of the National Surely Company of Buffalo, wrote to Gov- 
ernor Fuller opposing a review of the case, his argument being 
that en first class hanging in any community does good, some- 
times.“ In the opinion of this gentleman, the hanging is the 
jwportant point, not whether the person hung has done any- 
thing lo deserve it. Anybody will do; Mr, Johnson himself, 
dangling fron the end of n rope, or sizzling in an electric 
chair, would be an excellent illustration of What might happen 
to von or me should we commit murder. Mr. Johnson 
isw'l even original, We know of the procedure followed in 
Antwerp, where u row of cilizens was lined up and one in 
every ten shot, not because the victims had done anything, 
Mul as a Warning bo others. It is respectfully suggested that 
Mr. Johnson offer himself us an example, for the fewer peo- 
ple we have with such ideas the betler, 

All these persons deliboyately close their eyes to the 
facls— that is, if they have sullicient intelligence lo grasp 
them in their better moments, —that the object of a criminal 
procedure is to decide whether the accused is, or is not guilty 
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of a certain act specified with the utmost exactness in the 
indictment; that failure to establish the faet, as charged, 
should lead to a verdict of not guilty; that the accused, evon 
if declared guilty, must be given the luenefit of any new evi- 
dence in his favor; that it makes no difference whatever what 
other evidences of criminality may appear daring the trial, 
they are not to be taken into account in the verdicl UF it 
should transpire in ihe course of a trial under a cluuge of 
murder that the defendant has not eommſtted murder but has 
committed burglary, the court must acit him; it eanwot 
send him to prison for the burglary; fer that an entirely new 
triul must he held. 

This is something which those who want to have Sueee 
and Vanzetti executed as dangerous characters shokli ve 
member. One can understand the feeling of those who would 
like to see radicals ung; but as there is no Jaw providing for 
the hanging of radicals as such, the question lies beyond Lhe 
jurisdiction of the court, 

Yet there is the strongest sort of evidence that the court 
which tried Saceo and Vanzetti was influenced by such mo- 
tives. A prejudice against them as radicals was deliberately 
fostered in the minds of the jury, and there are several alli- 
dayits of respectable people to the offect that Judge Thayer 
entertained a determined attitude of hatred not only agzünst 
Sacco and Vanzetti during the whole course of the trial, but 
towards the defending altorneys, towards whom he used in 
conversation derisive and opprobrious epithets. It las trans- 
pired that in his charge to the jury he deliberately twisted 
and perverted Lhe evidence given by a pistol expert so as to 
make it appear that the latter had dircetly stated that the 
botlet found in the body of one of the murdered men was fired 
from Sacco’s revolver, when all that was said was that it 
might have been fired from it. In fact, Judge Thayer seenis 
pretty thoraughly to have destroyed his reputation for judicial 
impartiality during the tcial, and therefore his fitness to pre- 
side over it, by letting his tongue wag in public while Lhe Lrial 
Was going on. Whether such acts are consistent wilh the ma- 
jesty of the law and the courts, which must he preserved at 
all hazards, it is for those who insist on these to consider. 

Finally, it must not be forgotten that three late employes 
of the U. S. Department of Justice have sworn that that de- 
partment has in its files evidence which it collected ut the 
time which, if known, would tend to exonernic Saceo and 
Vanzetli, and that this evidence is being deliberalely held 
back by Attorney General Sargent, who has reftised to lil- 
erate it, and who would allow these two men te die rather 
than that the “proprieties” may be violated. (See Critic, 
November, 1926).

Nute dn fhe Lditer—The following is part of an article on the Amer) 
con rien Association in The News-Litier, by W. F. Penn, President of 
Ihe Asseciation: 

The meeting of ihe American Iron Association in che Fall of 1926, 
at Pituah, brought ta Mat elity a nullable gathering, Delegates from 
practically every alate in the Union were there, and the subjects treated 
rinned fram Prevention ta Kehabilitation of Prisoners and their after care 
pon release, Men tad women Matton known for their study uf these 
problems, presented splendid papera nud the discussions were most inter- 
esting; the entire meeting was filled with heipful constructive thought. 

The underlying causes of crime will probably never be definitely 
known; thousands of volumes lave been written upon the subject and yet 
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it ever presenta increasing diffineliles af solutinn, Just why Ihis is 
the American Prison Assoclattun has been for many years endeavoring tH 
delermine Many voller orgatizations are also encaged in thts Interesting 
pursail ef knowledge that will aid them im unraveling the mystery—- 
hut as yet no panacea. Every decude acems to present a different set of 
problems for the solving of the enigma and, in the menotinw, mien are 
wroplig for all the light possible to assist them in dealing with the 
situation, 

America is accuned of being: fox in lis punishment of the criminal amd 
is compared unfavorably with the countries of Europe in tuts recard, 
especially with Mngland. In this connection, it must be rememboped that 
in the forty-elght states of the Union, there are almost as many ways 
of handling the criminal. When this is taken into consideration, it must 
be admitted that this eonnicy ts meeting its problems zu pennlogy with 
greater courage aum efficiency than ix generally supposed, Met pen 
those who hape the day will cone when no ane will te placed e 
prison bare and the adyucites a panistunent tn revenge fer ere, Liere 
is a happy medium. We ghoul see the time when there will le amch 
coordination amoung Jurists awl penologists throughout the Untied States 
thut. under the sane conditions, these who break the law wil) receive 
praclically the same pinishownt Reqnisition between stanten, Miti even 
nations, should be stripped of many of ita teclyrical requleenients; in- 
quires should be directed, not se much towards keeping the suspect fron 
baing transferred, as toward ascertaining ibe goed failh of Tue who 
make the request. Local conditions in the diferent stasies must, at ali 
times, be recognized and will ever play a great part in the making, as 
well as in the administration of the taws. 

for example, there Js great difference of opinion as to the employment 
of prisoners and some states will nat alluw thom to work ot pawl build- 
ing, or in any other cupacity, if by chance their labor will che ihn entu- 
petition, even in the slightest degree, with that whieh ig treu, Minas 
sota and Pennsylvania, for instunge, present stinations in this respect 
that are as wide apart as the poles, In the former slate, the prisons 
are practically self-sustaining, but made so because the products of their 
factories are sold in the open’ markie fn Pennsylvania, the Siotetse 
System if in vogue, with many restrictions concerning maehliery iu- 
stalled In prisons. This enalles the State to employ but enmparatively 
few of its Penitentiary prisoners, hundreds of them remaining in idle- 
ness. A proposition to permit these idle mon to work un the public 
roads met with determined opposition the moment the subject was 
broached. In the meantime, these convicts languish in prison with noth- 
ing to do and thus are enduring a living denth. Work, am pleuty of 
it, is the beginning and end of rehobititatiun. Where ile is denten. 
there gloom and despair take pomsession. 

If ihe states of the Union might be grouped In regione where inler 
ests mre practically the same and the leaded less and de kiste 
woul meet in conference on the best way to handie these lens 
not only ktw enforcement, hut what is mare important, lie makta and 
making lies wuniforvi—there would be a ſesseniuß of all erime, through 
better laws and a better unidorsianding with these charged wiih putting 
them into operation. No langer, then, would any owe state olfer a safer 
place for the criminal to operate tan wamhi uny iher; metther wonte 
it offer un asylum to him wader ung eipennesianees.

The “Memory” of Mr. G. R. S. Mead 

Haw far the memory of long past events, unsupported by records made 
at (he time, can be depended upon, is not ouly an Interesifinge but an 
exceedingly important and practical question. We all believe thut thnt 
whieh we remember actually lappened, and we resent the fiipyitation 
that our memory may play us tricks, that we may confuse Mat which 
really ocourred with Umt which we Nave imagined, suspected, desired, 
feared, that that which we have before fir mind's oye as a mutier ef 
personal experience may be nothing of the sort, but rather, in white or 
in puri, a sort of dream which we have mistaken for reality. Vet notte 
ing iè more certain than that memory ia fallible. We pot unly forget, 
but we remember things which never happened, aud while ean be det 
nitely and positively proved paver to havo happened within our export 
ence al the time. Certain it is, toa, thet memory fona mot fomrose by 

. As lime elapses sone detalls of an event ur scene are forgotten, 
while other ideas attach themselves to our menial picture, so that it 
may oceur that in time the resulting momory is amn entirely Taler, 
while perhaps retaining all the vividness of acinality, When several 
persons have been witnesses of the same occurrence this process is going 
on tidependently in the minds of each, su that no matter how well they 
may have agreed at the Ume they may come to have entirely lf 
ferent and conflicting reeolicctions as time gees om. Persons wha ore 
ander criminal charges usually find I to their interest ty bave their 
trial postponed as long as possible, partiy for the reason that the memnry 
of witnesses becomes rapidly Impale; they are ware likely tu con 
tradſet each other, to the befiddlemnent of the Jury and the olnions sud-

They were Liese: That if would join 
up with the Judge section and gato te U. S. A, cher would give it 
their Wessiug and support: that il 1 refused, they would turn the whole 
Vhensophical Society adrift and throw all their influence into the Rost. 
cruciin movement. 

is this statement to he regarded as a wue momory or au Illusory 
one? Even supposing such an interview to have laken place, what evi- 
dence has Mr, Mead that the woman was telling the truth avout Judge, 
nud that she wae not merely fishing for business? Is nut Ute very fact, 
if tact it was, thot she approached Mead with n suggestion to Jolit the 
Judge luctſon. backed by the statement tal Judge was a fraud, a sulfi- 
cient proof of her moral and mental irrespousibility? One wanders that 
Mr. Meid could have regarded it us anything other than a joke. 

Mr. Mead further says (page 323); 

Subsequently, audther old friend whe bad been in Lansdowne road 
and Avenue road with us, and bad gone to the U. S. A. to work under 
Judge, and who had helped him in the forging of (hese messages, came 
to Landau and owned tp to me. 

Whether this “old itiend", who Wad been a confederate in a fraud, 
was conscience stricken or awed by Mr. Mead, daes not appear, but Judge 
was a lawyer and as abel presumably sequaitited witli the hazards of 
forgery, and it is exceedingly improbable that tte was fool enough to 
have employed a confederale instead of doling the very simple tricks In 
privacy. Certainly, writing with a blue or red pencil over the face of a 
letter and alfixing a seal are not acts whieh wonld call for an assistant 
aud the risk uf exposure ‘The story is entertaining hut by un means 
convincing. 

Mr Mend's memory necis inspecling in olber respects. in his in- 
teresting article Iu The Quest, April. 1926 (page 294) be says: 

On February 17, 1907, the Presfdent Foumter, Colonel H, S. Otcott. died. 
In eausideriug previously this sometime necessary fature event, those of 
us who were chiefly inferesied in the frrtunes of the Society, bad always 
agreed that in no case could the private leadership of the Esoteric Sec- 
tion, which was founded entirely on a purely dogmatic basis, and the 
public Presidential office of a Society with a professedly entirely open and 


undosmatic platform be combined ty the sume person, This ryufed ont 
Mrs. Nesant from the future presidency. ‘The diffleully was to find a 
fit candidate to succeed Olcott. The post was offered to myself; but T 
refused. . . . Mrs. Resant, whose memory was always conveniently short 
when there wus nny opporiunity of extending her position and „satin 
herself, allowed herself ta be nominated by some vociferous followers, 
By the teamwork of the E S. under her orders througout che Theosiph- 
ica] world she wag duly elevted. T oppused her election publicly. 

This entirely misrepresents the facts. The Met ia that Col. Olcott, 
on Wis deathhbod, and acting upon what purported (o be diract orders 
from the Mahatmus who appeared to him personally, “appointed” Annie 
Besant af his successor in the presidency. His letter making this an- 
nouncement and dated Adyar, January Tik, 107. was widely eirrulated 
and was known lo Mr. Mend, It will be found in The Theosophie Mes- 
senger, April, 1907, page 99. It appears that the Preaident Pounder bad 
been accorded the rather empty privilege of nominating bia sucdessor, 
subject to ratification by a vole of the members, After sanm qulldiding 
as to whether this “appointment by psychic orders” wus a regular nam 
nation an election was held and Mrs. Besant received the requisite num 
ber of votes, That she was "nominated by some vociferous lollowera” 
does not appear, however vociferous these may have been ia supporting 
her nomination by Col. Olcott. Who offered the post te Mr, Meat remains 
a mystery. He was clearly in great demand, for be Mintel tells us (let- 
ter to the T. S., March 1, 1907, in The Theosophe Messenger, April, 1907, 
page 109) that the Mahaimas even appointed hin aa Vice Presidint! 

Mr. Mend's recent statements about his relationship to ML P, B. ang 
his editorial functions are equally open to questlon, In Phe Quest, April, 
3928, page 290, he telis us: 


In 1889 I gave up my profession of teaching, and went to work wilh 
Yelena Petrovna [iInvatskala (generally known as Mie, Wayateky). For 
the Just threo years of her Ufe I was ber private secrotary, and in closest 
intimacy with her, 1 Was sul-editor of her monthly magarine,.,. 

And in the Oceult Review article abuve quoted (page 320) he saya: 
spenking of The Secret Doctrine: 


1 come now tv the editing of the revised edilion. My conipetence, 
such as It was, wul authority for this tusk depended from the fact that 
for the last three years of her life, I had Piglishen, correctet or edited 
everything H. P. B. wrote for publication, including the MS. ef The 
Foice of ine Silence, und that, ton, with her entire assent aud approval. 
She was quite humble in this respect lu regard to the form of the betler 
things sha wrote, or had written through her. 


Now M. P. U, died May 8th, 1801, Tf the above date-188"—1s correct, 
he could not have been ber private sceretary “for the last three years 
of her lite.“ Further, The Secret Doctrine was pat thrmigh the press in 
1888, which is included in these “last three years,” and was hy Tur the 
most important wurk she Mid, yet Mr. Mead had nothing whatever to 
do with ifs publication, As for Te Voice of the Silence, firat published 
in 1889, and the Key to Theosophy, also firat published im 1889, 
the originals of these are highly characteristic of Ii P. B. if 
Mr. Mead bad "Englished, corrected or edited” the original mamiseript 
of The Votee of the Silence, why was it necessury to make a Miriher come 
ete revision after her death, as was done in the current Landon edition, 
the changes in which ure characteristic of Mr. Mòd? (See Cre, Jan: 
uary 3, 17, 1923). And if he had such complete Mborty with The Key to 
Theosophy, why was It necessary, after her death, to make changes aver- 
aging one to every three lines? (See CRecce, Aust 1. 1922). Lot owe 
place the originals and the revisions side by side and it will be obylous 
that it Mr. Mead really did any work on the originals at all, he did not 
bnve the sweeping authority he claims and dtl not dure to make the 
changes he made Jater when she was dead and could not check his pro- 
clivities, 
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Now (bal Mr. Mead sceins io We in the mood of talking for posterity, 
perhaps We will teil us Whether, in vlew of what he says of Mr. Judge 
today, he was really tolling the truth in 1895 when he stated that he could 
gtt no Straigh\forward reply Lo any question, und also why, if he was 
really the allimpurtaut person in H. P. B.'s office that he now professes 
to hava heen, he diil nob make thuse revisions ot Ibe time, instead of 
walling Ull she was out of the way. The two articles referred to, In 
teresting as they are, are quite as much an exposé of Mr, Mead ag an 
expusition of ceriain phases of theesophienl history: im fact, I think 
they are decidedly more so, Here we have the resl Mr. Mead, while we 
va us * real Lheosephical history. And far Wils revelation he is to be 
thanked. 


The Blavatsky Assaciation 


The Glayataky Association, amovg tis other activities, Is engaged in 
pobliahing articles by its members In defense of IL P. Mlayatsky against 
ber numerous detractors. These are published, or reprinted, in its Prò- 
ceedings, Which appear tu be issued at Irregular intervals for private ctr 
enlatiun, but which cum probably he oblained by thase interested. 

This 1 consider än extremely valuable kind of wark, the importance 
of whieh is often overlooked even by H. P. B.'s most deroted Iollowers. 
It must wt be forgviten that various sporiows Theusophies“ are being 
forced upon the public by persons calling themselves theosoplists, nat 
only with great energy, but apparently wilh the ald ut almost unlimited 
funds. Sotae of these profess allegiance tu IT. P. B., but in practice Lotally 
iguore her léachligs, as witness the recent ecandalous action of the Brit- 
ieit Section of the Theosophical Suciety in publishing 2 lone list of books 
recommended for study 86 in alli—from whitch the writings of H. P. B. 
and the letters of the Masters are totally omitted. Still others make a 
pretense of following H. P. B., while in reality using ber or her books 
only as a bail fur capturing converts to their own supposed newer reve- 
lations or extensions, Nesiddes these there is a class whieh consists of 
former naneronts who bave begun to distrust her mission and ber ehar- 
ñeler, aud who now beliltle or openly attach ber, ani) with much show 
of expert or historieal Information end personal reminiscences which on 
careful examination appear to be largely spurious or questionable These 
classes ure lar mure dangerous for {he Theosophical movement Uren are 
ihe attacks of outsiders wlio know nothing of thensophical teachings, and 
who get their supposed Information at second-hand, 

At the present time, and as a reactlom from the Back to Blavatsky 
Movement, charges are belug made which, if ue, would seriously com- 
promise or wholly destroy ber standing as a tiessenger of the Masters 
and us un honest human being, and which would even make the Masters 
an tuvention of her own for her own purposes. The names and rept- 
tations of some of these detractors are such mat It is impossible to ignore 
then. It is therefore imperative that every honest efort pessible shall 
be made to examine these charges in a judicial spirit, to sift the evi 
donde pro and con and to bring forward in rebuttal the large amount of 
testimony whiel was accumulated during her lite, which has been allowed 
to be forgotlei When one considers the sufferings which she underwent 
iu suppert of her emuse, nnd the almost unanimous testimony of her 
Closest untoeintes Lo her intense sincerity and conviction, the charge that 
she wrote the Mahatna Letters and invented the Masters in support of 
a philosophy of her own devising would seen) prepnaterdus. Neverthe- 
less, us such Charges are belng made and are claimed to be hased upon 
netua) evidence, it is necessary lo exautine them in the light of all nb- 
tainable facts. It is Ro very creditable attitnite which is manifested vy 
those who simply shnt their eyes and accept everything in blind faith, 
leaving the detractors to work what havoc they may. The ‘Theosophical 
Movement needs its soldiers and fighters as well as its teachers and 


students, and while it is not to be expected that everybody stall lake part 
in a discussion involving so many questions of psychology, Ihe possiblitty 
of super-normal phenomena, the identity or differences of handwriting, 
the value of evidence based upon the recollection wf long past events and 
much more, every theosophist should lend his support to those doing this 
work for him. 

Tt is such defense work that the Blavatsky Association bas under, 
taken and in view of recent developments 1 anticipate that the ktuture 
issues of The Proecedings will contaln same very lively reading 

The March issue contains the two contradiclory letters of James M. 
Pryse regarding the revision of The Sceret Doctrine, articles by Wiliam 
Kingsland on H: P. B., and others by Mrs. Davey and Mrs. Cieather. 
One of the most interesting features is the photographs of two pages of 
Mrs. Desant's third volume of The Secret Poecirine, showing at a glance, 
ky tnterlineation, the astounding liberttes which Mrs. Desant took with 
the esoteric papers of If P. . No one can see these without perceiving 
that the charges of tampering are not \infounded.

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REPORT 

The Prison Association of New York is a society cnm- 
posed of private citizens, bul which has a sensi-olficial status 
in that it is incorporated under a special legislative aet which 
provides that “the said exeeutive committee [of the Prison 
Association] by such committee as they shall from time to 
time appoint, shall have the power, aml it shall be their duty 
to visit, inspect and examine all the prisons of the State, and 
annually to report to the Legislature their state and condition 
and all such other things in regurd to them as may enalile the 
Legislature to perfect their government and discipline.” The 
Association has been in existence and has acted under this nu- 
thorization since 1845 anid the present 1926 report is the 
eighty-second of the series. N 

The purposes of the Prison Association of New York are 
thus summarized (page 4): 

J. The protection of society against crime. 

2 The prevention of crime, aud enpeelally of jnvenile delinquency. 

J. Protection for those unjustiy aceused, 

4. Parole and probation, when suitable. 

. Impravement in prisons and prison discipline. 

6 Employment and other assistance for released or discharged pris- 

oners. 

7. Necessary aid for prisoners’ families, 

R. Supervision of those on probation and parole. 

9. Needed legislation. 
10, Publicity in prison reform 
11. Research and advice. 


From these it will he seen that on the one hand the As- 
sociation is directly concerned with the protection of society 
against the criminal, with the prevention of crime, Lhe stutly 
of its causes and the recommendation of suitable legislation 
looking towards these ends, and, on the other, it is phihin- 
thrapie in ils aims, giving assistance to released prisoners 
and to their families during confinement, and dealing with hu- 
manitarian methods of reform, Its cxeentive ecommiltee con- 
tains well known persons, among them George W. Kirchwey 
and B. Ogden Chisolm, kaown everywhere for their sympa- 
thetic attitude towards th» prisoner and their endorsement af 


hanane methods in penolugy. The secretary is the indefatig- 
able I. R. Cass, alse sceretary of the American Prison Assu- 
ciulion, 

lu filling these two roles the Agsocislion occupies a middle 
position between (he erimiun) and the publie; a fortunate po- 
sition, | Liik, as it is thereby compelled to avoid the extreme 
hostility everywhere manifest today and in evidence not only 
in the press, Dat in legislative committees and official or self- 
nppoimted erine connaissions, and um the other land, is forced 
to avoid Loo greal leniency. How well it does this can he 
seen hy reading the report of 18% pages, to which but a few 
lines enn be devoted here, 

It is interesting to note that of the numerous bills before 
the lust legislature most of those sponsored ov endorsed by the 
Association were passed, while nearly all which it Opposed were 
defeated. IU appears that the famous, or infamous, Baumes law 
requiring that all fourth time offenders shall be sentenced 
to life inprisomment without qualification or discretion on the 
park of the court otiginated with the Association, and while 
the report makes un attempt to justify this drastic law its 
chaim that in by fay the greater number of eases this course 
is justified cannot be aceepted as valid. No law is a just law 
whieh daes not allow a reasonable discretion to the judge in 
passin sentence. 

The discussion vf the New York parole laws is of greal 
valuo, and it appears thal the unsatisfactory functioning of 
the Taw does not lie in the law ilself on in the princie of 
parolo, but in the inadequate provision for enough paid ex- 
pert parole officials who receive suficient remnneration to 
permit then to devote their entire time to studying the 
cases coming before them and who are therefore likely to 
jnake serious bluniters such us have conproniised the law and 
the very principle of parole itself in the eyes of the public. 
As the report states: “The detontmning the fitness of a pris- 
oner for release veqiures more (an a cursory judgment of 
his conduet within the institution. It is a serious responsi- 
bility and slemands a highly qualified parole board, giving full 
time service. Further, there must be provided an adeguate 
stilt af parole officers tu supervise those on parole, and these 
masi be trained parole officers,” Iu this canneetion there is 
a “Digest of the Indeterminate Sentence Laws and Parole 
Riles” of exch state, which is commended for study as show- 
ing lo what a great extent our criminal legislation is a matter 
of vuesswork aml of experimentation. No one should at- 
templ Lo taniper wilh existing laws or bo enact new ones with- 
out seeing what other states are doing. This section is alse 
issued as a reprint whieh ean be had on request. 

The Prison Association hus long advocated the establish- 


ment at Sing Sing of a fully equipped and manned psyehiutric 
clinic where all persons under sentence shall be carefully stud- 
ied previous to their assignment to other prisons and to a 
definite kind of work. Sing Sing would then be chiefly a 
piace of temporary sojourn or receiving station and the other 
state prisons would be organized and equipped to deal with 
different classes of offenders. There has been much talk of 
this, but as yet but little has heen effeeted. 

The sections on the Relief Bureau and the Employment 
Bureau present the more humane side of the Assoeiation’s 
work, Attention is called to the fact that the stale pays Lhe 
working prisoner but a cent-and-a-hulf a day remuneration, 
with the result that there is muelh distress in the families of 
prisoners, which the Association attempts to relieve within its 
means. Several striking: illustrations wre given of the way 
in whieh the state, in attempting to protect the public, works 
injustice upon his innocent dependents. In referring to the 
work of securing employment for released convicts it is 
pointed out that professional men and those whe have held 
positions of responsibility are practically Wack-listed, Attor- 
neys und pliysicians are nat permitted to resume their prac- 
tice, while those wha have held positions of trust requiring 
bond are refused by the bonding companies, ann chaniTeurs 
and taxi drivers are refused licenses to Follow their calling. 
Many large industries are averse to employing ex-convicts, 
not always because they would not help those who are worthy, 
but because of rules holding subordinate otticiats responsible 
for delinquency in such cases, hese therefore beiug unovilling 
to assume the risk in accepting such applicants, It is dislress- 
ing to note that of 1,115 ex-copvicts who applied Lo the As- 
sociation in 1926, only 6h2 were placed. What became of the 
others, the Lord knows; some, wilhont dows, bad to choose 
between staryalion and vrime, and if driven to the latter felt 
into the hands of the Baumes law. No figures coukl speak 
' more eloquently against this legal inonstrosity. 

The report does not take up the question of the disposal of 
prison-made goods and therefore avoids diseussion of the 
absurd “state use system,” for the continuance of which New 
York is largely responsible. 

Finally, there is a well-based protest against the boarding 
of Federal prisoners in New York penituntiaries and jails, the 
Department of Justice paying for their keep 4 sum often fur 
short of the cost to the city or state. The city of New York 
alone loses about $25,000 a year in hoarding: Federal prisoners 
below cost, while the burden imposed on taxpayers in the 
entire United States is not less than $125,000 a year. Further, 
strange as it may seem, Federal prisoners thus housed regard 
themselves as a quite superior class of persons to the state 


or connly prisoners and pul on airs whieh make trouble both 
with ther fellow-prisovers and the prison ullicers.

to denth by the court, but not to life imprisonment, ung os the went 
had been annulled throngh the act of conmmatation, maite wilhout thie 
assent, he was being egal held in prison, and the Federat Court bu 
Kanes ordeced his release, From this declstun the Gavermnent appeatod 
anid the question was subinilted to the United Staten Supreme Court. ‘This 
Court haa now handed down te opinion (hat a pardon or commutation of 
sentence is not an act af private grace, but an Acl in the public welfare, 
and may be ordered regaritless of the consent at wishes nf the prisuner, 
who must accept it whether he will er not. Peravich will therefure have 
to serve his life sentence, at loast until he becomes eligible for parole. 
This settles an important question aad not invarinhly to tue advaniage wf 
the prisoner. It will be remembered that Gera Chapman cecaped from 
the Atlanta Penitentiary while serving a bung sentence fnr mail rohhery 
and committed a murder in Connecticut for which he was tried and seit- 
fenced to death. Chapman claimed that he was a Federal prisoner, still 
under sentence, and demanded to be sent haek tu Atlanta to serve nut the 
reat of his term, but Mr. Coolidge exenset lum front this through a cont- 
mutation ending his Federal ſentenee at once, Chapman replied that as 
he didn't want any such dublous oct of grace on the part of Mr. Coolldge, 
he declined to accept It and repented his demand lo go bark tn the safe 
refuge of Atlanta. The Conncetient court thought otherwise ant he was 
Dromptly put through the dull thud Dusivess withant giving the United 
States Supreme Court a chance to decide the matter, hte question has 
now heen settled once for all as for as Federal prineners are cancernerly 
the President may pardoh a Federal prisoner even Im order ta get Dini 
executed by some other authority. The decision, presumably, applies only 
to Federal prisoners and lias no bearing on state prisoners why may be 
parduned or given a commutation under the laws regulating such acts in 
the state. There are other interesting applieations. There nre many 
Federal allen prisoners subject to depertation on their release. The 
President might commute the whole burch at once and ship them out ot 
the country--it would certainly be zu act in the publie welfare to save 
the nation their boarding expenses. Rut what a howl would mo np from 
the Department of Justice Shyloeks, ever ready fo imsist upon Hielr 
pound of flesh! 7

Ur, Arundale has many good 
things to say when We gets away from lila maln topic of Nirtana, which 
will doubtless be of belp and inspiration to sume. Want of space furbids 
me io quote any of these wilh the exception of one which seemed par- 
ticularly appropriate. In his invocatton an page 124 he says: 

Fru tre dreum lead us to the True. 
From the beginning lead us lo the End. 

And following this injunctlon 1 skip joyfully to the “End” and find 
on the back inside of the jacket of the hook an advertisement of The 
Secret Huli, Ut the publication of “Nirvana” succeeds in Inducing 
sone ty study this masterplece of IL P. Blavatsky it will wot have been 
written in vain, 


The Society of the Divine Wisdom; London 

Recently The Occult Meriew contained an advertisement of Me active 
{ies of an association designating itself us “The Society of ihe Divine 
Wisdom,” Roing attracted by the meulion of a weekly class in The 8r 
ertt Doctrine, L desired Lo kuow what manner of society this might be— 
sludying Pe Servet Doctrine Ahd yet not calling itself “Lhewsophinal’— 
awi wrote for iifermution, ‘So my delight 1 received en due tinje a 
reply aud docunients which ditate that it comsifiutes still anuther branch 
of the Back to Blucatshy Movement, and 1 cunnot do better than to re 
produce here the pertinent parts of the Secretary's letter. The italics 
are mine: 

Dear Sir: — 

‘fhe Soeicty of the Divine Wisdom was founded un Jan. 23d. 19286. 
by a nucleus he had formerly belonged to the Gnustic Lodge of the 
Thensophical Soclety in Englund, which Lodgé returned ifs Charter and 
Wost of the members resigned un Oet. eth, 1925, the Immediate cause 
belng the acliol uf the National Council in affiliating the English Sec- 
tion of the T. S to the socalled World Religion, and the declaration 
made by the Officials of the T. S. at the Star Camp at Ommen, and 
published in the Herald of the Star and the Theosophist. 

These und subsequent publications speak for themselves, and ile 
Lodge decided it conld no longer support a Suciety which stood far 
such things und at the same time be true to Theosophy- 

Our resons far leaving the F. 8. and forming a new Sociely may 
therefore be suuumed up iu II. a D's words which will be Cimiliar to 
you; “TL P. B, is loyal to the death te the Theosophical CAUSE. -. . 
"Therefore the degree of her sympathies with the Thensophienl Society at 
Adyar’ depends upun the degree uf the loyalty of tut Society tu the 
CAUSE. Let it hreak away from the original lines and show disloyalty 
in its policy to the CAUSE and the original programme of the Society, 
and II. P. B., calling the T. S. disloyal, will shake it off like dust from 
her feet." (A Puzzle from Adyar, Lucifer, 1889). 

I pather from your artiele Stickers and Quilters” and other remarks 
‘iat you do nt agree with the action of those who leave the T. S. and 
haye therefore Lhought it best to explain dur standpolut, for it seemnis 
(o us that it is Theosophy and the programme of the Masters tuat one 
nas to stick to, nut aby parttenlar Society and each must decide for 
himself how he mar serve these best and mast sincereig. We aidimire 
the path you have chosen in this respect and realise its ralue, but your 
own case is exceptional, and for the majority I think it is far better 
that they should sever all connection with the T. S. because fts aura js 
preponderalingly evil now, and the time has passed when it could have 


been changed fram within. By remaining within the Society yon may 
he able to warn and disperse the delusions of Individnals, but 1 do not 
think that as a Theosophical Sociely, in anything but in name, it can 
be saved. 

To return to your leer of enquiry, The Soclety of the Divine 
Wisdom lias nothing ta do with ihe developments of Neo-Thensuphy but 
is unly concerned with studylig and applying the recorded Teaehings wt 
H. P. B. and the Masters; nt the amme time we fo met n to the eetreme 
of Tmnginbip that alt that need be learnt, or can be kien, (8 , At 
tu one infallidle book, but find that The Secret Doctrine & peut, it. 
Iumined by a kKuawtedge of other Spiritual Teuchings ant atso af Nulwrat 
Low and vine versa, In @ word we aim at futing the muddle path of 
adherente to the study of the genuine Teaching hut at the same time 
freedon of spirit from the letter of any Book or bible or extern form, 
of orqunizntion üs here seems equally a danger now of a icuctiondry 
rigidity, u obvinusty lo the perversions of Theesophy wrought by the 
T., F. ond others, be whieh fe anite untrue ta the orivinal spirit of 
Theusoghy and of is messenger, H. P. B, 

lt ts for this reason Cheat after much consideralion we decided to 
start a third independent group in London, althongh the Btavatsky As- 
sociation and a IJ; L T, Lodge were already in existence. (It was a 
case of, jf we jolm one we are cut off from the other, so why not a 
third as a middte point). 

It certainly seems absurd that we do not all worle together, tor wo 
would be a much stronger force, at loast sa ft seems, hut thie ts not 
the appropriate moment and ane must wall, 

Having experienced the expluilation and perversion of the original 
programme of the Founders of the T. S. whieh has resulted in & large 
herd led hy the nose by a few unscrupulows peuple, the tendency of the 
second half of the Cycle seems now towards breaking up inte Indepen- 
dent Individual groups (a sifting indlvidualising process), There fs less 
danger of corruption spreading by this tsolation. but, on the other hand, 
there is & diasipation of force and we are not achieving that Universal 
Brotherhood which was the main object of the Movement, he next 
step should be for these units, while retaining their individinility, to 
be bound together in a larger unity, 

Let us hope that the time will soon be ripe fur a Conference of all 
these independent groups when perhaps Organisatinns ean be obliterated 
and individuals come together on the common basis of II. P. B's 
work and Teaching. I do not think that anything satisfactory well be at- 
complished in this way Until the representatives of these organfsstlons 
can meet in conference; then we shall discover whether we really wut 
to form a nuclus of Universal Grotherhwod or not. 

Being a Freelance and not a memper of any one in partiewlar of 
these Back to Vilavatsky” organisations perhaps you will be able to 
work towards such a Conference. 

To return to gur partieviar group. We shall be glad to keep in toneh 
with yeu and to cooperate in any way in the cause of Theasaphy, or 
Universal Brotherhood, whieh ts the some. 

We hope to be able tò Issue Transactions every six months which 
we will send von, also Correspondence Conrses. and perhaps can arrange 
thot these should he obtatnnble, if required in America, throneh the 
0. E. Limrary? 

We have a good foundation of a Library, aod the O. F. Crvre will be 
ju the Reading Room.

Propaganda 
ff any personal psychic revelations or claims to authurity an the part 
C any members ia strictly prohibited. Only such are eligible. to pro- 
glivuary mentbership, in the Second Seetion who have served for at 
east two years in the Society, or in a body having similar alms. 

The government of the Society is in the fands of a conned! of older 
na more experienced students pledged to transmit the pure and unadul- 
erated leaching of LL. P. B. and her Masters. The members of this 
anne are subject to investigatiun by the gengral assembly of all of the 
nenthers, 

While it dues not appear that the Society proposes to make a fetish 
if anonymity, anl to appear al times semmewhat ridiculous thereby, it 
s interesting to note lhat the only name published fs that of che Ireas- 
iter, who is chosen annually by the general assembly. In the Inangnral 
\déress, a ducuntent well worth reading, syurpathetic reference is made 
© the United Lodge of Theosuphists, the Canadian Section, T. S, to the 
ndepemiont Thensoplitern! Suciety In Auetrafia, to the work of Mrs 
Teather Ah Uwe Ven Anagarika Dharmapala. Wilh reference to the 
niles Lodge I read (page 10):

All this Is truly heartening. On the one hand, that which has wrought 
the ruin of the Adyar Theosophical Society, permiliing anyone ta hold 
ofice, irrespective of his adherence to the original teachings, is avnided, 
The Soclety will remain in the hands of followers of H. P. H. On the 
ather, there would seem to be no room for a group of secret antocrais 
responsible to nobody but themselves, unknown to the rank and fte of i 
the members and which declines to allow the members the oppertunily $ 
ot expressing opinions or of offering suggestiuns on even the tnnst t 
trivial affairs of mahagement. While proposing tò make the original i 
teachings the basis of its work, it proposes to avold a fundwmwentulist 1 
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attitude and to welcome the thoughts of others and the achlevements of 
science, 

How far this middie course, with whieh I am In thorough aympathy, 
can be . the future will show, Personally I regret that the 
Society has telt constealned to abandon the name “Theosophy,” This 
name, made honorable by IL P. B. aud the Masters is rather, In my esth 
mation, to he defended against repreach. ft was constantly used by i 
H. P. B. in her writings, as well ns by the Masters: It stands for a deti- A 
nite group of teseliings and should he stoutly maintained and defended i 
against those, no matter who they may be, who atlémpt tò preempl i 
it for thelr own whims and follies. In the study of the literature tt is i 
impossible to dispense with It.

Thevsophy in Pinent—i am indebted to my friend Pekka Ervast, of 
Pintand, for a copy of the February issue of his journal Bensu-Risti, 
whith is naw in its twenlythird year, and which is devoted to Theosophy, 
sgyechical research aud pbhilusoptical and esoteric subjects. The Finnish 
ungcuage contains practically no words with Latin, Greek, Sanskrit or 
Germanic routs, ani fur une wot familiar with it it requires not á Hittle 
study and jntuition to get of the contents. Mr. Ervaet founded the Finn 
ish Section of the Theosophical Society ond was until recently Us General 
sooretary, but has now retired, From my personal acquaintafee with 
Mm, and from the fact that the name of H. P. Blavatsky occurs frequently 
throughout, thal the name of Mrs. Besant is nut to be found, while the 
Garrie is given a nice notice and à suggestion to readers to subscribe, it 
is lo be concluded that Itwisi-Risti is a decidedly “Beck ta Rinvatsky“ 
publication. It is published monthly, ihe annual subscription Is $2.00 
wid the addross ia Pekka Ervast, IIxviuge, Pilpain, Finland. While there 
is an official organ of the Finnish T. S., Finnish theosophista are to be 
congratulated upon having snch an escellent journal, with such a dis 
lingnished editor, devoted to the real and original Theosophy. 


Bad Condition of Mrilish Sectiun, T. &8.—Judging from the Annwal 
Report and the May issue of News and Notes, the condition of the Britis 
Sention, T. S., is utmiltedly unsatisfactory. With a total membership of 
4872 on March Fst, 1927, 616 new members had been added during the 
preceding year, 447 nad resigned or lapsed and 17 had died or left the 
conniry, Jenving a net gain of only 92, of less than two per cent, and 
baut three per milion of the papwlalion, The membership is therefore 
ly be regarded as virtually slathonary. Of the annual dues fur 1927, pay- 
able January Ist, only one halt had been paid in by May. There is also 
a special fund from donations which is intended to meet the excess of 
expenses over regular diics. Contrihutions to this have fallen off from 
£1,640 in 1922 to £731 in 1926, and £150 of this was a windfall from 
une source. The net result is that the Section had a deficit in receipts 
in 1826 of £400, whieh nas lo be met from the accunmuleted surplus of 
hettar years which, the Treasurer tells as, will be exhausted in abant 
Hiiree years anil after (hat—the deluge It would be diffieult at this die- 
lance fo say what is the matter, bul one may assume that one reason is 
the constant bleeding of members fur the suppurt of a sel of persniis, as 
Mrs. Desant, Mr. Jinarajaiasa and the Iuxuriuus Krishnamurti, who 
spend (he moge of members In traveling over the face of the earth and 
living in high style, while expending their vutheusopliical hobbies, There 
is cumstant begging for gifts to the Suciety’s parasites. The Executive 
Committee, which cunet raise funds enough to meet tne deficit, is mak- 
ing an appeal for “not less than £3,000 as a birthday gist of gratitude to 
the President and her colleague, Bishop Leadbeater.” That means $7,500 


each, in addition to what will he squeezed ont in other parts of the world. 
Whatever may be said of Annie Besant, she has Jong since ceased tu 
teach Theosophy and does not deserve either the money or the gratitude 
of theosophists, while Leadbeater is a notorious charlatan who ts living 
a lite of ease and luxury ju a palace In Sydney, attended by a crowd of 
women who lieve to be content with bathing in bis aura. That the Sec- 
tion bas Ceased to prow, and Liat members are condtantty clearing out, 
ia not surprising, consitering the wisavery reputation whieh Leadbeater 
has in England, and rightly. If ey doit know what le is before they 
Join, somebady is likely to put them wise, and gut they go again. The 
Seetton is getting just what it deserves for having abandoned the The- 
osophy of the Masters and of II. F. B.—see ifs recent list of recommended 
bouks—and for having taken up with a notorious scoundrel as a lender. 
What it should do is to tie a millatone around the neck of each of these 
people and cast them into the sea of oblivion, and follow Theosophy as it 
was originally taught. 

Loudon T. S. Convention and Liberal Catholic Church —Thise respon» 
sible for the arrangement of the June Convention of the Theosophical 
Society In England had sense enough to omit from the Convention pro- 
gram all mention of the Liberal Catholle Church, thuugh they gave a 
place to the notorious Wedgwood as one of the speakers. Wedgwnod 
lectured? upon “The Revival of the Mystertes“. ‘he preatest mystery in 
the Theosophical Society is that Annie Pesant, afler having urdered 
that this gentleman (an L. C. bishop) should retire from the Thensaplileal 
Society because he was compronilsing It hy his sodomistic practices, 
alierwards turned and embraced him, and then annotnced him as one of 
the Twelve Disciples of the New Christ and a year ago marched in pro 
ceasinn with him at the consecration of Salnt Mary's Libera! Catholic 
Church in London. This particulur phase of the Mysteries wan nut dis- 
cussed by the Rt. Rev. Wedgwood, I understand. This time, at the same 
church, on three suecesslye Sundays, Mrs, Nesant preached a sermon 
“Daring the High Celebration of the Holy Bueharist”, the subject of the 
second sermon being “Transubstantiation.” If anybody wants to know 
whut hêr Ideas on this subject are, or were in 1909, he will Mad them 
stated In her book The Changing Warid (Landon edition, pages 269-271), 
The weird stuff is obviously an livention of Lendbedler, who was by tils 
time in full ċuntrol of the lady. The third sermon was un “Believe 
in the Ligut“ The particular “Light” of this church fa the Rt, Rev. 
F, W. Pigott, who was recently foolish enough to wrile a letter to the 
President of the Christian Mystic Lodge, stating that his church “is not 
concerned with the Master Jesus at all,“ and then o deny in print that 
he had ever made such a statement.
